that proud Monarchic, from whom we are Defcexfel 
ded in a righr Mafcujine line .* upon this difcoverie* 
of the noble birth of tHe Prince, this beautifull guefto

M accident of our Fathers cte^th was then w&kuown 
te*hrm ) and the charge which heiradreceii&d ferny

times, chau cmbrne his bands in iihe ibloockof Ihis 
ItfwfuU pBinne^'.Juet us ihrrriqre Be gone ^bung, 
prince, laid he; andby oar fligh^efideavour to prevent 
your apparentmwne. I yeeJded m^feif wholly to /his

Talents, Which the King my Father gave my man, 
upon the difcovery of his intentions to adt for my 
prefervation ; but the misfortune of that Kingocca* 
jioned a fudden change of my condition, who falling 
into the hands of UM. Antony, was with his whole 
Familie brought prifoners to C^opttr^ who (north 
after caufed his head to be rooft inhumanly chopped 
offj this misfortune, of which I beleeve you are not 
ignorant, enforced me to feck for refuge and flielter 
elfe-wherc. Arfantts perfwaded me to vifit the King 
of UMedti, who alwayes held good correfpondencj* 
with the King my Father, where I found a fafe rev 
treat for three or four years, during which time hap* 
ned the ruincof M. Anton? and Qcopatr* upon 
whichfollowed the perftftcftabliftment of the &.

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that K : ng,whiJfthc was employed about other dif- 
ferences, and was not in a capacity to demand la- 
tisfa&ion from him ; fo that Herod waited only 
for an opportunity to doc him mifchicf, by way of 
requital!. Upon thefe confederations, I was Civilly re- 
ceived by Herod, and indeed my civill reception was 
(by thofe who were acquainted with the rigid humor ; 
of Herod) attributed rather to a defire or an oppor. 
tunity to be revenged on c Pbraatus s than to any na- 
tural! goodnefle or companion of his own ; in fine, jj 
t wa^nobly treated by him, and received not only 
pronfifesof protection againft my brothers cruelty, 
butalfoa fupply of forces, to enable me to make 
war againft him, and revenge my feJf on him for his 
baTbarousperfecutions. I accepted of thefe extraor- 
dinary offers of his very thankfully, and fb being 
by the Kings order very much carefled and made 
much of by all his Courtiers, I began to live in fbmc 
quietnefie, deJightand fccurity ; I fay I began, but 
Alas/ this rcDole of mine was of no long duration, 
& if I found fbme reft for my body, fure I am,that my 
mind was embroyled in the moff cruel 1 War,or rather 
the ftri&eft captivity that can pofiibly be imagined. 
Ah how much better had it been for me, to have ex- 
pofed my body to the inhumane cruelty of Phraa- 
tw, than have undergone thole inward torments, 
which have ever fince moft cruelly afflicted me f info- 
much that I may fafely fay, that by endeavouring to 
avoid a little cviil, or at leaft an evill of no long 
continuance, I have precipitated my felf into the 
gteatelt of evils, and I might fay the rnoft cruell ant 
cruciating of all others whatfocver, if the glory 
which I take in fuffering did not the fome meafutc

counterbalance the. crueJtie. To concede, Tiridttc 
waspredeflinatedto die by a more fair hand than 
that of the cruell Phraatus i and when he received 
that wound, which will bring him to his grave he 
accepted of it with fo profound a refpec-V that he 
thought it very criminail and heinous to murmur at 
it. Herod was then married to the PrincefTe Ma~ 
riama, who defcended from the illuftrious race of the 
A[monean$ and Maccjibes, by means of which to- 
gether with that of Amtp»ter y and the Roman fup- 
port, he had ufurped the crown of Jttdea .. you have 
1 fuppofe heard the manner of his comming to that 
government, after that by the afffiance of the Ro- 
mans, he had ruined Hircmus and Artftobulus • 
for although CMmama had a juft refentment againft 
the defirpycr of her family, yet through the perfwa- 
fionsof her Mother Alexandra, and her old Uncle, 
Hircames^e was induced to marry him; but it 
wasnotpofljbleforher to affefl: him as a husband 
between whom there was fuch a difproportion in na- 
ture, the inequality of their birth, together with 
thofe bloody outrages (he had received by the death 
of her nearcll kindred, and the ufurpation of the 
crown, which of right belonged to the young Art- 
fioMus her brother, made her to look upon him 
with averfion and difdaimflie lived with him never- 
theleiTcwithan admirable moderation, and out of 
anexcefleofveitue (he offeted violence, . and enfor- 
ced her inclinations for to bear with him, whom God 
and her friends had given her for a husbanduritill that 
by a horrible traft of cruelty, he had wholly defaced 
every Character of it. this was occafioned by th c 
murther of the young Artfiobultts, whofc incompa. 
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rablevertucs,and naturall endowments haftned his' 
ruin j for Herod being very politick, and jealous of 
the inclination which thejewifh people had towards 
this young Prince, caufed him to be ftifled in a Bath, 
in the eighteenth year of his age. There was never- 
known a Prince more beautiiull or accomplifhed, 1 
and therefore k was no wonder, that Manama did 
thunder out her juft refentments for fo great and' 
irreparable lone s and although Herod had excu- 
fedhimfelfofthat horrid murther, before M.%rfx* 
thony, yet he was not fo innocent, but that every bo- 
dy had caufe fufneient to deem him guilty ; and 
^Alexandra and her daughter had grounds enou<>h; 
tofufpe&himfor that barbarous butcherje. It was 
in this conjuncture of affairs, that I arrived at the 
Court of Herod, and I my feJf was fufficieroly fa- 
tisfied with the rcafons that the Queen had to dctefl' 
the cruelty of the King her husband, when moft un- 
fortunately I caft my eys on that divine Princefle.The 
beauty of Mariana was not fuch, that a man might 
behold without great admiration and danger : never 
Vvas there any thing fopcrfeft, although I muft con- 
fcfle, that untill then, I thought that no beauty could 
havefurpafled that of the princeffc 0*dp*tra! Thd& 
who made enquiry and fearch after the mofVexqui- 
lite beauties of the world, for to make their report 
to M Ar,tho»y^ did publickly declare, that (he ex- 
ceeded all whatfoevcrjand to fay truly Madam, I 
cannot make a better or mpre lively dcfcriptiori of 
ner, than by telling you that (he can be epualfed W 
none but your. feJf, and the young Pfact&CfapatrZ 
^ughter of the great and unfortunate ClcSpma. 
Incmodellicofthc Queen, caufed hcrto BKifh ar

And fincc Marian?* was fuch a 
one,it was impoffible for Ttridate to hold from ca- 
sing his affection on her, ftncc he had a heart fufcep. 
tible of the impreflions of love, and fenfe enough to 
difcern the Divine qualities, and rare petfe&ions of 
tMariama* Was it poffible for me, to defend my felf 
againft all this ftrength, by means of any vertue of 
mine, whereas it was that fame vertue which in part 
gave life and being to my paffion, and amongft all | 
the thoughts which it inlpired into me, there was not 
any one that might be cenfurcd as unlawful!. I loved 
xjMeriarna, not becaufe 1 had hopes of making any 
progreffe with her any way tending to her difhonour, 
or ftayning her rare vertues,but becaufe love could not 
make ufe of more forcible weapons than hers, foe 
to make it felf mafter of me. And indeed, I loved Ma- 
riama i becaufe it was impoffible for me, either to fee 
her, or know her, and not to love her i yet I muft con- 
fefs my (pint* did not prefently yeeld and give way, 
without fome endeavours ©f refinance. For at the firfl 
dawning of my love, I oppofed the difficulties that I 
fhould meet with, in bringing about any defign what- 
foevcr, the danger into whicn I mould precipitate my 
(elf, together with the remembrance of the duty I 
ought to bear towards my proteclor : but all thefe 
confederation* were too weak and feeble for my de- 
fence, and one word, or one look of Manama, would 
deftroy in a moment all that I had found for mv fa- 
tisfa&ions, in three moncths. I overcame the difficul- 
ties, by reprefenting to rny felf the glory that I mould 
get in the conqueft of them •, I fleighted the perill 
and danger, for that I cfleemed little of my life, and 
Iexcufcd my felf towards Hcrod i by the violence 
' .* '. that 



that Manama ufed againft me, fince my love wa s 
not an effect of my will; and further Madam, I muft 
needs confefs, I lulled my felf as it were aflecp, with 
hopes of introducing my fdf into the affections, and 
good opinion of the Queen , by reafon of that lawfull 
caufe of averfion, which fhe had for the King; and fee- 
ing that the love of a woman to her husband is 
founded either upon an inclination, or meritTor ob. 
ligation,which is the greateft obftaclein the attain- 
ing the ends of a lover, and finding the Queen to be 
freed from all thefe incumbrances, ib that me could 
not defend her felf againft my attempts, but upon 
confederations of her own, or fear to oftend that huf- 
band who had merited the greateft affront that fhee 
could poffibly put upon him. Likewifc, from that 
time I began to entertain thoughts of his crueltie^ 
And that paffion, which is fufficient to corrupt the 
the moft pure inclinations, made me to be ungrate- 
full to my benefactor, for that it made me to look on 
him, not as one that had protected me againft my 
brothers cruelty, but as aperfbn who had murthercd 
the Brother, Father, and Uncles of Mariama •, Yea, 
and that which was the greateft of all, 1 confidered 
him, as one who enjoyed Manama her helf ; My jea- 
loufiejoyningitfelf, with the refentments I had of 
his ill carriage, made me oftentimes fighingly to 
fay, that the favours of that fair Queen, had been 
more fitly beftowed, and onely lawfully due to that 
man who fhould purchafe them by his beft fcrvice, 
and deareft blood, rather than on him who bad ac* 
quired them by cruelty and outragious violence. 
Thefe beginnings of my love, were entertained with 
nmc^pleafure, and contentment, without anyrepre- 
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Mentation of thofe cruell Ideas of Torments, which 
1 have fincc undergone • but as foon as love had taken 
upafullandabfolutePoffeflion of my heart, it left 
menoJiberty at all, all my thoughts, words, and a- 
£tions, tended to no other Centre than that of Maru 
ama y and even my deep it felf, ( which is ordained for 
the refrefhing of our bodies ) did not keep me in grea- 
ter frecdome, than whilft I was waking j R>r that 
whilft the eyes of my body were (hut, the rare perfe* 
ftlonsof cj^r/rfwrtwere largely reprefenred to the 
eyes of my mind. This perpecuaJl agitation in my 
thoughts produced fuch effects, that were fuddenly 
taken notice off, both by my converfation and coun* 
tcnance ( notwithstanding the care which I took in 
Concealing thenaturall caufe of it) my profound me» 
lanchnly,andpalenefle of my face which was not 
natural!- to me, was fufflciently obferved, and the 
change of my humour and health was much enquired 
into, tijirfanm and my Governour, who were privie 
co all my other anions, and intentions of neercft con- 
cernment, were wholly ignorant of this defign, and 
indeed, I endevoured to mask it as much as I was 
able, rather for the refpeft which I had to the caufe 
of my paflion, than for my paffion it (elf, or for any 
doubt I had of their afte&iori or fidelity : in the mean 
time I had the fteedome and happinefle to fee the 
Queen every day with muchPacilitie , And the Hopes 
which Herod had to revenge himfelf on the Kino of 
the c PArthes y by my means, made him to fweetcn his 
Rigid humour^ and beftow upon me a very friendly 
entertainment, a thoufand times, I had my mouth 
open before that adorable PrincciTe, not to declare to 
ler openly my Paffion, not daring to take lb great li- 
berie, 
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bertie, before that vertue which made all my joynts 
to tremble j but truly to let her know, that of all 
men in the world, there was not any one who did 
morepaffionatelyintercft himfelf in her fortune or 
did more earneftly defire to expofe his life to the gcea« 
tett dangers, for the Purchafmg of her folagemcnt 
and content j but I alwayes cut oft' my felf fliort in 
this defign, and was in her pretence furrounded with 
all thofe fears that doe accompany the mod timo- 
rous anddaflardly Souldiers, at the fight of the aj>- 
proching enemies ; NeverthelcfTe, I did not itick to tell 
her that with my eyes, which I durft not difcover to 
her with my ton°ue, but as foon as fliee did caft her 
eyes on mine, and furprifed them in the action, my re- 
fblution and aflurance fuddenly vaniflied, and fo by 
means of want of force to endure that lightnin* 
which dazled them, and by reafbn being furprifed in 
that crime, they would prefently abafe themfelves k> 
the feet of that fair Princeffe, and by that fiibmimvc 
aflion, crave pardon for fo great a prefumption. The 
Qeen had fuddenly perceived the truth of my intenti- 
ons, if (be had not been wholly taken up with cruel! 
thoughts and cares, that would not permit her to 
take an cxad view of my actions. I was one day in 
her company, at the Houfe of Alexandra her mother 
and for that the Queen, in regard of the good opini-' 
on which (be had of me, began to confide much in 
mce; tAlexAndra, who was of a more turbulent 
fpirit,andahumdin:notfo fweet and patient as thtj 
Queen heir Daughter, gave her felf up to the rcfent- 
™nt which &e had then very frefh for the death of 
eAnftoMm, and exclamed moft violently a^ainft 
the cruelty of Hcnd, and deplored the lamentable 
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condition of bcrfclf and Daughter, with words full 
of fire and tranfportation ; And then from the cruel- 
tie which he had ufed to her dear Son and nccrett kin- 
dred, dice fell to inveigh bitterly againft his jealoufie, 
and the bloody effects that it produced, when he gave 
expreffe order to his Uncle Jofeph ( before hee under- 
took his voyage to meet with (JfaAnthony) to dif. 
patch his Wife out of the world, in cafe any ill acci- 
dent fhould happen to him during his abfence • Alex- 
andra enumerated many other cruell a6ts of her Son- 
in-law; during which time, the Queen never opened 
her lips, but onely accompanied her Mothers expref- 
fions, with redoubled fighs, and many chriftall tears 
which feemed to adorn jier admirable beautie $ but 
alas ! at this fight my grounds were very much enlar- 
ged ; And when I looked on my fair Queen in that 
pofture and condition, I had much adoe to keep my 
felf from falling into an extafie, neither was I able 
to refrain from difcovering my thoughes any longer, 
but forgetting all condderations of my condition, or 
remembrance of the danger jnto which I fhould pre- 
cipitate my fclf by irritating Herod againft mec, I 
abandoned my (elf tothe motions of my paffion, and 
calling my wet eyes upon thofe of the Queen, which 
had been a long time fixed on the ground , Good 
Gods cried I, is it poflible that you fhould fubjeft her 
tofo great injuries, whom you have fo excellently 
formed ? and am I indebted to that man for my pio- 
tedtion, whom I have fo juft a caufe to hate and ab- 
horre ? I repented immediatly that 1 had fpoken fo 
freely, fearing left I had made too clear a difcQverie j 
and afterwards confidcring that I was heard onely by 
tjietvvoPrinccffcSj and that they icenicd no; totafo 
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much notice of what I had laid, I began to recover 
myfpiritsandafTurance$and then the PrincefTe A- 
lexandra being retired to the other end of the room 
to talk with fome company, and feeing my fclf alone 
with the Queen, I ftrugled hard with my timorouf- 
nefs for to continue on my former difcoui fe, and fee- 
ing the chriftall tears yet dropping from her fair face, 
I /pake in this fort, Would to Qod Madam , raid I that 
I were able by fhedding of my dear eft blond, to flop 
thai courfe of tears which you fhed .- Ah / how wil- 
lingly would I pure it forth, and with how much de~ 
fire would I facrifife my life for the quiet and repofi. 
of yours. Thele paflionate expreflions were by the 
Queen attributed to proceed from the companion 
which I had for her misfortunes, neverthelefs they did 
awaken her from that profound confederation of her 
miferies, which had for fome time wholly taken up 
her thoughts, infomuch that lifting up her eyes, and 
looking dire&ly upon me, (he fpake unto me in a ve- 
ry mild and thankfull tone ; J fhould be extremely 
for?}* faidflie,** purchafe my own contentment and 
tranquilitie, with the danger of your life - 3 and thofe 
miferies that I fuffer are better due to me, than your 
discontentments: we are both of usgrievoufly perfecu- 
tedjou by a brother* t and I by a husband, but although 
I cannot disapprove your refentments , yet I cannot 
lawfully entertain them againft my husband-, thgugh by 
his attions he doth make mee mo ft unfortunate, yet I 
think the Heavens doe make ufe of him as an inftru- 
ment fir the punt/hment of my faults. O wonderfull 
vcrtue/faid I, interrupting her, muft I by a further 
•knowledge of you, receive a redoubling of my 
yvounds,and fee you expofed to fo many miferies? 
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myaffii&ionsare fupportable, replied the Queen, if 
you did rightly confider them, and if the God which 
I worship was known to you y you would likewife 
know that amongft my fuflerings,T find fuch confo 
lations, that you cannot now undgrftand; for if he 
hath given mc Herod, cither for a Scourge, or a huf- 
band, I ought to receive him, both for the on^ and 
the other .• and fince he hath commanded me to pat- 
don the injuries of the moft cruell enemies, it is his 
pleafure likewife that I fhould wholly forget thofc, 
which I fhall receive from him whom it pleated 
him to give me for a husband. Its for this Madam, 
replied I, that I efteem my condition mod unfortu- 
nate; for the heavens have not raifed you up fuch an 
enemy or perfecutor, agaitift whom I may lawfully 
offer you my {word and life without treipafling on 
your venue: and thefe great effects of it cannot be 
refilled by him who doth fo much reverence it. I 
cannot likewife difapprote thofe confidcratioris 
which you have for the King your Husband, fince 
that its between his arms that I have found dicker 
and refuge, and without great ingratitude I cannot 
attempt anything to his diiadvantage ; but if the part 
which I take in your difpleafures, and the admi- 
ration which I have of your vcrtue, and other dee- 
per considerations, doe make mc to find a fubje^t 
in your affliftions- 1 ftaied at thefe words, and coiir 
fidering that my paflion had tranfportcd me 
infeufibly beyond my bounds , and made me to 
ufe expteflions enough to difcovcr my thoughts, I 
remained filent, very abruptly, without making any 
lenfible conclufion to what I had faid. The Queen', 
obieiving my filencc, looked carneftly upon mc, e* 
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ther expecting a conclufion of my difcourfe, or with 
an intention to aske the caufe of my hafty filencc ; 
but the Princefle her mother comming towards us* 
freed me of that inconvenience into which my im^ 
prudence had then cart me; we might neverthelefle 
have continued on this difcourfe, had we not been 
interrupted by the arrivall of divers other Ladies, The 
chiefofthem was .W^i Sifter to Herod, who for 
noftiendmipor affection came to vifit thofc Prin* 
cefles, (he having alwaies declared her felf their mor-i 
tall enemy , but flie having a fubcle and artificial! 
tcngueofherown, made uteofkupon all occafions 
for he* own imerefts, and (he knowing the power 
that Maria*** had with Herod (notwkhtodin* 
her misfortunes) fecmed very officious, and endeavou* 
red to palliate her malicious thoughts with a black 
diffimulatk>n;the malice which fhe bore to the Queen 
was heigbtned by means of fome accidents, vvhet^- 
wtthlmallacquiaintybii;andfi0ceyou hare enjoyx 
ncdmetodedare the naked truth of my fortune"! 
afrrinforcedtoteiryou Madam, (although that 'in 
this dtfcourfe I fhall trefpaffe upon my modeftie) 
yctbyreafonofmygre<itmisforctme, and for no o* 
ther occafion I was loved by Soloma T Ibad thendif- 
covered her affe&ion by many tokens, but 1 made no 
account of k, whether it was becaufe my affections 
Vver?whpJJy taken up with a fubjea, whofe mea. 
nett part did far exeejl that which was moft lovely m 
SM*»£ or becaufe I was then a little aequamted 
With her attiflciall humor, or whatsoever was the

sing n* extraordinary favours which I received 

vonmti With thofccivilkics only which I concei- 
ved 
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vcdwere due to the Sifter of Herod ; btit for rhat day 
(hebindred me from having any further difcouncg 
with the Queen, but the day following I had liberty 
enough to entertain her (for that her Court and at- 
tendance was fniall, and every body refrained htt 
Companie for fear of offending the King) yet a. 
mongtt all my difcourfes, fear had lb bound up my 
tongue, that I had not the confidence to difcover my 
thoughts othcrwife than by amorous looks, ana 
changing my countenance. During this time, Herod t 
who had courreoufly treated me either from gene- 
rofitie and noblencffe, or fur the caufes before meru 
tioned, offered me an occafion to advance my credit 
with him : For tJMaltolus who commanded the A* 
rabians, falling upon his Country, had done him 
mud fpoil and miichjef, which cauled Herod in all 
hafte to rally tos fcattered Army, and being not aty« 
to command them in perfbn, in regard ofhis inten* 
^zA voyage to the Emperour, he gave the whole 
charge oftheArmie to P her or at his brother: and I 
being afliamcd, that I had fgent all my youth in 
avoydingdangers,defircdthe King to give me leaw 
to accompany his brother in this expedition, which 
he not only granted me, but gave me the whole con* 
mand of the Cavalrie. I marched away, well $pfc 
tented with the Kings favours, and comforted my 
fclfagainftthegricfwhichlhad to forfake Mtrfa 
ma, with hopes of meriting her favour by foflK 
Heroicall action. I fliall not fpend time in telluj 
you all particular paffages that hapned during thiJ 
war, but fhall only acquaint you, that the exceffe of 
good fortune did (o favour me, that I acquired repu- 
tation cnougii in every encounter with the encmie, : - 
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fine,! routed and fcattered the whole Armic of Arabs, 
by which means I gained as much credit in the Army 
as I could defire, & indeed Herodhimfcif had lb grcac 
an opinion of my behaviour, that being a while after 
enforced to call homtl J herorHs,to take upon him the 
Government of the Kingdom, during his ablence on 
his voyage, it was his pleafurc to make me Generall 
and Commander in chief of the whole Army,and put 
more confidence in me, notwithstanding my young 
age, and forraign alliance, than in his moft experien- 
ced old Captains : I commanded alone, after the de- 
parture o£Pheroms, and the fame fortune that fa- 
voured me in the beginning, feconded me fb well 
afterwards, that in a very fhort time I had cieered all 
Judea, from the plundring Arabs, after I had (lain 
about twenty thou land of them in feverall encoun- 
ters : as foon as all differences were compofed, and 
affairs fetled upon thefrontiers, and that wc had no 
more enemies to fight with, after that I had fortified 
the Garrifons on the frontiers, I harmed towards 
H icrufxlem, not fo much delighted, with theprai- 
fes and thanks which I expected for my good fer- 
Vice, as with the hopes which I had to fee Olfariama 
very fuddainly, and to fee her at fuch a time, as I 
might look on her with honour, in regard of the fer- 
vice I had done for her Country : But good Gods, 
with what horrid news was I furp rifed, before I had 
gone the half of my journy$ as that Herod was gone 
to meet with Augnfitu at Rhodes, for to labour 
With him tointroducVhimfelf with his good opinion, 
as he had done before with cJW. Antony, and that 
beforehe went lie had caufed Hircanus the Queens- 
aged Uncle to be flrangied, and that he had irn- ; 
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prifoned the Queen with her Mother in a Caftte n#r 
the town,under the comand of SohemtuivA Jofiphui t 
to whom he had given flri& orders for their (aie keep!: 
ing, without permitting any perfon to fee or fpeafc 
With them during his abfence. This newes did not> 
oncly allay the contentment which I had for my re*, 
turn, and the happy fuccefs of my voyage, but It fiU; 
Jed me with aftonrfhment, horrour and companion;: 
I admired at the crueltie of Hered> who ahhou°h: 
he held his life and Scepter from the goodnefle of 
HiTcAnmyzt had not the patience tocxpe& the nam-; 
ral end of him,who was already above 8o.ycars of a^c- 
the pitty I had for the perfecutcd and afflicled Mai 
riama was fo great, that I vias like to hare funk un- 
der it. ^rp**j and my Governour Tolitw percei- 
ving me much troubled, earnestly defired n* to ac 
quaint them with the true caufe thereof: I refufed for 
fome time to grant them their defire, but afterwards 
confidering the little reafon which I had to miftiuft 
them, after fo many teftimonies of their affection, I 
communicated unto them my moft fecret thoughts, 
and declared unto them the violent paffion which 1 
had for LMarnma, 5 this acknowledgement did very 
much furprize them, although thev needed not toha vtf 
wondved fo much at it, fince they were no way taw 1 
rant ofthe charming beaude of theQtieeit and £W 
they had urged to me all the reafon and arsuniettt' 
which they conceived was fufficiew to make ro$ 
ch ange my opinion & refolution,they readily refolve* 
tofeiveme upon tbboccafion to the hazard of their' 
byes. I wasnot a little refreshed witfcthofe new pro- 
teHations of fervice, conceiving that their good cowh 
lelb would muck aYatt me in ttemanagemem of my 
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bufii^iand fo continuing on my ^u'rhcy, I ^j"j 
over di« little way which J had togoc n a P ^„ 
deepmelancholy. When I. arrived, at frMel^Z

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that I did riot fcruple to doe him any mifchjcf, fo that 
it might tend 'either for ijbq fervkc or'revchge of 
Maiia&a- JArfam's (to jwhom I xiifcbverea my 
thoughts ) earnefily defiled mc to diffemble them, fa 
that he conceived my utter mine would attend the 
difcovery of them, and yet '(Jtfartawa would not re* 
ceive any benefit by it ; but in the mean time 1 tott 
him, that it was impoflfible for me to live without fee- 
ing her, and that I was relblved to try all 'wayes,hoty 
dangerous fbever, for the fatisfying of my longing 
defirc. <>/frfymis£(x along time pppofed this inten- 
tion, but ieeing that he could by no means difwade 
me from it, he attempted all wayes for to ferye me in 
it ; hee was well acquainted with Sohcmm^ and I rc- 
membred that I had done him many good offices with 
Herod, upon occafions wherein he had ufe of my fa- 
vours ; and this made Arfoniu believe that he could 
probably obtain that from him, which I Jo much 
longed after, and indeed the fuccefle was better thai 
we could imagine. tMariama ( whole charms were 
fo great, that it was impoilible for any man to defend 
himfelf againft them ) had fo fafre wrought upon the 
affections of Sohemm, that his igreateft ambition w# 
to pleafe her, and indeed, he would have been ready 
to ferve her, with the hazzard of his life and fortune; 
he had longfincc endeavoured to free her from % 
imprifbnment, and.fet her at libertie, to retire whither 
(hee hadpleafed, if he had not had a companion in 
his charge, of a different difpofitipn from his,and who 
would very unwillingly doe any ait tba,t mig|ii crea- 
tion the difpleafiire of Herod. .Upon the firtV motion 
that Arfanus made to him, for.to permit me to ft 
, the Queen, Hee affirmed a great wUlingneffe to 
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oblige me, and fiuck on nothing but the means to de- 
ceive his companion, for that hee had no hopes of 
drawing h,m to give mee that fatisfaction, neither 
cjurfthcpropofeittohim: Arfaws cloaked the de- 
foe that! had to fee the Queen, with a pretence of 
companion which I had'for her fufeingsf and f by 
hisf U br,Iciemad« this bbld effect of my paffion, to 
pafle for ameer aft of Generofity ; Sohemus defired 
the remainder of that day for to put things in order 
for to content mee, and the next day he told him that 
hewasreiolyedtofatisfiemy defire notwkhftanding 
the danger of the enterprife : Arfmms intreated him 
nottodifcoverthcdehgntotheQuce^for fear, faid 
fie, lew Ihe lhould oppofe it upon fome weak confide- 
rations andit was upon this that. Sohemus fcemed 
moftof all to demurre, but afterwards being over- 
come with the belief that he had. that my int?ntions 
were onely to doe the Queen fervice^and that I would 
not have fought after fuch dangerous opportunities to 
feeher if I thought my fight would be difpleafing to 
her. In fine they concluded that towards the ? V c 
nu^lfhould not fail to meet Sohemus at a certain 
hour neer the Caflle, where he promifed to be for to 
conduametothe Queen; he made choice of that 
time, becaufc the Queen was then moft at libertie, 
and for that he might be freed from any interruption 
from Jofephus, who would be then retired to his own 
houfe,and befides,I was fo well known to ail the 
Court, that it had been very difficult for var to have 
concealed my felf during the day light. I ran a great 
hazard id that enterprife, as well in regard of the dan- 
ger that might have happened at the fame time, as 
alio in regard of the confluence of it , if Her ad 
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fhould chance to be informed of the bufinefsj but all 
thefeconfiderationswere flighted by me, and I wan 
ted for the defired hour, with Co much impatience, tbaj 
I thought every minute a twclmoneth until! cjb^ 
time came. In Fine, I went out of Jem/alem in th$ 
dusk of the Evening, attended on by Arfams aji4 
my Goyernour , and having not far to goe, I fu4* 
denly arrived at the place appointed, Sohtmtts faiM 
not to meet me, according to his promife, and foi 
that he had that day the fole command of the Caftje-, 
and consequently free libertie of cgreffeand rcgreffcj 
he came to meet mc accompanied with a Gentleman 
of the guard, of whofc fidelitie hee was well aflured, 
he had made choice of him the rather, for that lie was 
about my age and ftature, and therefore perfwadwl 
me to change clothes with him, and during our ab< 
fence this young man was to remain with my com? 
pany,thatfoImightpafsm along with him as the 
fame man that came forth with him. All things bap* 
pened according to. our expectation and defire, for m 
conducting me to the Gate of the Caflle which wa$ 
flanked with great Towres, andinvironed with large 
Ditches, caufed the Draw-bridge to be let down upon 
giving of the token, and then leading me into the 
Court without any lights ( for that he had before hj$ 
going forth of the CaftJe exprefly commanded cfa^t 
none (houldbe lighted) I followed him up a back 
ftair ( for that he would not adventure to bring rot 
through the main guards) and then through a gat 
lerie, where was. placed one Centinell, which he M 
denly removed, feigning to put me in his room, aod 
thence he brought metothedore of the Antichatt 
ber. I muft confefs, that at that inftant all my fpiritol

left me, and although I did not value the danger of 
ttiy pcrfon, yet I trembled for fear left this unex- 
pected vifit (hould have been diipleafing to the 
Qtieen,infomuch that making an untimely reflexion 
onthebufineiTe,Iwasabouttohave flaied Sobemns 
arid have returned by the way I came in, without 
daring, to- fee the Queen. The dore of the Ann- 
chamber was immediatly fet open at the namin° of 
Sohemm^t that in regard of the great affection 
which he had cxpreffed in the fervice of the Queen 
he had free libertie to vifit her at all hours. When 
we M\ came into her Chamber, fhe was on her 
Knees by her Bed fide, where (lie prayed with "rear 
devotion to the God which foe ferved, and the Priu- 
ceffe Alexandra her mother was retired into her 
clofee; upon the noife that we made as we came flip 
looking towards us, asked of Sohemm whether he 
had any bufinelTe with her ; I did not give time to 
Sohemut to make any replie^ but going co her in a 
verydiforderlypofture,fellonmy knees by her, and 
then taking one of her fair hands, killed it with fo 
much devotion, that it took away the ufeof my 
tongue : The Queen conceiving this a&ion to be too 
familiar and pamonat for her Keeper, puflicd mc of 
latthcMwithibme difdam; but afterwards part- 
ly fufpe£ing me truth, looked fo intently upon me, 
that with the help of the lighted torches, fhe pre! 
lently knew me ; her amazement was not ordinary 
at this fight, which caufed her to withdraw her hand 
from me and retire two or three fteps, arid then fpake 
to me, as follbweth. Ah 1 Tiridattfoid fhe, what 
doe you think upon ? what danger doe you run yout 
ielfinto ? what danger replyed I, would "to God M. -

dam, that there wa$ a thoulancl times more, fo chat 
I might only find an occasion thereby to demon- 
ftratc unto you how much I (hould undervalue it 
for your fef vice : I am too much obliged replied die 
Queen (making nie rife) to the companion that you 
havcformymi(eries;butI can by no means fliakf 
off that fear which you put me into, and the expert- 
riencc I have had of the fufpiciqus- humor of Heroi 
makes me to wifli from my heart, that you had not 
taken the advantage of fo peiillous an occafion to 
fee mc. I befeech you Madam to fear nothing for me, 
faid I and be pleafed ro beJieve tnat in this condi- 
tion that your misfortunes have caft you, I doe no? 
value the hatred of Hctcd, nor defire his* friendmip,

not taken upon you lb great a freedom, in giving me, 
that offence, which I even now received from youj : 
Ifjiallnot goe abdut to publifh your follie to the 
world, in, reg ar d I am fo well fatisfied with the hli- 
mour of He red, that I am confident your ruin woulif 
be thereby occasioned, for even as I pardon thole 
bloody injuries which I daily receive from him, in 
the fame manner doe I now remit the crime vyhicli 
youJately committed : when flic had faid thus^fli 
rofe from her chair, and called for Sohemtu (whp f 
was entertaining her maids hi the adjoyning ch^ni*' 
ber) and commanded him to conduct me forth* iffi- 
mediatly, and then without fiiflferirig me to^ply;

and deffrudhon; whereas Tmd« u gives you the 
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PolMoh and difpbM of his heart and foul, and all 
that he hath ; truly this crime is not of the fame 
hcinoufiiefs, as thofe that you have received from 
that cmell wretch^ neither can I conceive that the 
fame patience is requite to undergoe it ; but where- 
fore, laid I then, interrupting my felf , wherefore? 
Should I gee about to juftifie my felf, finee its too 
true; that by my oyvn temerity I have merited the 
difpleafure of CMorUm^ I ought to look on her as 
a Deitie exalted abb ve any humane thoughts or pre- 
tentions, I ought ro tremble before her vertue, and 
although it be impoffible to fee thofe rare beauties 
without loving them, yetr I fhould have fuffeed 
thote glorious tocn«fnts without making any difco- 
verie df them, and have forborn to draw upon met 
iiich a misfortune by a fudden and unadvifed dhcovc* 
ryof mypaffions. In thefe and firch like thoughts! 
pafled away the reeriaiAing part of that night, and 
many more dayes following /during, which time I 
faw oftentimes Solaria, Pherorm, and others of the 
chief Perfonagcs of the Court of Jt*dea y who tired 
me with thcit thankfull entertainments for thefetvice 
I had done thehr Court trey s but neither their cbmpa-. 
nies v nor extraordinary favours-coald divert thofe 
affli&ions which my. love made me to fuflfer,. noi 
albythedifpJeafurewhichl had for the captivity off 
(iM4rrttma'> but by this time newes came to Hie* 
rufalem of the triumphant return of Hero I from 
Att$tftus\ and how that by a charming Speech and 
artificial! carriage full of afte&edgcnero(itie,rie had fo 
Wrought upon thacgreatEmperour,that he nor onely 
received courteous entertainment from him, but recei* 
ved as gteat cxpreffions and aflitrances of friendfRip, 
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as ever he had formerly had from M.*A Kt h6m f 
that all thofe who were intercfled in his good fuc- 
cefles, were much rejoyced at it 5 not long after Herod 
arrived at the Town with a great train of attendance 
and a joyfiill countenance, which manifefled TufficU 
e»tly. the fatisfa6tion which hee had received by his 
voyage . a great arid pompous reception he had, and 
I my felf was oncof thofe who went forth to mcec 
hjm; aflbonashefaw me* hee haflened to me, and 
embracing- me* called me the valiant and Heroick 
defender of y*^, and made me large promifes of 
recompence for the fervices which I had done the 
State- But alas! how mi£fenfible and carelete I was 
of his curtefies and civilities /and although I knew 
my felf obliged to him, yet the love which I bare 
Manama^ and the refentment of thofe injuries 
which he had offred her, carried me above all thofe 
obligations ■ he was no fooncr arrived but he thought 
on her libcrtie, and being defirous to fee her, went 
forthwith to the prifon, where he fpent ail the follow- 
ing night,and from whence the next day he conduced 
her into the Citie, with all demonftrations of an ar- 
dent affcftion. Ihaveiinceunderftoodfrom Hirca- 
ww, that upon the firft view he ufed many pa/fionate 
^preffionstoher,for after that he had excufed the 
death of Htrcanm, telling her that he was neceffitated 
lo to doe for the prevention of a defign which hee 
well underftood he intended for his ruine, hee prese- 
tted that the fole end of her formall imprifonmenr 
was for the faieguard of her perfon, againtt whom he 
wasfcarfullthatfome perfons difaffe&ed might at- 
tempt fome mifchief, or elfe left that the fediriou* 
multitude might in his abfepce make ufe of her and 

her 
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her Mother, ( whofe fpirit he knew was fuf&icndy 
turbulent) for the comitcnanciiig of a rebellion. The 
wife Queen heard this difcourfe with much modera» 
tion, and although (he could not wholly conceal her 
thoughts, yet (hee dUlembied them in part, left 
the difcoverie thereof ftiould caufe as akeful e- 
ffe&s to Sohemus, as formerly to Jefipk The Court 
was at this time in its greater! glory, for the King' 
being well fatisfied with the good fuccefs of his 
affairs, and having nothing to conteft with, but the 
fpirit of -Marwiw*, fought all occafions to : divert and 
pleafe her ; but if the Queen ( whole griefes had pe* 
netrated too deep for to receive refreftiments from 
fuchvainfhadowsof pleafurej was not much affe- 
cted with it, Sure I am, that I was altogether as un- 
capable of any rejoycing, and I had fo well with my 
love engraved on my fpirit the remembrance of her 
difpleafure, that all the magnificence and pomp of 
the Court of Herod was not fufneienttogive me the 
leaft divertifement. I law my Princefs every day, for 
that libertie was not then denied me by her, but I had 
not the courage to fpeak in her prefencc, neither durfl 
I to look her iinhe face, fo that by all my actions I 
did difcover unto her how greatly I feared to difpleafe 
her ; but it was neither by her looks or her carriage 
towards me, that I could perceive any marks of an 
averfion , Sheehad too fwect a difpofition, and her 
inclinations were too good for co permit her to hate a 
man that was guiltie of no other crime but of loving 
her, fince (lie had much adoc to hate thofe who had 
merited her difpleafure by horrid and execrable mup- 
thers ; but fince (he believed that ftie could not fuffa 
the tcftifications of my affe&ion without injuring 

her 
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her venue, (he avoided all occafans of receiving 
thenvasmuch as was poffible for her, and although 
(healwalesfpake very pleafantly to me, yet it was 
alwaies before company, and indeed flic fo ordered 
the/natter, that I could never be in her company 
When (he was by her (elf; hex carriage towards me 
although it gave me no ctmpleatfatisfaaion yet it 
leftnienocaule to complain, and the knowledge I 
hadof her admirable . vertues, having in part extin- 
guiihed together with my hopes, a part of thofe de- 
fires which- her beauty had occafioned, I found my 
Mflioli.fiilSciMidyiatisficd, and recompenced with the 
efteem that (lie had of me. And truly I may kfely 
lay, that never man loved fo purely, as I loved Ma* 
riamafor the love of her fclf onely ; and in all the 
courfe of my paflion, I never once confidercd the per- 
fon i of Tiridate. I fpenta whole year after this fore 
and although my eyes were the onely EmbalTadours' 
ot my love yet (Le well perceived by all my adions, 
that the violence of it was no way diminijfhed and 
that it was the refpe& which I bore her, that occafio- 
ned my greateft fuffeiing. In fine, my perfeverance 
accompanied with a difcretion (which (he well per- 
ceivedeverydaybya thoufand marks) touched her 
with compaflion, I fay compalfion, for that love had 
never the power to make any impreffion on her fpirit ; 
and all that, (he did in my favour, proceeded onely 
ftom an inclination purely generous; her heart which 
was made neither of Marble nor.Brafle, fuflfered it 
felt to be foftned with Pitty, but yet never capable of 
any itnpreilion fwerving from the moft fevere rules of 
her duty. Shccouldnotlookonalanguifhing Prince 
many years, and a Prince not onely dying for her, but 
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dying in fuch a refpe&full apa* pbiigingfor^and^yirig 
without complaining of thfc caufe of his death; withr 
out giving way to thoferefentments which he natural- 
ly mould ha ve,but yet (he had rather let him dye, yea 
and die her felf too, than entertain the ieaft thought of 
giving him any comfort that might prejudice her ver- 
tue. I was fo fortunate in the conduct of rny paffiofti 
and fo cautelous in all my actions, that riotivithftan- 
ding the extraordinary jealpufie of Her ad, I gave feinj 
nottheleaftfliadow of difconteht, and this discreet 
carriage did produce no fmall effects; on the Queens 
fpirit j I happened to be one day with her, the King; 
Soloma^ and Pherortts, and feme other of the chief of 
the Court, in the Palace Garden, where walking for 
feme time, I endeavoured as much as poffibly I could 
to dif-intangle my felf from Soloma, who at that time 
had a fpirit too high for to declare to me openly 
her paflion, and therefore fought to make me under- 
ftand her inclinations by her behaviour, accompanied 
with many ambitious difcourfes. It happened tnat tht 
King ( having walked for feme time with the Queen 
alone,was enforced to retire himfelf.for the difpatcH 
of feme important bulinefle ) called me tb* him; and 
prefented to me the Queens fair hand , tiling thefd 
words, / leave p#,faid he, to Prime Tiridate,*#^f 
cannot put that which I love more than my felf y iptd 
fatter handi\ endeavour, fi\$kttomz,ifjoit can$ 
divert her from her deep melancholy. I iriad^hb fef-* 
ply to this ciirteous offer, but by an acliorj fill! : 6f &• 
knowledgement and refpeet, and considering the' Coir* 
ditioninwhichl was with , the Queen, I durft not 
hazzardmy felf fo much, although me offered ft Wfch 
a countenance and action 1 full of fweetnefsY I led 
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her for feme time without daring to fpcaktoher, or 
look on her, (he continued likewife a while as filenc. 
untill at length (he took that opportunity to difcover 
her thoughts unto me j Tiridate, faid me", if the King 
knew your pretentions, he would not ib readily put 
me into your hands, with fo great confidence , know 
therefore Teridate, that if the firft knowledge of your 
paflion occasioned my difpleafure, yet the continuance 
of it hath affected me with companion , I cannot 
without pitty confider your prefent condition, I cannot 
fee a Prince to whom the heavens have given fo many 
excellent qualities, fpend his time in fofad a conditio 
onj but in Fine, Tirtdate what are your pretentions f 
and if you have deemed me worthy of your efteem, 
what is it that you expect or hope for from me ? Doe 
you imagin that I will give my felf a libertie to facif- 
fieyour paflion mtheleaft action, I fay the leaft, for 
if I imagined that you had any hopes tending to my 
difhonour,I fhould look on you as a Monlier or a 
mortall enemy; Doe you conceive that the little fa- 
tisfaction which 1 have from Herod, or the remem- 
brance of the outrages which I have received from 
him, can make me call my affection on a fubject, not 
fo much deferving my aYerfion? Is it on fuch 
thoughts that you have founded your hopes ? if it be 
fo Tiridate, doe not abufe your felf any longer, but 
believe, that although the heavens have made me un- 
fortunate in fubmitting me to one fo cruell, yet I will 
not goe about to merit my misfortunes by my actions, 
nor link my felf with Herod by my crimes, although 
my bad fortunes have jwned me to him in Marriage ; 
1 mould be unworthy of thofc favours which the hea- 
vens have afforded me, which doe comfort mc amidft 
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my miferies,and I (hould be altogether unworthy of 
that efteem which you have for me. I befeech you for 
my fake to confider thefe things ferioufly, fince I doe 
reprefent them to you with Co much mildnefs, and 
with as muchaffecTion, as in reafbn I can (hew you ; 
ftrive therefore with your felf, by means of the great- 
nefs of your courage, and propofc to your (elf this 
ruinous paffion as an encmie which you ought to fear, 
and an enemy which may deftroy you, and me with 
you, in cale you get not the victory. The Queen ftaied 
at thefe words, which I heard with admiration and 
aftonifhment, and having during her difcourfc reco- 
vered fome of the affurance which I had loft, I made 
life of ic in returning her this anfwer. I am altogether 
unworthy, Madam, of that grace and favour which I 
have received from you. and fince that I have merited 
your difpleafurc, and have deierved to have perifhed 
in it, without any hopes of lb tender a companion, 
which at this time you have manifefted for me, nei- 
ther (hould I have ever attempted by any difcourfc of 
mine, to draw upon me more of your anger, if the 
noble goodnefs which accompanies your other ver- 
mes had not encouraged me to juftifie my thoughts 
unto you, I will therefore take upon me the boldnefs 
to tell you, that love which cannot be either hatefull 
or confiderable to the beloved, but by its effects, fince 
of it felf ipis both obliging and advantageous in eve* 
ry bodielundcrftanding, I fay if my paffion (hould 
(tirre up in me defires which might ecclipfe your ver- 
mis, you had then good caufc to deteft it as criminal! 
arid hey nous -, but-fo long as it infpires no other 
thoughts into me, than thofe of adoring thofe rare 
qualities which the gods have fo prodigally beftowed 
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oriyou,orof intereftingmylelf ib farre in your mif- 
fortunes, that I (hould be ready to fpewl my dearcft 
blood for your interelts, I doe not conceive that you 
can in juftice condemn it ; is ic a crime for Tiridate to 
adore the divine beautie and perfection of Mariamne. 
And is it a crime for 'Tiridate to defire an occafion to 
putchafe with his Wood, the repofe and quiet of Ma~ 
rUmne ? if I have any other thoughts, Madam, or any 
other defires, punifh them, I pray you, with 'all the 
rigour that your firft anger could mfpire into you, and 
let the Gods unite their forces with yours, for to make 
me the moft unfortunate of all men living, but if a- 
midft thole confiderations which I have of you, there 
appears nothing but that innocence in its puritie, 
which you your felf defire and commend, I humbly 
befcech you, Madam, to permit me to preferve it whillt 
I breathe; itsfucha neceflity, that nothing can dif- 
pence with, and its a favour which 1 beg of you, by 
the remembrance of all thatsdear to you, and if wee 
were in a place freed from fo great a number of v\ ic- 
nefles, where I might with freedome caft my felf ac 
your feet, I profeffc I mould not (Hire from them, un- 
till I obtained my requeft. Thefe words, together with 
the vehemencie and paffion wherewith they were ac- 
companied, did fome what touch the generous and 
fweet fpirit of the Queen, and caft her into fuch 
thoughts as hindred for fome time any reply, never- 
thelefs after a while (lie was difpofed to return an an- 
fwer, when as we came to the end of the ally, being 
turned back for to continue on our walk, we law So- 
lomawd divers others fb neer us, that the Queen 
thought (he (hould not have had an opponunitie to 
decJarc her thoughts unto me, but feeing the company 
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to make a ftand, to luffer us to pafs by >Gie fpake thefe 
words, before (he mrred from the place ; J.iridatejl 
your thoughts are no other, than fuch as you profcff 
they are, I have no great caufe to be offended with 
you, but although they were yet more pure and inno- 
cent, I fhould wifh from my foul, and carneftly en. 
treat you to fupprefs and overcome them if it may be 
pofTtble, fince they will undoubtedly prove deftru&ivc 
both to your own and my tranquillity : fhec laid no 
more ( whether it was becaufe (he would debarrc me 
from having any further conference on a fubje# ho 
way pleating to 'her, or becaufc (he feared, and not 
without caufe, that the malicious fpirit of Soloma 
might take advantage from our long and ierious con* 
verfe, to do us a milchief ) but joyned her felf with 
the other conipanie, fiom which, at that time, (bee 
would no more feparate her felf ; From that time for* 
ward I found my condition much changed, and I 
thought my affairs were reduced to a more advan- 
tageous poflure than formerly, for although the 
Queen feemed to difapprove my paflion, and looked 
on the continuance of it with difplealure, yet not- 
withfianciing (lie received my prote(iati«ns with (iich 
a generous goodnefs, that (he could neither banifh nor 
bate a Prince, who loved her with fo pure and dik 
ingaged affection, that (he had no caufe to condcrnri 
it in him, and for that I never hoped to mend my for- 
tune,! thought I hadcaufe fumcicnt to remain fatisfiedj 
Ibeganatthefame time to recover my loft (pints, 
and to look with a more chearfull countenance, 
and furc I am, that all the difcontent which any 
body perceived to lye on mee, proceeded father 
from the difpkafurcs of die Queen, than Any other 
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Ai&itk&&ioii' i for the condition cf this great Prin- 
cefle was very lamentable, and although the 
Kingpaffionately loved her,yetthe repugnance which 
(he had, againft thofc figniheations of his love, made 
her to receive them, as fb many effefts of the ch oi- 
ler of the heavens 3 and although her vertuous in- 
clinations, made her to keep her felf within the mofl 
flri& rules of her duty, yet her courage could not 
apply it felf; to make much of the delkoyer of her 
family, and a perfon that was frdhly died with the 
blood of her neareft alliance; her reproaches fome- 
times would fo nearly touch the King, that we wew 
oftentimes in danger of feeing mod lad cf&dts ; but 
afterwards his love would fb iweeten him, that his 
furious tranfports would vanifh and make him be- 
come more gemle and loving than ufually, fo that 
he would endeavour to obtain that with intreatics 
and tears, which his chollcr and menaces could not 
ptocure: We were one day in die Kings Chamber, 
whither he defircd the Queen to come, whereafter 
fome difcourfe by the window, which I heard not, f c 
oftereJ tokiue her, but the Queen (cither becauie ifhe 
conceived thole embraces were not fuitablc to her 
modefty, before fo §-eac a company, or becaufc (he 
was moved by her lawful! difdain and avcrfion) 
retired two or three fteps and turned her felf from 
him moft difaainfuJJy; the King was fa trouble] at 
thisacVion and carriage, and cfpecially for that it 
happened before fo great a company, chac notw'th- 
ftanding the great command he had of himfelf, he 
could not diffemble the refenrment he had of i»- 
and therefore looking earnetily on the Qneen, with 
an enraged countenance, thou art faid he a 1 together 
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unworthy of thofe favours which I offer thec ; and 
thoudoeft every day receive of me, get thee gone, 
faidhe,outofmy Chamber, and if thou doeft not 
remember the deftiny of thy Anceffors, know that 
I will make thee to confider him as your King,whom 
you difdain to own as your husband s the Queen 
made no other reply to thofe cruell words, but by 
a look full of fcorn and contempt, which, provoked 
him fo much the more, and fo faluting all the com- 
pany, without changing her countenance, went forth 
of the Kings Chamber, for to retire her felf to her 
own, the Kings anger which oftentimes produced 
mod bloody effe&s, made all the company to trem- 
ble although it wrought not the fame effcclon me, for 
I had fcarce the difcrerion to contain my felf, and it 
was for the Queens fake, and not my own, that I 
ftrugled to overcome my paflion .■ however I could 
not fee her withdraw, without running after her for 
to lead her, but as her thoughts were lefle troubled 
than mine, Co had (he a greater proportion of difcre- 
tion,and therefore, conhdering how much that offer 
of fervice might difpleafe the King, and how by that 
means, I might precipitate my fclf into great dangers, 
(he refufed my offer, and having no opportunity to 
explain better her thoughts , fhee commanded me 
with a winck of her eye co de(ift. I then returned 
haftily, but with fbme regret to the King, who to 
fpeak truly liked not my carriage at that time, al- 
though he pafled it over with lefle bruit, than he 
would have done had any other of his fubje&s of- 
fered him the like diiplcafare ; he continued his ray- 
ling difcourfcagainft the Queen for fbme time, and 
(ince I perceived that I could not intruft him with-. 
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out difcovering my inclinations to no puipole, I did 
not undertake her defence. A few days after he was 
becalmed and appealed, fo great a power had the 
love he bore to the Queen on his fpirit : yet he fud- 
damlyrelapicd into the fame difternper,and all their 
life was fpent in that continuall diforder, which maV 
be expected from the incompatibility of vice and 
vertue : by this time Seloma had given me To many 
alTurances of her affeclion, that I could no longer 
feem to be ignorant of her pretentions, and although 
then (he had fo much command of her paflion, that 
fhe could forbear to declare it openly in words, yet 
fhehadexpreffed lb much both by her fpcech and 
behaviour, that 1 could no longer feem to doubt 
thereof; I endeavoured to diiTembie this difcoveiy, 
by all waics poffiblc, although I was throughly con- 
vinced of the reality of it •, Soloma conceived right- 
ly, that both by her own carriage and mine, 1 was 
well acquainted with her paifion, and the contempt 
which 1 had of it oftentimes occafioned a diiclain, 
which in any body but her, would have extinguifhed 
it Ic was my fortune to meet her one day at the 
houfc of Phcrorus, to whom I then gave a vifit, i:i 
regard of his indifpofition, after that we had fiaicd 
fome time by his Bed, SolontA, who was dclirous to 
entertain me in private, obliged me to walk with 
her into a Gallery, near to which fhe pretended to 
(hew me fome pictures .- being not able handfomcly 
to refufe this offer, I conducted her by the hand into 
the Gallery, where after we had fpent fomctimc in 
difcoutfeofthe pictures, in which were lcprefented 
many memorable accidents of the Jewifh hiftory, 
whereto fay truly, fhe fhewed me moft admirable 
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things, which cannot be believed by thofe that dif- 
fer in Religion from them ; amongft others fhec 
(hewed me thofe Captains who amidlt a battell, by 
their prayers, made the Sun to flop in its courfe, and 
others that dammed up the torrent of the red Sea, 
that fo their party might pafTe through ; but (he in- 
fifled chiefly on DAvid, the principall of their Kings, 
as alfo his Son Solomon who paffcth for a Wonder 
of wifdome and policy ; (he explained to me at large 
the life of the latter, and from thence pitched on a 
certain piece, where was reprefented a very fair 
Queen, who falling in love with Solomon y upon the 
report of his vertues, had left her Kingdom and Coun- 
try, and traverfed a great part of the world to vifit 
him ; Soloma took from hence an occafion to fet 
upon me, and therefore abridging the ftory (he told 
me.- this Prince, faidflic, wa» the wifeft that ever 
lived, and yet he did not contemn the affection of a 
Princefle that loved him, but for a recompence he 
gave her his heart, which was all that (he could 
defire from him, after thefe words, (he looked car* 
neftly upon me, although with fome confufion, and 
fo by her actions obliged me to make fome reply : 
Icwas both juft and reaibnable, that this wife King 
which you have defcribed, (hould make an acknow- 
ledgment to that fair Queen, who had abandoned 
her territories, and had cxpofed her felf to thofe trou- 
bles and hazards, that doc attend fo troublefome a 
voyage, only for to vifit him, for certainly the pains 
which (he underwent were considerable, and King 
Solomon had failed in that jufticc for which youio 
largely commend him, if he had not made fome 
thankfull acknowledgement, for fo great ah obli- 
gation : 
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gation: you have now faid enough, replied S*loma 
fortocondemnvourfel^forifyou were of that opi-I 
nionyou would well confidet how you Hand obli- 
ged to thofe Princedes, who have not fotfaken Kin»I 
doms, and traverfed many Provinces to have the 
honour to fee you, but have loft their liberties, which 
are more precious than Empires, and have overcome 
greater difficulties than thofe of long and hazardous 
journieJ. This difcourfe, the end of which I alwaies 
feared, put me into fuch a fearfull condition, which 
I could by no means diflemble, but feeing my felf 
obliged to return an anfwer : I replied, that I was too 
unfortunate, for to beleive, that my referable con- 
dition could make me other than an obje& of pk- 
ty and companion, and that the affcaions of Prin- 
ceflcs ought to be place*! on pcrfons more ddcrvino 
I am far from imagining, that fo miferable and ba- 
mined a creature (who is perfected by his friend* 
and hath no other flicker and refuge, but in the' 
goodnefle of the King yoUr Brother) can triumph 
over thofe pretious liberties, which without doubt 
arerefervedfor pcrfons more fortunate, and thofe 
who have merited them, not onely by the lofle of 
their own, but a long feries of fervices:Thofe,replyed 
Soloma who come by them lb cafily, arc much more 
obliged, than thofe who have acquired them with 
much pains taking, that is either by loflc of their 
blood or whole years fervice, and therefore without 
cxtream ingratitude, that which h dearly purcha- 
sed cannot be preferred, before that which is oiven 
freely: And I (hall not blufli to tell you that you 
arc of this number ; Tindatr 9 you labour to a void ob- 
Jigations, when they arc caft on yon, for without 

doubt

doubt you are better cfteemed of in the Court of 
J/™?d,thanyoudefireto be, and the misfortunes of 
your life are not i'o much considered there, as the 
quallities wherewith you are endued, and you know 
it very well, although by a feigned and pretended 
ignorance you would fcem to difguife it, and you ate 
too apprehenfive and clear lighted, for to be igno- 
rant of that, which too many words and actions have 
too dearly declared to you, but you have (hut up 
both your eys and ears againft them with difdain, and 
any other fpirit, but that over which you have ac- 
quired fo great an Empire, would have rebounded at 
your contempts, and (lightings, but notwithftan- 
ding all your harfli carriage, (he hath perfevcred fomc 
years, without fufTering her affe&ion to congeale, 
and (Tie will perfevere in the fame, ail her life time, 
if you (hall but give her hopes, that her perfeverance, 
will not be whoiJy unprofitable: Soloma asfhefpake 
thefe words, held her eys fixed on the ground, on 
whom I ocrccived many marks oflhame and con- 
fafion, which (he could by no means diifemble, and 
indeed had (he not been troubled with her ielf. I 
(hould have been in the like condition for her, and I 
was more troubled in hiding her (hame, than in 
fludying for an anfwer to return her, -Madam, fcid I, 
after a little paufe, untill this prefent time, my 
thoughts have been fo taken up with the confuta- 
tion of my misfortunes, that I have fcarce had the 
liberty to think on any thing befidcs, and have found 
fo little ground and reafon, for thofe things which 
you done me the honour to relate, that I could never 
imagine them, and for that caufe, my carelelhefle 
ought rather to be accounted a fault, which I have 
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wmr^ttd than a <nfdain which was never natural! 
ton*; The Gods certainly have not endewed Z 
widifonunyadvanttgiousquaJit.es, for to raiferne 
tofohighapitchofhappine(fe,and if i t were rcallv 
true, the difguflsof my life arefuch^and my mi f ere * 
fogieat, that I (hould take no pleafure at all hi 
thegreateftfortune that may befall me, by this time 
Mom, was fa Usn ed that her paffion was fufficientlu 
knowntpme and therefore thought my words t£ 
gether with the aftion wherewith they were uttered 
to difobeying, that .f« had been poflibls for her (he 
would have ceafed from that time, ,o caft her affe- 
ction on me, neither was flie defirous to continue 
on adifcourfe which in the beginning, (he received 
fo httle fatisfaaion; and thSefbrer g oin° haftS 
out of the Gallery (he faid, very welf T ffl 
Hiall not entertain you any longer, on a fubjeft fo un.. 
Pkafing and loathfomc to you, and fwee you mufl be 
importuned to requitecourtefies, I fliall ccaCc from fo 

intotheChamberofPW^, Iwashindred from 
returning any further anfwer, 2nd indeed (he was fo 
enraged agauiftmc, that durmg the time we were 
there together (hee never offered to fpeak unto 
nie,otfomuchaSfaftaneye towards me. From 
that day forward I-began to be ienfible of the fury 
ohhatlpirit, which Ieverthought to be hifficientlv 
v.cious,I too kthe firft opportunity to difcover th c 

™X te u M i he Qi?een > lcart that «»»1W™» 
creature mould endeavour to doe me feme ill office 

with her, upon this difcovery the Queen began to 
entertain worfe thoughts of 5^rf» n E efo ^ 
Which I pcrcaved by her difcourfe concerning her 
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Tiridate, faid (he, fmilingly, arc yoti fo cWcll to> 
thofe that love you ; but afterwards difcourfing mortf 
fcrioufly,fhe told me that ifl would be pleated but 
to open my eys to reafon, which palfion had (hue 
up, I mignt perceive that God had punched my 
unlawfull paffion, with fuch a one as 1 wholly dif- 
liked, and fince Solonta faid (he, can entertain no 
paffion for you, but that which is condemned by your 
ielfand every body, in regard of her married condi- 
tion, how can I then, who have a King for my Hus- 
band, fuf&r the like in your felf, without falling into 
the fame fault. Ah/ Madam, faid 1, I conceive my 
cafe differs much from that of Sa/oma y for if you 
fliouldfuffer your goodnefle, to befiow any parti- 
cular favour on me, you will be much mor excu- 
fablethan So/oma, fince the perfon that bears the 
name of your husband, doth merit rather than the 
cfteem of a cruell enemy : I have told you oftentimes, 
faid the Queen, that you may not ground any hopes 
upon that confederation, and although, I Mood no 
way obliged to Herod, yet I (hould never forgee 
thit which I owe to my felf ; And thefe were the an- 
fwers , which I uiually received from her , and it 
was in fuch courteous forbearances, that I took 
my greateft pleafiire and content ; I efteemed my 
condition the more fortunate, for that; 1 had no 
hopes of making a further progrefle in the af- 
fections of fo vertuous a Princefle: the occafion 
I had to make ufe of the affiftance of Sohemus had 
induced me to di/Cover my thoughts unto him, be-» 
fides, I did with prefents arid favours, gain the affe- 
ctions of ^hilo the Queens principal! Eunuch, asal- 
fo fleopha her chiefeft maid of Honour, who were; 

both 
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both very ready to fare my interefts upon all occafi- 
ous, however the Queen was ignorant of thefc pro- 
ceedings with her fcrvants, and indeed bad (he known 
it, (he would not have approved thereof ; Shee l\[\\ 
fliunned opportunities to fee me alone, and if by 
chance (he could notavoyd my companie, (bee kept 
me in fuch awe and fear, that I hardly dared to open 
my Jips before her, yet the companion which (he had 
for fay fuftering encouraged me fomecimes to prefume 
to fpeak to her, but although I found fweet confola- 
tions in this libertie, which (he gave me, yet if I did 
but extend it fo farre as to kiis her fair hand, (hee 
would be fo much difpieafed, that I was conftrained 
(pecdily to repent, for what J had defired to doe. 
During this time, although by my circumfpedion and 
c J rc i I did deceive almoft every body in the Court , in 
the opinion they had of me, yet Soloma, who was 
more intereffed than the reft, was more clear-fighted, 
and imagining that my contempt of her anions 
proceeded from fome preoccupation, (he held fo vigi- 
lant an eye on my actions, thai at lafl (he began to 
difcover apart of the truth ; yet (he could not be 
welliatisfiedwithmy pretentions, becaule fuddenly 
after I was enforced to abfent my felf from the 
Court, upon an occafion which I (hall presently 
relate. 
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He mod cruell fhraattu being not' 
able to oblige Herod to betray me 
into his power, although hee had 
oftentimes endeavoured k, and 
being befides a mortall enemy to 
him, he Tent an army confiding of 
30000. Parthes into the Frontiers 
bf Jttdca, tinder the conduct of Barfaphanus t one of 
his Generals, whoa* foon as he came into the Coun- 
try, committed all manner of hoftile Acls, by putting 
all to the fword without regarding cither age or fcxj 
This defign was not fo fecretly carried on, but Htrod, 
who Was in bufineffes of that kind, both prudent and 
vigilant, having his Spies and Intelligencers in all 
places, had fo Hidden notice of it, that before the 
Parthes had marched farre into the Country, hec had 
rallied his forces, and had a very formidable Army in 
the field to encounter with them; he had a defire 
to command in perfon, had not the diftruft which 
ufually attends on Juch guilty perfons, caufed him to 
fear that his abfence might encourage other malecon 
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tents to kindle another flame in the heart of hisCoun- 
try. Upon this ground he refolved to difpatch one of 
his Lieutenants. I was too much interefled in this 
warre for to fit mil without defiring a ^command, foe 
notwithstanding the grief I had to a'bfent my felf 
from Martanme y yet the defire of glory and revenge 
made me to caft my felf at the Kings feet, and defire 
the command of his Army, and he Was fb well fatif- 
fied with the fervicc I had formerly done him, that 
he thought he could not better difpofe of his Army, 
than to order me to have the cammand of it. In Fine. 
he freely beftowed the office of Cenerall on me, and 
fo foon as I had fet my affairs in good equipage, I difc 
poled my (elf to quit that place, where I left the 
greateft part of my felf behind , the Queen ( who 
could by no means hate mc- notwithftanding the im- 
portunities which my paflion occafioned her) was 
well fatisfied with the newes that the King had ho- 
noured me with this employment, which (be expicf. 
fzd unto me. by telling mc that flie doubted not, but 
that I would difcharge it with honour. But the night 
before my departure, I defired a private difcourfe with 
her, although all the Arguments I ufed to that pur- 
pofe were not of force fufficient to perfwade her to 
grantmemyrequeft:For after fhee had denied me 
with angry words, which did iufficiently manifeft her 
difpleafure, (lie faid in a more mild tone, no Tiridate, 
fuch a converfation is noway ncceffary, I know al- 
ready all that you would teli me, and you your felf 
are not ignorant of the Anfwer that 1 fhall return 
you •, therefore, labour to (bake off this unjuft pamon, 
ifit be poffible, and be of opinion, that if the affecti- 
on which you beare mc could be rccompenccd with a 
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high eftecme of you, and a hearty wilhing your wel- 
fare and content, you fhould fuddainly be fatisfied: 
Although thefc words might bear no large fignifica* 
tion, yet the Queen thought (he had expreUed her 
felf too far, as I perceived by the blulhing in her fair 
face, and truly I found (6 much fweetnefle in them, 
and conftrued them fbadvantagtoufly, that I remai- 
ned very well fatisfied with my condition : I endea- 
voured as much as I could with civility to perfwadc 
her, to permit rne to have the honour to wright un- 
to her, but after a ftrong rcfufall, (he defired me to 
defift from importuning her any more* I obeyed her 
command without murmuring, and being contai- 
ned to take my leave of her in the Kings prefence, 
I did the fame duty to Soloma, who at that time was 
there prefent, by which means I avoided that im- 
portunate difcourfc which I (hould have heard, in 
cafe I had taken a more folemn and private fare* 
well from her : but when as 1 bended my felf after 
the Jewifh fafliion, when they bid adieu, (he told nie 
in my care that my countenance was very lovely but 
yet very dangerous : I had neither time nor oppor* 
tunitie to reply, but if I had, I was in (iich aconfu- 
fion, that I mould fcarce have found words to an- 
fwer her, and that flic well perceived by mv coun? 

tenance, which confirmed her in the fulpition (he had 
of me: Being gone from Jerufalem, I haftened to 
the Army, who had for (bme time expected my 
comming, and (6 marched dircclly to encounter 
with the enemy, who by that time, had facked and 
burned many villages, and fbme towns, that were not 
able to make refinance. I (hall not tire you with a re- 
lation of all the particular accidents & paffages of d* 
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war, bdtfliall briefly tell you, that being adva^ed 
near tkmmucs quarters, I fine in .medially T 
then* battel, and to acquaint them that l^dl 
had brought them his own head, and therefore f 
they got the victory, they ihould fuddainly Sp the 
fruit of their invafion, and carry home with fhem 
that Which would fully fatisfy the Kto rfS r M? 
fljr ijtfmm "their Wall receive^ Sh JJ" 
lingnefle this meflage , and had fo far dpSfi £ 
cruel! interefts of his King, that he joyfully ipo! 
fed his affairs to g^ve battell ; the day 4^ft 
Armies came within fight of each other fo hat as 
foon as both fides had employed their beft skill and 

ttZT't^ ™W*eir battailio^chej 
aflaulted each other with much eagerncfle and fun, • 
the^rr^were without doubt more valiant and 
tor difophned than the Jews, yet it S the 
Gods feto favour the juftnefTe of my caufe that 
afterabioodyepnfli^wegained a compleat'viao- 
ry : the battel being ended, one of the Souldiers 
prefented me with the head of Barfapharmus M 
fight although it did affea me with horror and com 

the King ofthe Parthes, in the room of thaJwhich he 
fo much defired, that fo I might give him to under- 
Hand by that prefent, how I was able to defend 
«V felf againft ail his cruell and inhumane at 

S^iVr 1 ^ fr ^ the p rifoncrs which «™ 

wren that fo by my civilities to them, I might ob- 
lige them, and fend them home with a deteftation of 
their K!ngs cruelty, and then as foon as I had repai- 
red thofe damages which the Pmrtbcs had occasio- 
ned upon the frontiers, and put thofe places in a 
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better condition to defend themfelves for the fu- 
ture; I returned a triumphing conqueror to Jeru- 
falem, where I was received with acclamations of 
all the people. MerodhiinCS expreffed a great deal 
ofthankfullafk&iontome.andmy fair Queen did 
fodemeanherfelfat that time, that I well percei- 
ved that the importunities which (he had received 
frommypafljon,didriot hinder her from interefting 
her felfin my good fortune: Good Gods, what fa- 
tisfa&ion was it to me, to hear from her mouth, 
that fhe feared the dangei into which I had precipi- 
tated my life ? what could I have done or imagined, 
whereby I might have made an acknowledgement, 
for fo gre at an effe£t of her goodneffe ? by this means 
I faw my (cif in a more glorious and happy condi- 
tion than I could have expe&ed ; for although my 
divine Princeffc could not frame her fpirit to favour 
an unjuft paffion, yet (he failed not to give me af« 
furances of a high efleem, and innocent affection. 
They whofo fortune have been fo great, after a long 
tract offervice, as to gain the full poffeflion of what 
they defired, could not be fo well fatisfied, as I my lelf 
was with my condition : for I could not imagine fo 
much glory and happineffe in the poffeflion of the 
oceateft beauties of the univerfe> as in having the ho- 
nour tokiffe the Garment of (Jtfariamne. 1 fay her 
Garment, for I never had the happineffe to kifle htf 
hand, but bvfurprifc, and when my pa flion promp- 
ted me to take that libertie. (hegavefuch a check to 
my preemption, that it colt me much fuffering for a 
lona t'.'ne after.the various effects of my paflion pro- 
duced the like in her fpiric; for fbmetimes (he laughed 
at the extravagancies, which the violence of mj 

maladic 
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maladic enforced me to commit, and at other times' 
(he was as much troubled for the cruelty of my f u f" 
fering: but (he was mofl angry, when I fpake thofl 
things, which (he faid favoured of prophaneffe an? 
impiety; for the ftrianefle of her Religion was fuc 
that (he acknowledged but one Divinity, and there- 
fore could not endure to hear me give' her any di- 
vine title, and therefore fo foon as I touched on that 
firing, (he immediatly by her ablblute authorise 
enjoynedmefilence. I gave as reverent an attention 
to what (he faid, as to an oracle, and indeed, (hec 
fpake nothing but that which caufed admiration, 
indthegreateft attention ; Tiridate faid (he to me 
one day , how much were you to be commended, 
what an obligation would you put on me, if for my 
fake and your own, you could overcome that paf- 
fion, which mall probability will prove fatall and 
dettru&ivetousboth. Indeed I have borne with the 
beginnings ofit with fo much indulgence, as cannot 
beercufed,and therefore I my felf am guilty of your 
gnefs^andthefaulcs which you make me to com- 
mit: Employ that iameftrength and courage, which 
you have made uie of in conquering the enemies of 
ftdca, for to vanquilh this domeftick enemy :you 
havevertue enough without doubc to overcome it 
if you would but be pleafed to make ufeit; for if 
againft its rcfiftance, you will but oppofe the ftren°th 
ofyourreafon, you will gain fuch a happy vi&ory 
as will give a great deal of fatisfaaion to us both: 
for it hitherto, you have hid your prctenfions from 
y er °f> yet you cannot expeft the fame fucceffe 
for the time to come ! Solom<t y who for her own 
intereft Will pry into your a&ions, may fhottjy 
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difcover enough to ruin you; and if that cruell wretch 
will not fpate his friends and kindred, nkhough in- 
nocent, what can you better expedt from him, who 
areameeriTranger,andwill eafily be thought guil- 
ty? The fair Queen uttered thefe words, with fo great 
an earneftnefs, and comly grace, as is poflible to 
be imagined; although alas (lie perceived little 
difpolittonin me, to grant her that which (he de- 
fired ; for what endeavours could fhe expedt from 
that fphit, which had no Power or command of it 
felf, and which at the hearing of thofe intreaties, 
received fuch a redoubling of its grief, that it could 
by no means give obedience to fo rigorous an yiel- 
ding as was defired ? I let her undecftand at the fame 
time, my incapability to obey her, with many fub- 
milTive and paffionate cxpreflions, wherewith my 
love furnifhed me. I acquainted her that it was im- 
poffibleformctoobeyher^ and forgot nothing that 
might provoke her n a cur all goodnefTe,I fay her good- 
neffe,for it was upon that onely bafis that my whote 
fortune did then depend : but 1 had failed too long in 
a calm, and I had too long been exempt from thofe 
misfortunes, which were by the beft skill of Matbe* 
maticians prophecied to befall me j hitherto I had 
deluded the King by my fubtill carnage, notwith* 
(landing his naturall jealoufic and miflruft \ but So- 
lomci who looked on my actions, with a more inte* 
reffed eye than others, began to fufpedfc, and in the 
end di(covered the whole truth, by many marks, fo 
that notwithstanding the redoubling of the Guard 
on my actions, my endeavours were incffedtuall, and 
thole artifices which I ufed to delude her, wrought 
a contrary effect on her, and confirmed her in that 

unhappy 
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Unhappy belief which (he had of me. As Toon as fhe 
was fatisfled of the truth of her difcoverie, it occafio- 
ned fuch a hatred, that its difficult for to determine 
whether her love or hatred was the moft violent ; fhe 
hated the Queen mortally, as well out of envie a- 
eainfl thofe admirable qualities and perfections, which 
drewfrom others cfteem and veneration, as alio for 
fomediirefpedt which continually fhe received from 
that Princcfle, who indeed could never ply her fpirit 
too careis, and make much of thofe,who no way me^ 
rked her etteem , and befidesfhe obferved with much 
indignation, the power that the Queen had over the 
Kings fpint; her jealoufie in fine, being added to thelc 
considerations produced fuch fudden viiolenc and dire- 
full effects, l\nhat fhe cruld no longei look on her as 
her riVall, but refolving to take all advantages to dc- 
ftroy her, and with her, him that a few daies before 
(he fo dearly loved. This change may fecm very 
ftrange to you, but yet its true, that aflbon as (he per- 
ceived that I had an af&ition for ^Mertamne, rhat 
fame love which had fo much before importuned mc 
converted it felf into fuch a hatred, that ic made her 
capable of the moft violent and cruell refolutions. She 
forth with reiblved 1:0 involve me in the fame 'mifchicf 
that (he intended for that moft innocent PrincefTc; 
Shce knew well that the Kings humour was much of 
her own frame and temper, and therefore fhe doubted 
not but that the lead imprenlons that flic could make 
on him againft us, would be enough to mine us both. 
It was by this means which (he conceived would bee 
the moft certain and leaft dangerous, that (lie rcfolvcd 
todeftroyus,and therefore ilie began to praftiic it 
with all the artifices that her rage and malice could

poffiblyfurniCh her with; Shebegan in the fitft place 
tointinuate into him, that I made a very Jong ftay in 
fade a, although I was offered a morefure and fafp 
protection elfe- where, and that the Emperour Attgu- 
(Ins, being an enemie to the King of the Parthes, had 
invited me to Rome, where he offered me a peaceabk 
retreat, and ail forts of fuccours and aflittance againfl 
1'hraatm ; She told him that I had little caufe to re± 
fufe or delay to accept of fuch courteous and advanta- 
gious offers, unlefs I had feme extraordinary motives 
for my continuance in Jvdea. To be fhoi c, (he, cauled 
him to prie more narrowly into my actions, without 
difcovering her defign, and defired Him to observe well 
my countenance and behaviour when I came into the 
Queens prefence ; fhe made him to observe my fighes 
and paflionate looks, and many other 'actions, which 
a violent love can by no means diflcmble from the 
eyes of perions interefled, and fiich as would carc^ 
fully obferve my behaviour; thefc things in a 
very fhort trad of time made fiich an imptefli. 
on on the fpirit of Herod, and as hee was al- 
together impatient in matters of this kind, fo 
1 had fuddenly felt the effects of his jealousies, had 
not fome other confideration, to wit, the fupport 
of the Emperour nAttgnflus , who had written 
divers Letters to him in my behalf, befides his 
hatred of tphraattts, and the fervice I had done for 
his Country hindered him ; he being Politick in his 



carriage did for fome time diflemble his defign, al- 
though he difcoveredto Soloma in part his fufpitions, 
andthemalitiouswatureasfbon as Shee perceived 
that (he had wrought the King to be or her belief, 
foe failed not to ftrikc home, according as fhe had pit- 
meditated 
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meditated the bufinels: My Lord, laid ftieeone u ^y 
J am conftrained toacquaint you with that which the 
care of the quiet of your family hath made me hi- 
therto to keep fecret, and the confideration of your 
own fatisfa&ion, being mote dear unto me than all 
other ;I flial waive ail others that have enforced me hi- 
therto diflemble my thoughts; you need not to enquire 
further into the caufes of the difdain of Marine 
heraverfion proceeds not from the refentments for 
thedeftru&ion of her family, for were (he not prc- 
poffefled with another paffion, thofe many demon- 
ftrationsofyour tender affe&ion to her, would W 
fincehave taken her .off from thofe thoughts, and 
have fweetned her difpofition ; that rock of infallibili- 
ty of your loving favours hath not the fame hardnefs 
for others, and that Part him who hath here fhelcred 
himfelf tinder the protection of your goodnefs & boun- 
ty 4oth love her with better fuccefs than your ielf ; I 
have difcovered their inclinations by many marks, 
and notwithftanding the care they have taken to di£ 
gaife them their paffion of late hath fo wholly blinded 
them, that they have no longer the power to diflem- 
ble and I fear that the whole Court doefo farre tike 
notice of ic : that they are much Vandalized at it : It 
is not without much d:fficultie that I' make you this 
relation, I fhould have been willing to have loft my 
own life fo I had not this occafion to tell you what 
I havefaid without betraying you 5 But in Fine 
my Lord the Zeal I have for your intcrefts tocher 
with the hatred I have ,for the ingratitude of the 
Queen, hath carried me beyond and above all thofe 
reaions, which might- have obliged me to be filenc 
Whilefhhat^/^fpake in this fort, the King ut- 
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tcred many a figh, but fwallowed down very eagerly 
thepoifon that (he had prepared for him* infomucb, 
that it was a wonder that he had not by this firft in * 
formation refolved to acl: fomething in order to out 
mine* but as he was oftentimes Maftcr ofhisPaffionsj 
fo upon this occafion he refoived to be better fatisficd 
with the truth^befbre he attempted any thing, the con- 
fequence of which might give him much trouble and 
difpleafiue : for this veafon, oveicomming his paflion 
as much as was pebble, he faid to Sobma^ Sifter; t 
I am obliged to you for this relation that you have 
given me and I doubt not but it proceeds from the 
affection which you bear me, and indeed, I fufpedted 
the fame with you, although I had not fo much 
ground, as to perfwade me to a belief of it, and be- 
fides the experience I have had of the vertues ofthi 
Queen hath wrought in me a difficulty to believe that 
rheaverfion which (he hath for me. mould make her 
to exceed the bounds of her duty j I begin neverthe- 
lefs to conform my fclf to your opinion, and I think 
with you. that its ftrangc that the Queens refenrmenti 
are not effaced and forgotten, and the hardnete of 
her heart fofthed by tho/e thou /and ardent and clear 
teflimoniesofmylove,if fhewere not piepoffeffed i 
I love her too much, faid he (lghing, I Jove that un- 
gratefuJl perfon too much, and although me doth un- 
worthily abufe my love, yet I cannot ceafe from lo- 
ving her. He held his peace at thefe words, and then 
walking un and down the Chamber, with an action 
thatmanifelkdlufficientlyhisirarifport and resoluti- 
on ;&?/<w*a did well perceive that flie had not failed 
in her defign, hWTirtdate r fai'dhe 1 , after hi*- (ilencey 
doft thou thus requite the prprc&ion I have given 
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thee ? and art thou not afraid.toixnd that in my law* 
full rcfentments which thou haft hitherto, avoided by 
iny affiftance ? If I had merited thy outrages, couldcft 
thou not have made life of another means to doe me 
a milchief, and doeft thou believe that a cruell bro- 
ther is more redoubtable than a jealous husband, or 
a transported lover ? Hee accompanied thefe words 
with new fighes, and having walked a while longer 
without {peaking j Sifter, laid he, (turning back to 
Stl&ma ) before we attempt any thing upon this ad- 
vice that you havegivenme, its neceffuy'dfat we be 
a little better informed of thebirfinefs, for the Qua- 
litic of Ttridate joyned with the care that the Empe r 
rour takes for him, maketh me to bee very cautious, 
but endeavour to inftrudt your felf better concerning 
the truth of this bufinefs, and I will fo manage the 
affair on my part that it fliall be very hard for them 
to abufe me much longer. I understood that the King 
and Soioma had this di'courfe, hem Schtrnus, who 
haditfrom an Officer <}f the Guard who waited <at 
the fame time in the Antichamber; from ihat day for- 
ward thole two malicious fpirits ob ? cwed narrowly 
my actions, and Imuft Confefs that (notwithftanding 
mygreateftcircumfpedion) I committed thofe ani- 
ons that were enough to difcover me to perfbns Co 
muchintcretTed; my looks, fighes, and changing of 
my countenance did ordinarily betray me, and indeed, 
as I was ignorant of the Kings fufpitions , fo I gover- 
ned my fejf with Jefs Care than I would have done, 
had! had the leaft intimation of it; the Queen like- 
wife was narrowly watched, and as this Queen (if I 
may fay it with mode/tie ) looking on mc as a perfon 
deferring her particular eftcem, and pofTibly fliee 
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thought her felf obliged thereunto, by the perfeyering 
of the refpe&full pamon that I had for her ; So that 
(hee alwaies behaved her felf in my companie in fuch 
fort, that might confirm the King in thofe jealousies 
that $olom* had infufed into him > fo jealous was this 
Prince, that hee conftrued the civill carriage of the 
Queen towards me, to proceed from no other fource, 
than her love towards me; I obferved very often a 
change of his countenance and difpofition, and al- 
though upon all other occaiions hee approved him- 
felf fubtile and diflemMing! yet his enraged jealouiie 
fo wrought upon him that he loft part of that com- 
mand which he ufed to have of his paflions, he could 
fo little contain himlelf, but that I did eafily perceive 
much coldnefs in hts difcourle with me, and much 
(lighting in his carriage towards me ; the Q^ueen be- 
gan now to apprehend that, which fhe al waits feared, 
and although her own innocencie was enough for her 
juftification, yet for avoiding further mifchief (hee 
refolved to break off the accuftomed familiaritie 
which fhe ufed with me, which made me to pra6Vice 
a greater diisimulation than I had done-formevly ; 
but it was too late, the tempeft being already framed, 
there was a necefsitie that it (hould break forth into 
dangerous thtinderings ; oneday.and fuch a day whofe 
memorie I ought to prefcrve, for that it was the moll 
remarkable in all my life, the fame when as the Jewes 
life to celebrate the foft of Tabernacles,being willing 
(although I was of a different religion) through cu- 
riofitie to afTtlt at the Ceremonies, I waited on the 
King , to that famous Temple , which from the 
name of its founder they call the Temple of Solorpon, 
which for its riehnefs and famous ftru&ure, may. more 
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juftly than either that ot'Dtam at SphejUs or that of 
faitcr Olympos, pafs for one of the Miracles of the 
world: I was for fome time intent upon the brave 
Ceremonies which lfaw there, but at the laft bein* 
not able to belye my felf I tranfported all mv 
thoughts to i^Urumm, and faftned my eyes on her 
jn iuch manner, that ( although +*rfumi who was 
then by me did mind me of the danger, and made me 
wobfervc how the King looked on me) during the 
facrihccl could fcarce look from her; I was altoge- 
ther ignorant of the fault I committed, but I think 
the Oods did blind my eyes, for to punilh me for the 
ottence I had committed agaiiift them in a/Eftin* at 
Sacrifices, when I was an encmie to their relig?on • 
but whatfoever it was, thatday hee gave himfelf up 
tojealoufie, and though poffibly before that time he 
had not determined what refolution to take up as 
foon as he returned from the Temple he went to the 
Qjeen^laden with furious intentions, his countenance 
did fufficient ly manifeft his difcontents, and his eyes 
fparkled with fierie choler , but hee was no fooner 
come into the Queens companie, but all thofc mifts 
vanifhed; and all hisanger was wholly allayed with 
the charmes of her beautie 5 although he wa*a little 
before as terrible as a Lion, he now became mild and 
tfa&able : in ftcad of thofe menaces wherewith hee 
was prepared, he ufed onely careffes and flatteries, 
and exprcfled himfelf very lovingly to her •, all which 
the Queen received with her accuftomed modeftie; 
but at the laft endeavouring to take thofe liberties, 
Which he conceived were lawfully due to him this 
couragiousPrinccffereje&cd him with difdain. /fr- 
rod, who cpuld qot be ignorant of the true caufe, 
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although he fufpe&cd others, did not give over at 
die firft repulfe, but continued his addreiTes to her, 
until! he perceived that he could by no means prevail 
with her to grant him thoic favours which he defired 
from her, he fuddainly recalled that choler, which 
had but a few minutes before left him, and loo- 
king on her with a troubled coumenance,ungratefull 
creature laid he, doe not think to abufe me any longer 
with thy fpecious pretexts, but know that 1 am not 
ignorant, that it is the love of Vtridate s and not the 
memory ofHircams txAriftobtdmtftoX makes thee 
fo inflexible to the intreaties of thy husband. Although 
the Queen had caufe enough to fear the worft from 
Herod, yet (he was mightily /iirpriied at thefe words, 
and remained as it were thunder-fmitten, her tongue 
was fijent, and her face changed colour, Co that from 
her great aftonifhment Herod received a confirma- 
tion of his fufpitions ; at this fight, his furie encrea- 
fed fo much the more, for he imagined that this 
mightte furprifewas occafioned from the convicti- 
on of her Confcience, and cither from (hame or fear 
to perceive her paffjon diicoyeced ; what faid he, arc 
theytheCareflfesbf an infldcll, that doe rob me of 
that which is lawfully due to none but my feif ; and 
thou who protcftedft thy (elf fo great a zealot, both 
for the law of God, and the honour of the world, 
doft thou find more delight in the (hamefull em- 
braces of an infidell , than in the arTe&ions of thy hus - 
band? Ah! faithlefs woman, altogether unworthy 
of that love, which hath preferved thee in that ranck 
which thou fliouldeft have loft, with the reft of thy 
friends, is it for this that thou vanteft thy felf to be 
of the blood of the (Jltaccabees ? or doeft thou be- 
lieve 
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believe that thofe Uluflrioits H t [num^ s with 
whtni thou haii fo often, reproached roe If I" 
weiehving, dut they would approve of this Ihame- 
full ifton, in preferring a banifljed Pmtbum, before 
a Kmgco whom the latt of them had given thee for

who know nothing of the crime that/ thou haft lay* 
ed to my charge, and if thy fury and choler mutt 
have a victim to appeafe it, took no farther than her, 
who by teafon of the misfortunes of her life, doth 
not defire longer to live : thefe laft words of the 1 
Queen tranfported Herod into the greater! extre. 
mitie ofrage and furie, for thinking the care which 
(he cook to juftifie me, not valuing her own dan- 
ger, proceeded from the love (he bore me, he thought 
that to be a fufficient tcftirnonie to convince her, and 
being not able longer to contain himfelf, Yes perfi- 
dious wretch faid he, I will believe from thy (elf, 
all that my eys and ears, and not what thy enemies 
have difcovered unto me i I will believe the worft 
concerning thee which thou wouldft have me to 
believe, and that which thou wilt not vouchfafe to 
difavow j the care that thou haft taken (to thy own! 
coft) for that ungratefull perfon that hath thus

my Uothess This a aion of nArfmpu favoured of 
tncivihtie, but I knowing his humour, imagined that 
he had not done it without caufc 5 he flayed not fo 
lon|astofufFermetodcmandareafon for what hee 
had done, for having a defign to abufe the companic 
that were prefent; My Lord, faid he, I befeech you 
to pardon the fault, which my raflinefs and precipita. 

tion hath caufed me to commit and he pJcafed vec to 
give me further li6ertie of exchanging two or three 

wordswithyouinpnvaterashefpakethus he drew 
meby theArme after fuch a fort, that I fuddainly 
perceived that he had fome important bufinefs to 
relate unto rne ; I rofe up haftily from the Table, 
maKingabadexcufetothoie Gucfls I had with mc, 

and 
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and followed Arfanus all alone into ray Cabinet, 
whither he firft enrred v being there, My L©td, laid 
he, weiiwftflyeifwe will fave our lives, the Gods 
haYefent me timely enough to prevent your taking

S^aV^?' b y the ¥«°f the Torches which ' 
they there had I perceived that .rf.Wthe husband

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no fooner arrived, but we unlighted from our horles

(b;mg interelied in the wounds of Atexas, or in the 
lots of. tome of their companions ) who cried out to 
thePrieftstocaftusout, for that we were enemies to 
the King and that it was by his fpecialj order that 
they purfued us; but the good p ric ft s in (iead of 
hearkmng to them, received us with a great deal of 
gentlenels ajidprotefkd that they would fooner pe- 
nni than fuffer the privileges of rheir Temple to be 
violated. The dignity of the Pricfts is very confrlera- 
bleamongft the /,«*,, and the office of their hHi 
Prieftswaswonctobeexecuted by the Kings them, 
ielyes, for after the death of H,r canw and Arifa 
bttlus the Grandfather and brother of Marianne 
liadthatofhce ; anditwas at this time conferred on 
a perion very needy related to the Crown, By this 
time we faw our fd\cs in perfett fcfcty m tnc Temple 
and our enemies contented themfelves with environ- 
,!1 ? l thc . temple without o»ce ofterin" to put foot 
within it for to take us ; In this condition wee remai- 
ned the whole night, but atfoon as it was day the Kin" 
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undet (landing the croth of the matter, after that he 

had fnt oftentimes in Vain to the Pnefk definng them 

toturnusouE.camehimlicit wperionin liich a rage 

and fury, that hee ftrook cerrour into all that met 

him 3 The Pr iefts understanding that he was at the 

Gate, went forth to him but a> fbon as they came to 

him, they conjured hjm not to let foot within the 

Temple, if he came with any other defign than that 

of performing his (ervice to God. He red remained 

very furious and it may be he was not over zealous in 

the wcrflup of his Cod, bu( being very politick like- 

wife he feared • becauie he knew him/elf Efficiently 

hated by the people ,. to violate any privilege, left 

he fliould thercbv occafion a revolt ; Hee was told 

likewife that the Pharifees ( who are the molt Ariel 

Seel: m their religion, and molt confidcrable among 

the people ) did begin to murmur, and that he ouoht 

to be afraid at that time of the Fcaft. in regard the 

City was now filled not oncly with Inhabitants, but 

with people from all parts of JntUa. who were then 

come to thar Solemnitie. Thefe confiderations made 

him (tay at me Gate of the Temple, but the trouble 

of his mind was fufficiendy fcen , not oncly in his 

countenance, but in many expreffions which his def- 

pcracercgemade him utter ;afloon as he began to 

fpeak fence or underftand rcaion he acquainted the 

Priefk rhat the San&uary of the Temple was not to 

be allowed co us that were Infidels, and of a difterenc 

religion from them 5 bur on the contrary they ouoht 

to cart us out; left our j refence fliou Id prophanetfie 

ft n£licy of the pi ice But the Priefts returned anfwer, 

that the facred Sancbary was equally extended to all 

men, and that if for the prelcnt we were not in a good 

way, 
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way,yet, by the grace of his divine Majefty, we rni°ht 
come into it, and for ought they knew this prelent 
calamity,that was now on us, might be a good means 
to bring us thither : Herod replied, that I had in the 
flrft place negle&ed the rights of hoipitality, which 
were as ancient, and ought as well to be o'bfcrvcd 
as thofeofthe Temple, and that there ought not to 
be any refuge in a well-governed kingdom, for that 
man who had offered violence to the Kings perfon, 
and mortally wounded his brothers but notwith- 
standing all that he could allege, the Priefts con- 
tinued refolute, fo that neither by menaces, or fair 
promifes, he could not perfwade them to deliver mc 
upintohispoffeffionjnay he was no fooner about; 
to come into the Temple, but they thundered out 
maledictions againft him, and follicited the people 
for the maintenance of their privileges ; but the 
Gpdsaremywitneffc,Ididnotfomuch doat on my 
life, as to be fo follicitcus about its prefervation, yet 
Ifuffered my feif to be much guided by the intrea- 
ties of sArfitws, and my other attendants, and of 
the Priefts themfelves, who would not have permit- 
ted me to have gone forth although I fliould have had 
a will fo to doe; notwithstanding thefe refemments 
wnichIhadagainft//«W,as the pcriecutor of my 
life , and the tranquillity of Marumne , yet I 
did likewife confider, how much I was oblVed to 
him, for that protection and fliclccr, which for & many 
years he had afforded me againft my brothers cru- 
elties and thefe thoughts ftirVcd up in me a defire to 
ice him, to the end I might acquaint him, that I had 
not been fo ungratcfull for all his favours, nor had 
I lo much deferyed his anger, as hee might poffibly 

imagine 
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imagine, and therefore driving with ArjAnuti who 
would have oppofed me in this defign, I went; with- 
in eight or nine fteps of the Gate of the Temple, 
where he Wood difputing and contefting with the 
Priefts. from whence I might very well be iecn and 
heard by him : King of the Jem, cried I, I am nei- 
ther thy fubjeftnorinfenour, and thole Gods, who 
gave me my birth, from one of the mod iJluftrious 
families of the world, will not fuflfer me to acknow- 
ledge any other power than theirs ; for this cawfe, 
I think I have little realbn to goe about to jufiifie 
my ielfunto thee, after thou haft fo cruelly attemp- 
ted to take away my life, as well by the Sword as 
bypoifon ; and docft continue to prolecutemc, a- 
gainft all divine and humane laws, even in the Tcm* 
pies of thy God ; but becaufe, I am defirous to fa* 
tisfie my own conlciencc, in regard of the curteous 
entertainment, which heretofore I have received 
from thee, I think my felf obliged to declare unto 
thee my innocency : I pfotctt therefore unto you, be- 
fore your Gods and mine, that I have not given you 
any occafion of offence, amidfl all my employments 
in your fervice • you have oftentimes had experi- 
ence to your own advantage, how I have not bin 
fparing of my blood, or life, for the intcrefls of thy 
dominions, and for that which concerns thy own 
perfon,lproteft once more, I am ignorant of any 
aft, that might give you jutt caufc of offence, if that 
which feemedbeauti full unto you, hath been by me 
thought worthy of veneration and reipe£t: thele con- 
fiderations, upon which you only ground my crime 
cangivcyounojuftcaufeof anger, and I doe hear- 
tily wifh, that this Temple, that fcrves me for an af- 
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fyle againft thy fury, might involve~^elnlt7Tu]n7 
if amongft all my moll guilty thoughts I have 
entertained any one that might juflly dcierve your 
anger nts not ttxappeafe your rage, or for fear to 
lole my life, that I declare to you this truth- 1 f ear 
not that overmuch, and if upon this occafion I mieht 
dye honorably, you would lee me much contemn 
it : but I perceive (that by rcafon of your blind paf- 
fion together with the fury of my enemies, and your 
own; you comprehend, within the crimes which you 
objeftagainitmc,thc moft pure and unfpottcd in- 
nocency in the world • kill him if you pleafc, whofq 
thoughts have not been pleafmg to you, although fi> 
innocent that they fear not your perfect knowledge 
but extend not thy cholcr to her, who is wholly %1 
norant of them ; this I offer as an expedient for the 
quiet of your family and fpirit, that if ( ac the foot 
ofthealcarmthe prelence of the Pricfls) thou wile 
fweartoattempttodoememifchief, but to me on- 
ly, I will abandon this fantfuary, that doth at pre- 
fent protect my life from thy fury, and will with- 
our any further trouble give up my fdf into thy 
power. I had continued on my difcourfe, if the en- 
raged Herod could have heard me any I on o er W j t h_ 
out interruption ; he fuffcred me very patiently to 
begin my difcourfe, or at lead his cholcr not ofvino 
him leave to fpeak himfelf, he was inforced to^hear 
me; but as foon as he perceived with what paffion 
I endeavoured to defend Marianme, rcmembrin* 
well how (he her felf had taken the f^mc care fo? 
me ; he luftered himfelf to be furtha deceived and his 
jeaoufie was much more augmented, fo that being 
no longer able to difTemble his rage, or contain him- 
felf, 
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felf, Traitor cryed he, barbarous wretch, unworthy 
©fthat protection which I have given thee , againft 
thofe that knew thee better than my lelf, and would 
not have endeavoured thy deftru&ion.unlefle they had 
known thy difloyali inclinations : doeft thou think 
to find that fhelter againft my fu r y > here in the Tem- 
ple which I have given thee againft the perfecuti- 
©ns of thy own brother ? canft thou imagine, that 
the Heavens to whom thy ingratitude is beft known, 
willarmeinthy defence againft a King, who hath 
defended thee, but too much ? and who received thee 
into his dominions and own houfe with Co much 
goodneffe. all which thou haft fhamefully abufed. 
Ah ? Perfidious wretch, d^enot expect the protecli- 
onof God, for crimes which thou canft not excufe, 
neither before him or any man in the world > and 
doe not think to tame my cholcr with thy artifici- 
all difcourfc -, thou (halt dye for to expiate the crime 
of ingratitude, and it (hall not be thy counfell that 
I will take, in pumfhing the complices of this pcrfi. 
dioufhefs > he would have faid more, and poffibiy 
would have contemned all the Privileges , for to 
have gotten me into his power, if that Socms had 
not come to the Gate of the Temple, accompanied 
with many jews and Roman Souldicrs , this Socms 
was a Roman Senator, who a while before came to 
HterufaLm^ to treat with Htrod % concerning fbme 
bufineiTes, on the behalf of ^Auguftus the Emperour; 
the fame perfon who formerly had aflifted him with 
the Roman Army againft Ahttgtmus* and who had 
contributed more than Herod himfelf, to the defeat 
and captivity of that poor Prince, he. was a perfon 

much 
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refpect unco whom he ftood much endebted as alfo 
in regard of his embaflie about which he was'at that 
time employed by the Emperour: this Socms was* 
well acqua.ntcd with me, and having feen fomewhat 
mine worthy his affection, he had bEcn alwaies very 
curreous to me 5 and therefore undemanding the dan- 
ger I was then mcompafled with, he cam? in -eat 
hafte to meet with Herod, with an intention to make 
ule or the Emperor his authority for my preferva- 
cion , and indeed his negotiation was very fucccf- 
Mil, for Herod, as mad and furious as he was 
could not but be appcafed at the name of Am*L 
ft*t being very fearfull of his Power, and a very 4ac 
Idolater of his greatnefi: Soctus perfwaded him ro 
lutter me to goeto the Emperour. fincc he had fo 
ohendefired my company, and declared how m„ch 
he mtercfled himfelf in my prefervation •, he told 
him that his proceedings againft mc were too violent 
tor a I nnce of my quality, and that he might well 
fear thecvents.ef]eci:llyfince they were founded on 
iuch flight fuppoficions, and face he uuderftood that 
the wounds>of^/cv^ were not dangerous or mor- 
tall sand that I had wounded him in my own de- 
fence, which was juftifiable before all men; he re- 
prclcnted to him many other confederations, uuto 
Vvnich he added for conciufion, the authority of the 
tmpcrour, vowing that he would gfve him in exacl

upon this ground that Herod (who was a flave to 

tneKoman power and greatnels, without which at 

mtancche could not have maintained himfelf and 

Jusamnonty^eelded.and not for any other confi- 

deration : 
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deration .• In the condufion, he was concent that I 
{houldwithmycompaniegoeout of the lempJe in 
fafety, upon condition that I mould make no longer 
flay in the City, but gee me gone the fame day, and 
have lis dayes more time to depart out of his Territo- 
ries > he engaged his word to Socins ( who received it 
from him in the Emperour his name) that he would 
not attempt any thing prejudicial! againft me, neither 
in the Citie, nor on the Way within the time limited. 
This was the effect of our capitulation, and it was 
upon thefe teaims that I quitted the Temple j after 
that I had thanked Socius, and the Priefts, for the 
good offices they had done me, in as good language 
as the fbrrow which I had to foriake Marnimne 
would permit me. I went out of the Town, under the 
protection of Socttts, and divers other Roman foul- 
cliers, who conducted me out of the Gates of Hitriu 
falem unto a Village not far diff ant, whither my com- 
pany had libertie to come the fame day. I had now 
cfcaped the furie and tyranny of Herod, but I found 
my felf no way freed from the perfections of 
my love, and thofe dangers which I had then 
avoydedwerenottobe compared with thofe which 
that cruell and fad departure caft me into; and indeed 
I was no way refblved to undergoe them, but was 
more willing to fuffer a thoufand deaths, than to quit 
£crpetually the company of ^Mariamne. I was no 
iboner arrived at the place where wee intended to 
lodge that night, but having called afide Arfanw* 
I fpake to him in this fort ; My dear friend, faid I, I 
didyeeld to your Perfwafions, and have quitted the 
Temple and City of Jerufalem, for to avoyd the iu- 
ryof Herod&m&it may be your confiderations ate 

vain 
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vahvenough, when aiyou perfwade me to prcferve a 
lite which I can never affect in that condition to 
whichics likely to he reduced, for if you doe conceive 
there can be any argument ufed by you to periwade 
me utterly to foriake the pretence and company of 
UMarsamw, difabufe your ielf, for its as impoflible for 
me to fubfift without her, as without breath s and 
therefore all that you can poffibly allege to me, for to 
duTwade me from the rcfolution I have taken up to 
fee her this veiy night if it bepoflible, will be of no 
force .. as fbon as its dark I am refoived in a difguifed 
habit to return to Htemfalem, where I will vifit my 
confiding friend Sehemus, by whofeafliftance, as alio 
of Phtfonthc Queens Eunuch, I doubt not of an op- 
portunity to fee her 5 the attempt is now not fb diffi- 
cult as at any other time, for befides the conveniency 
ofthe dark night, and ray Jiiguifed clothes, the infi- 
nite concourfc of ftrangers thither by reafon of the 
Feaft, will fo facilitate the compaffing of my defign, 
that I mall run no rifque at all : befides, Herod can- 
not imagine, that \ mould fo fuddenly precipitate my 
Cclf into a danger which I have fo narrowly and 
frefhly cfcaped > fb that I doubt not but with much 
facilitie, to fee the Queen, if the heavens will permit 
me fo great'a happinefs : at which time I may receive 
from her mouth the explication of that which I can- 
not throughly undcrttand by her Paper ; If you fliall 
oppofe this Defign, ic will be loft labour, therefore 
confumenotimein labouring to divert my refbluti- 
ons,and if my lift be dear to you, of which I am well 
fatisficd, remember that you ought not to oppofe any 
thing that may contribute to its prcfervation. Arfa - 
ms was much aftoniflicd at my refolution, but all his 
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arguments were of no force to diffwade me from it • 
and therefore asibon as the night came, I put on the 
clothes of one of my attendance, and returned in all 
haft to the City, accompanied onely with one of my 
fcrvants, leaving *Arfa m behind with a defign to 
conceal my departure, and wait for thofe orders 
which he ftiould receive from me. I cntrcd the City 
with little difficulty, neither was I much troubled to 
keep my feJf undifcovered, amongft that great afflu- 
ence of People from all parts : as loon as I came nccr 
tothehoufeof virfanus, I fent my fcrvant to him, 
who fortunatly met him at his door, as he came from 
the Palace: Sobemus was much amazccl 10 fee me, 
for that he thought it a madnefs for me to caft my felf 
fo wilfully into the fame danger, which I had with 
fo much difficulty newly efcaped. Ha my Lord, faid 
he,isitpoffiblethatlfhouldfeeyou here in a place 
where you were this very day in fo great danger of 
Jofmg your life. I prethee wonder not at it, my moft 
dear Sobemus, faid I, for my paffion can ptoduce yet 
more ftrangeeje&s, and they that have the boltfnefs 
to caft their affectionate eyes on CMarsam»e 9 doe lit- 
tle valew dangers that may befall them. I am now 
come hither Sokamu, to defire that from vour friend- 
inip, which you have alwayes promifedme, and I 
ever expected from you I am come to give a vifit to 
the Queen by your favourable means, if it be poffi* 
ble i and if I may befo fortunate by your affiftance, 
you will accomplifli that work of gaining a Prince 
his heart, which by your good offices you have already 
farremgaged. Sobemus hearkened unto my rcqueft. 
having a great defire to oblige me, but he found fo 
much difficiitocin the means, that h« remained along 

time 
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Queeri, toperfwade her to difpofe her (elf to fee me : 
how much anger die exprcfled againft them and mc, 
and ( Vlith how great difficu hie they obtained the 
grant of fo dear a favour , I (hall content my felf 
with telling you, that after a long conteftation and 
argument between them, the Queen was concent to 
fee me in Qcophe his chamber, which Was neer het 
own, whither (lie went attended on oncly by Cleophe t 
leaving Sohcmm and Philo to (tend Sentinel, left (be 
might be furprifed in this convention. You may 
poftibly have occafion, Madam, to condemn the 
Queen for this goodneis, and you may fuppoie that 
in Rigor (lie could not have looked with ib much in- 
dulgence on my Paflion, after fo many high marks of 
an admirable vertue ; but when you (hall throughly 
undcrftand the bottomc of her intention, you will 
then juftifie her in all that you have caufe to reprove 
her for in this action. Sohcmus came to me, tor to 
conduct mc into the chamber of Cleofhe^ whither I 
went with as little trembling as the retirement of all 
my fpirits would give me leave, I flayed there but a 
iTiort time, without the company of the Queen , much 
adoc had I to rally together (b much afturance as to 
look her in the face, as well for want of courage to 
fupport her looks, as alio for fear I had much difplea- 
Jed her, by my importunate exadtion of fo great a 6- 
vour, which I had no way deferved ; and indeed I 
perceived (lie was not therewith very well pleafed, 
whileftl remained prollrate at her feet, without the 
power to fgeak one word. Is it pofTible, (aid (he, that 
you value lb little my repofe. and reputation, that you 
will attempt to hazzard them both (b apparently, 
and after all, you. will inforce me to fee you in the 

night 
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night-time dipej^u any oth^%ri^ 
due ofcomply.ng with your unfa paflion'. &*M 
you exaa tb« aftion from uUrimZ, fe t H 
have reduced her, a* it were, to the lafloafc a „d X

it be poffible At thefe wor ds (he remained fife and 
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defervc: but it fecmeth to mc very unjuft,that fince my 
paffion cannot excufe thole difpleafurcs which it hath; 
Drought on you, that I fhould retire my (elf from the 
perfections of Herod y and at the fame time give 
youupwholyto his cruelties; this consideration a- 
lone. Madam, hath been powerfull enough to make 
me (hue up my eyes upon the danger to which yott 
now expole your felf, by your goodnefs, and I wa* 
of opinion, that if any one at lalt ought to free you' 
from your miferies, you ought to look upon i tru 
dm as a pcrfon who is oncly worthy of that glory. I 
am now no longer bound up,either by the laws of hot 
pitality,or former obligations, Herod hath wholy de- 
faced them both by the Sword and Poyfon, and ei- 
ther by one or the other he had infallibly deftroyed 
me. had not your goodnefs prclerved me, 'tis to you 
onely, my divine Queen, that lam engaged for my 
life, fuch a one as it is, and would you have me to 
carry it away with me, without prelcnting you 
with the iacrifice of it ? it was yours by the gift, 
and it was for you that it was preierved, and 
exn 1 now think it rcafbnablc to banifti it a- 
among the Romans inftead of comming to offer it 
to my Soveraign f Ah / no, continued I, cafting my 
felf once more at her feet, doe not reject that which 
can be no bodies but your own. I had faid more in 
the tranfport that I was then in, had not the Queen 
prevented me,who commanded me to rife up>fbrbear 
fayd (he, Ttridate, to make me thole offers which I 
cannot endure without offending my vertue; I have 
told you a thoufand times, that the crimes dt He- 
rod cannot any Way warrant mine ; and although 

I owed nochingto the quality of a husband, yet 1 
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owe all to my God and »^TTw]ilTel^ w i t h * 
oHt'awMkfemiiiyniaeries, as Toon asthoffea-" 
vensfhallfodffpofe of me, and untill then I Ca n 
wait with 'patience their determined time /this h 
that, which in few words. I fell fc r ag , inft 
that defire which you have expreffid to free me 
from my difpleaiures, it being not permitted tome 
other by divine or humane laws, to m: ke life of y uc 
aHitiance. For that which concerns your departure 
you cannot be intrant TiruUic. that there is an 
indifpenfiblenecelficyforit, and for to prepare you 
for that it is that I am now come hither : I fliould 
jeverhavedifpofedmy felf to have ieen you with 
fomucJvdanger of my life and reputation, had it 
not been with an intention to defire you never to fee 
mc more; doe not wonder at mis difcourfe, for vou 
havecourageand refoiution enough to prepare you 
font, and it may be fo much affc&ion for me as 
maymakcyoutoconfiderallthof? reafons that doe 
ootee me to defire this favour from you. I need net 
to tell you that my life can never bein fafety whilft 
youreniaiiimW^finccic hath hitherto W/b 
untortunate,thatiti S not worthy the taking notice 
of; butifmy honour be dear toyou. you ought to re- 
gard it although it be with die prejudice of your 
own tranquility, and you ought £ remember that 
arterthejealoufiesof//,r^, the malice of Solom, 
a«id the knowledge which I my f c lf have of the 
taults which I have committed, that the flay of /',- 
^r^ rC - any L° n 3 Cr ' Wi,j be incompati&e with 
worK- 011 °£^ r ' W - She flayed ac thefe 

motion, hcarkmng to the direfbU fentence which 
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fhe pronounced againft me, but after chat Miad fled. 
faftly looked on her for fome time, in fuch a poflure 
as might have qualified the rigor of it, had ic not 
been backed with a firm and ftrong rcf blution : what 
Madam Gtid I, will you condemn the unfortunate 
Ttrtdate, to a perpetual! baniftiment, and doe you 
think to treat him more gently than H crod, by com- 
manding him to fee you no mote ? if you arc of that 
opinion, change it I befeech you, and doe not believe, 
that any duty or other refpedt whatfoever can juflly 
pbl geyou to doe that which you doe onely for want 
of affection. The affection that I ought to have for 
you replied the Queen, with any ftew of trouble; 
is it not fuch as it may be you pretend, neither cap 
it rcafonably exac* that from me, which I have done 
mealy to pleale you ; content your felf with this, 
that I have not requited your refpec* with inciyilitie' 
neither doe I want eftcem for your pcrfbn, for I bc- 
lievo as to that particular, I have exceeded the bounds 
that my prefent condition fliould have prelcribed to 
me, and therefore (in regard of our perpetuail repara- 
tion, Iconceivel may lawfully make you this proteii) 
J fljall tel! you, that if the Heavens and my Parents 
had left me in a capacity to choofc a Husband, and 
that Tiridate had embraced the true Religion I 
flv.uld have preferred him before all men, thac l'as 
yet ever knew. The Queen fpake thefe words with 
much difficulty, as innocent as they were, and I re- 
ceived horn them fo much conization, as my then 
dejeaed fpirits were capable of. Ah ! Madam faid 
I, how glorious is my deftiny. and how happy is my 
fortune, and how littlecaufc have I to- complain af- 
ter fo noble a Declaration : but yet Good Gods ?s 

fortunate 
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fortunate as I am,^et I muft fubmit to a perpetu .- 
allbanifliment. Ocruell fentence, which is enough 
to overbalance the glory you give me. O/ hard 
judgement of death, and yet ought, without mur- 
muring, to fubmit unto; fince my Queen hath pro- 
nounccd it : no Madam, its not reasonable that I 
fliould difturbe your tranquillitic, its not juft that 
Ifhouldputyourlifeiti danger, neither is it fcemly 
thatllhouldcaftany bleamifh on your reputation : 
but its likewife more unjuft t hat I fliould abandon 
you to the mercy o£ Herod, and that I (hould firive 
to meltcr my (elfin a harbor, whilft you continue in 
a florin. Shall my eyes be perpetually Quit againft 
that onely light which my foul is fenfibie of; and 
(hall Herod and the Jewifh people onely e*>joy 
that divine brightnefe, which I muft evetlaftingly 
forkke ? if you (hall be pleated to bound my banifh-. 
mencwith ibme limits, or if you (hall plcafc to give 
me fome time to prepare my felf during which, by 
the afliftance ofSohemw, it may be permitted to mc 
to fee you, I will doe all that poffible I may to make 
my fpirits ftoop to your commands'/without the teaft 
grudging : but to be gone on a iudilairi, and lb to gee, 
as never to think of returning, is fd hard a Chapter 
for me to learn, that I fha]l never overcome it 5 nay 
the Yery thought of it is enough to caft me into de- 
fpair. I added much more to the fame purpede,

tall perftn : her outward beauty was fo excellent, that 
it furpafled all wbmens that lived in her time, and her 
inward qualifications were ieconded with the lame 
advantages, and the greatneft of her courage farte 
exceeded her Sex; I fliould fay more of her, had not 
her fame and renown been fpread throughout the 
whole world, and had not her heavenly gifts proved 
too fatal! to her for me to difcomle of them without 
difpleafure : but the Prince ^Ptolomiehtx brother, Was 
naturally enclined to vice, and not onely bad of him- 
feif, but fuft%ed himfeif to be fo farre corrupted by 
bis Court flatterers and fycophancs, that in a fliort 
time by their pernicious Couhfclls, he had quite loft 
allthofegoodimpreflions which his high birth had 
given him, an d in the end ran himfeif into thofe acti- 
ons which utterly ruined him. He came to the Crown 
very young, by reafon of his Fathers death, the liber- 
tie which he might have in an abfolute Power engul- 
phedhimiu all manner of vice, infomuch that the 
Egyptian people fadly obferving the beginnings of hii 
Reign, and being much troubled to fee themfelvcs 
jubje&toaPrince whom they thought unworthy to 
yovern them, they looked upon Cleopatra, who tfks 
oitterent from her Brother, as well in vertue and ma- 
jeftie, as m all other qualifications, which might make 
aPnnceneworthyof Sovcraign authority, and were 
grieved at nothing more than the obftacles which her 
fexgavcto their defires; Sathatin fine, they {hewed 
upon all occafions, how 1 much more they defired her 
Reign than her Brother Ptolemies, or rather ofPttk 
www, Thto&ms, and Qanimedrs^xh the reft of the 
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knot of flatterers, whom he had raked out of the dirt 
for to advance them to the highcR degrees of honour 
and rule, thefe unworthy favorits, being fcnfible of 
the credit of C^patra with the E<ryptti»s foon made 
her to be fulpe&ed by her brother, and infinuatcd 
into him, that he ought to deihroy her: the wicked 
Prince made no delay to put their Counfell in exe- 
cution, but the Princeffc having bin informed of his 
bad intentions, retired from the Court and fled for 
flicker amongft thofe Egyptians, which (he thought 
were mofr affectionate and faith full to her ; neither 
was fhe deceived in the confidence (he had in them 
for a good part of the Kingdom? armed themfclves 
in her defence, and many Cities declared for her, and 
though her partie was not the greateft, yec it was 
comp'ofedofthe honeftcft and beft reputed men of 
the Country 5 fo that by reafon of the juftnefle of her 
caufe, (he defended her felf very gallantly a Ion* t j mc 
againft all the Kings ftrength and power, buc^n the 
end, after many advantages, which the number of 
his troops had gotten him, he beliegcd the Princefle 
in the City of Ttfaft 9 where fhe was retired for to 
lave her felf: 'twas about this ficg e tnat h c Was cn> 

ployed, when as the unfortunate Pompey (that tcr* 
lible example of fortunes inconftancy) who after 
that he had triumphed over three parts of the world,, 
and by a great number of victories had equalled his 
reputation with that of Alexander the great, fa- 
vinghimfclffromthebattailof Pharfak, came and 
caH himfeif into his protection, againft the purfuit of 
his enemy and Conqueror: certainly Ptotomi* ought 
tohavcgivenallfortofbonourand afliftancc to the 
vcrtucand worth of this great Captain, and Without 
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queftionany one buc himfclf, would have received 
himwirh thegrcatdlcivilityand refpeft, who a few 
dayes before, had bin the greateft of men, but this 
wicked Prince confidcring his prefcnt low condition 
and not looking after his vertuc, and (bcarkning to 
the pernicious connfels ot'Tathimtu and the reft, wh* 
periwadedhimthat^ymurthering Pompey he might 
gain upon the affe&ions of his enemy) againft all 
divine and humane law, maffaered this unfortunate 
great Prince, neer Teloafe in the fight of his wife 
Cornelia, who hardly efcaped the fame deftinie; the 
opinion I have of your through knowledge of this 
deplorable ftory, doth make me forbear to enlarge 
onthatfubje&sa fewdayes after, Ptolmit hearing 
that Cafir intended to come into Sjrm 9 and know- 
ing that he would difaprove the crucll war that he 
had made againft bis Sifter, raifed the fiege from 
Pelmfe, and went to Alexandria, where he imagi- 
lied he was to land. Cleopatra, no fooner faw her 
felf free from the fiege, but by the advice of her 
friends, and particularly of Apollodorw my fi«h«r 
(by whom flie was wont to be much guided) flice 
rdolvedtogoeandcaft her felf at {afars feet, and 
defirehis protection, before he arrived at Alcxan. 
driaj this defign was fuddainly fct on foor, fo that 
within a very Ihort time,(he tranfportcd her felf with 
iomc light veffcls, to the Ifle of Parttm , where (he 
undcrftood that ^-intended to fpend fome time ; 
Iwasoneofthofe that waited on her thither, and 
becaufeofthcfaithfullfervice which my Father had 
done her, was one that had the greateft acccflc to 
ner, and much credit with her. ftfar hearing of her 
arnvall, came very civilly to vifit herj now for that 
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1 was prcfent at their firfl interview,^ will oi ve ~v^, 
a particular account of it ; Cleopatra to gain the hrV 
ter/Iicceffeinherbu^ 
rail beauties with her richeft and mo ft fpknded at 
tire, which /he was wont to make ufe of when (L 
intended to fet off her felf with the grifiS^ 
tage: but yet though (he had habited ha felf con. 
formabletoher condition, and that (he had rather 
ftudied mourmng then Pomp, in an action where 
(he was to appear a, a Applicant or futor : yet fome 
thin^would have accompanied her mourning Xt" 
would have been more glorious and pompous than 
gold and pretious ftones, her cys fparkled witlrfre 
athoufknd I times bnghter than Diamonds, and die 
Majeftieof her pore and countenance would have 
better declared her qualitie, than a huge train of a^! 
tending fervants: her fight aHoniQiedL/^, and a I 
thofetKatcamewithhim;furcI am, that the coun- 
tenance of that great man (the greateft not onely in 
thatagebutin a/I ages beforehand after him) im- 

£SS r ^u 011 T f P irits > that wc looked 
on him as a Cod 5 that vatt reputation which he had 

acquired, m gaining an hundred battails againft the 
moft redoubted and valorous people of the univerfe 
yea and the Romans themfclvcs, whom he had fub- 
jugated to his obedience, with, forces far inferiour in 
number to theirs, made us look on him with admi- 
rable veneration ; and to fpeak truly, he had a face 
that did norbely the dignity and greatnefs of his 
actions ; for although ^we faw not thofe lineaments 
which with his youthfull dayes were vanifhed, vet 
we could fee plainly all the marks of true greatnefc, 
Ihuic through him 5 his tone was fo imperious, a l- 
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though tempered with fweecnefs, that it would bet 
hard to take him for other than the abfolutc Ma- 
iler of the world > and indeed both Cdfir and Clto. 
patra continued a while together without freaking 
to each other difcoveringby their looks *nd fileiicfc 
their mutual] admiration ; but in the end, Cltopaira 9 
confidenng that (he was before him who was to 
cftablifh her repofcand fortune, or tather before the 
matter of her deftiny , overcomming her naturall 
courage, and taking on her a degree of humility be- 
yond her cuftome, caft her felf at C*f" r his feet, and 
refilling the inftant intreaties and endeavours, which 
heufcdtb raife her up, thou feeft great Empcrour, 
faid fhe, thou feeft at thy feet, the daughter of 3V*. 
lomie % who defires that from thee againft a audi 
brother, which fhe might expect from him againft 
forraign enemies, oppreffed innocence and weaknefs

Ptolomte received that order with fo much in- 
ward indignation, that he was about to aft fbme fud- 
den mifchief, had he not been afraid of the Roman 
power, and therefore he thought it beft to diffemble 
hisranckor,untilIhehad a fitter opportunitic to de- 
clare it 5 he prepared himlelf to fubroit ( although 
much againft his ftomack ) to the law that was impo- 
fed on him • and in the mean time, to gratifie C&far y 
he lent by that wicked Theodoras the head of the 
great Pompie ; but he was fruftrateof his expectation, 
and deceived in his opinion: for that Generous Con- 
querour in flead of ^accepting the prefent, refufed to 
fee it, and commanded the bringcr of it to get him 
gone, after that he had fufficiently inveighed againft 
the infidclitie of his Matter .• he continued on his De- 
fign neverthelefs of going to sAtexan&ria, where bgr 
jng arrived, he was nobly received by c Ptolomie i wiui 
many feigned demonftrations of friendfliip : Cleopa* 
*ra was like wife carefled by him upon the fame ac- 
count, and T*tolomie protefted to Cafar y that he was 
ready to let her partake of the Government, and was 
willing to be reconciled to her ; So Cleopatra fbrgat ■ 
all caufe of complaint i and many dayes were ther 
fpe.it in feaftings, and other Court divcrtifemeats ; but 
thefpiritof Cefar as great and invincible as it was, 
could not defend it felf againft the charms of Cleopa- 
tra. ThisConquerourot the world, fullered himlelf 
to be conquered by the beauty of a woman, and he 
met with that in her fight ana conversation Which he 
had not found in that infinite number of battels 
which he had fought; But it will not feem a wonder 
to thofe who knew that great Queen, for any mad 
would have much to doe Co prefcrve his libcuie, when

fcemed to becompofed of nothing elfe but the «race$ 
ihemfejvesi her eyes at that rime fparkled out fo much 
light that they encreafed the fire that was already 
kindled in the breaft of great Ctfar, and gave fuch 
aredoublementof hisPaflions that he coiiJd fcarcc 
hold from fuffering ic violently to break out upon the 
place, yet with much adoe he refrained himfeif and 
looking on the Princefs in fuch a faOiion as did not ill 
rcprefciithispairion; Ifhould be much offended with 
you, faid he that you fpake againft your knowledge 
when you fo much undervalued that Power which 
hath overcome me, ic may occafion yet greater eftc&s 
and thofe advantages which my courage hath ° iyC n 
me with the help of Fortune againft many men s ave no 
way able to protefl me at this time , I will willin°ly 
give my life for the confirmation of this truth, if you 
doe not contemn it, and with it wilt cift at your fece 
all the vowes and protections that you can poflibly 
receive, not oncly from your Mafter and Protector as 
you arc pleated to call him, but from him, who is're- 
folYedtoconlecratethereitof his daies, to ihe mpft 
divine Cleopatra, with a full andabfbluce fubmiflion 
and obedience.He had proceeded in his difcourfc, had 
nenotefpiedKing Ptohmie comming towards him 
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who for that time hindred the purfute of his dilcourfe 
but he went on with it the next day, fo that both by 
his language and actions, he gave to Cleopatra fo ma- 
ny a durances of his Paflion, that {he could no longer 
doubt of the leality of it ; Wiih this knowledge me 
behaved her felf Yery prudently, and icicrvedly j for 
though (hee was carcfull not to give that man 
cccafion to complain, from whom fliee expected 
her fupport, and upon whom her quiet, and for. 
tune abfolutcly depended, yet (hee fo wifely car- 
ried the bufinefs, that he could never gain any ad- 
vantage againft her, nor find caufe to blame her, ei- 
ther of rigour or frowardnefs jflip much pleafed'her 
fclf with the glory in overcomming him, whom the 
greateft Powers in the world could never refift j for 
befidesthe noifc of his actions, CtfArs pcrfon was 
capable to make it felf beloved, for though he had not 
all thofe advantages which doe commonly attend on 
youth, yet he feemed to be in the vigor pf his age, 
and had a mind fo high and ma jeftick, that was fuffi- 
cienttoimprefsre/pe& on all thole that did behold 
him. Cleopatra^ who had eyes to look on him as well 
as others ,and knew her felf to be particularly obli- 
ged to him, for his good offices and affection was 
much taken with him, and had begun to engage her 
felf, when as the affaires of Egypt received that me- 
morable revolution, of which I doubt not but you 
have heard, and for thi s caufe will abridge the relati- 
on of it as much as poffibly I can ; Whil/r that Ctfar 
gave up himfelf wholly to his love, and endeavoured 
togamtheaffeaions of Cleopatra, by all the aflii- 
ranccs that he could give her, the wicked Ptofcmie 
'iiid his perfidious counfellcurs were bufied about 
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another Defign ; they found in CV/^as they thouohr 
very little acknowledgement for the fervice they S J 
done hira in Jailing the great Pcmpi e> and indeed that 
generous fpirh who hated fuch baienefs and treachery 
had fliewed much difrefpeft to all thofe who had been 
engaged in that black perfidioufnefs. And befides 
^w/^w perceived with difdain the love that /W 
entertamedfor his Sifter and feared (not without 
caufe)theafr 1 ftance,hathen.ightgiveherin the di- 
Vihon of the Government of the Kngdome, thefe 
confiderations being joyned with the perBetuall coun- 
ts and mfimmions of Pothimw, MhilU s ,Theo- 
dore, and the reft of that perfidious crew, made him 
inconclufiontorefolvctolerve^r wi.h the fame

her both him and h.s Sifter frt«rs. Ctfar had 
lodged myto* oneiy fbme of his neeieft 
friends and fouldiers, having for the cafe of the Citi- 
zens left almoft his whole force in the Iflc Pm m 
yvhofefituauonisfomer^W™, that one may 
feeitoutofthewin- wesof the Palace. Ptoloml 
thought that hee m^at take the advantage of this 
rancounter for to put in execution his defign and 
therefore gave out private orders for the hidden ral- 
ying of his Army, with an intention to draw them 

with all thofe that were in the Town, whom he knew 
to be at his devotion : His defigr, ivas ill 'famed as 

A.Fat'M w ?; feex « Uffd 3 and its very likely 
that he Gods who abhorred fuch a wickedneis, blin- 
ded them throughout their whole management of it. 
C*f«r was in the chamber of Cfa*,mt when as 
"ewes was brought him, that all the 'Tow,, was Z 
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Arms, and that fothinuiu one of the murderers of 
<Tompic,w$ marching towards the Palace, in the 
head of a great company, with an intention to kill 
him, at a icaft which he intended to be at that day .* 
Qtfar was not negligent upon this news, hue with 
all haft and dilligcnce rallied together all thofe of hjs 
party and friends which were near him , and then 
went forth ofche Palace to meet with the, confpira- 
to r s with iudi an jflurance, as might well become 
his greatnefs, but before he went out of the Princefs 
her Chamber. Madam faid he, Its not I that doe 
covet your brothers rujn, but the Heavens which 
will not fuffer fo wicked a man to live, doe now pro- 
vide for you the Crown of Egypt, J am now going to 
fight both for you and my ieif and I promife with my 
yi&ory, to gain both our revenge. Cleopatra had not 
then time to reply, tor that he made Co much hafte to 
be gone, but yet fhe accompanied him with her eyes £> 
far as (he could, and bceing well fatisfied that he was 
about to engage in their common interests, me 
made many vows in his favour , for the fuccelfe 
of his acmes > the traitors perceiving their plots dis- 
covered, refolved to right it out couragioufly, fo that 
for fome time the iuccelTe was very dubious, al- 
though at the laft C*fer y either by reafon of the juft- 
nefs of his caufe, or his own admirable valour, re- 
rnained victorious , Pothtmiw was killed on the 
place, with abundance of his fouldicrs, and &4chtl-

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after, at which time he was taken up, coveted with 
a guilded Helmet, half buried in the finds : after this 
notable victory, Cafar advanced towards the town, 
where at thcOatc he met with Cleopatra, and many, 
Citizens, who begged pardon for the reft, who by the 
Kings Authority had bin induced to take up armes 
againft him, (he obtained from him all that (he de- 
fircd, after which he entered into the Citie and Pa- 
lace, in a triumphing and pompous manner : So fid- 
dain execution was never known or heard of, nei- 
ther were there ever fo great troubles and commo- 
tions fo foon allayed and quieted, for the wicked 
Counfellours of Ptolomie were either (lain or run a- 
way,and the reft of the Egyptians quietly fiibmit- 
ted to C<tfar without any murmuring. He told Cleo- 
patra that for her fake,he deplored her brothers death, 
but he withall reprefented co her, the little occafion 
that the had to be affli&ed for his death, after (he 
hadfheda few tears, which her excellent nature could 
not deny him, (he (uddainly received thoie coniza- 
tions which were applied to her; (he obferved his 
funerall rites with much folemnitie, and the day af- 
ter Cafar having affcmbled the eftates of Egypt, 
gave to her the Crown and Kingdom*, with their 
Generall approbation and cpnfent : all thole Sgyp- 
tians who liked better her Government, than that 
of Ptolomie, received her with much joy and fattif- 
fadion, and gave publick thanks to L*t(ar for fo no- 
ble a gift ; But thofe troubles which afflicted the 
mind of Q&far were not appealed with thofe of 
Egypt, for though he gave the people an outward 
peace, yet he kept for himfelf an inward War, hee 
every day complained to Cleopatra of it, and the 
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fair Queen, who thought her felf infinitely engaged 
to him for this lad obligation, behaved her (elfinthc 
mod courteous manner towards him as was pof- 
Jjblcfpf her without injuring her honour. As he 
late with her one day on her Bed, where after a Ion* 
difcourfe which would be to tedious to relate hee 
took her hands and fixing his lips on them, I dye fair 
<^een,faidhe,ina very paffionate tone, I dye un- 
lefle,by your pittyj am taken out of the fcpulcher and 
I proteft by thefe fair eyes that I adore with fo mucH 
reverence, its impoffible for me to live any longer, 
except you prolong my life by your goodnefs. I 
ihouldbemuchaffli&ed, replycd the Queen, to fee 
you in any danger, after fo many obligations thaU 
have received from grear Qafar, and the partJcu/ar 
eftecm that I have for his perfon, will make me con- 
tribute my afliftance to comfort and content him 5 
you might ^id he, both fattisfy me, and make mo 
the happieft man that ever lived, if you would be 
pleafedtogiveup your felf wholy to me, like as I 
have done to you: this is the price that you may oj vc 
in iatisfaction for the gift Ihave given you ; not of a 
crown for that I cfteem very little, but of a heart and 
Ipirit, which (hail be eternally yours, and fo yours, 
teat I have refcrved no power over them for my fdf! 
This noble prcfcnt, replyed the Queen cannot be pay- 
ed but with the price you aske, and a thoufand fiich 
Jives as \ Cleopatra's are not to be valued, in refpe£ 
of the heart of great C*fi*. I would willingly there, 
tore give my felf wholy to you, as youdefire, my 
Lord, (cafting down her eyes with fbme kind of 
lname;ifl could fee the way open and honourable: 
lam a PrwceOc, daughter of a long race of King*

your vertue, and my own love, but at the laft, I have 
relblved to exceed the bounds which thofe inhumane 
maximesmightprefcribeme,andto give up my felf 
wholly to you, in an honourable and lawfull way, as 
I have already done by a violent and reall paflion, but

Shee debated with her lelf for fome time 
upon the refolution that (he (hould take up, but at 
the laft hearkening to the advice of her >f aides, my 
Father and my felf ( if I may fo fay ) but more then 
all to the belief which (he had, that fuch a perfon as 
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Cdfar could never break his promife given to a Prin 
cefs,intheprefenceof fix witneffes, who would all 
waves be ready to convince him of unfaithfuJnefs 
before the Gods and men. iii cafe he Hiould violate 
Jus faith. In hne, cither upon good reafon orthrouoh 
waknefsihe was per! watied to comply with his de- 
fires ; So that C^r raking her by the hand, after that 
he had invoked theGods to be wicnefe of his *£ 
ons, protefted openly that he received her a s his Wife 
and that he would never acknowledge any orher all 
which proteflations he fealed with -^ ^ * 
publickly gave her in our pretence, and fo to hold vou 
no longer mtufpence, the company withdrew when 
they thought their prudence was no longer neceffarv 
and C^yemaining alone with the Queen, m,& 
himfelf poffeffor of that admirable beautie Which 
was envied and adored by all the Princes of A fa 
Good Gods cried Ttnd*^ with a profound figh, 
who are the So veraign Judges of our Deftin.es, wha

He faid no more but 
thefe few words which he uttered very pamonatly 
with his eyes lifted up to the heavens, and loon after 
EtcocWe continued on his difcourle.

Fter that fatall day, which I know 
not whether I may call happy or 
unfortunate, the great C&far, and 
beautifuH Cleopatra 9 lived toge? 
ther very dclicioufly and comfor- 
tably 5 for although this marriage 
was kept fecret, and no body knew 
of it but the company before mentioned, and that in 
the day-time they feemed as Grange, kept the fame 
diftance, and obierved the fame Ceremonie as for^

Ctfar left Alexandria , notwithlianding the tears 
and intreaties of Cleopatra, who was unwilling to 
loie his company, he comforted her with promiles of 
a publick Declaration of his Marriage and calling 
her to Rome, which he aflured her that he would per- 
form aiToon as he had eftablifhed himfeif in the of- 
fice of Per petu all Dictator, which hee hoped would 
not be long after his arrivall there. It was about this 
time that (he began to perceive her felf with child and 
therefore (he acquainted Ct/Ar therewith before his 
departure, that (he might engage him the better to 
be mindfull of his promifes, with the remembrance 
of the Pawn he had left behind him. Cafar depar- 
ted for Sjria^ and Cleopatra remained in Sgypt where 
(he governed her people with lb much Mildne/s, Pru- , 
dence, and Policie, that (he gained the affections, e- 
{teem, and admiration of every body : She was much 
troubled for the abfence of C afar y although thenewes 
of his great victories and fuccefs did not a little con- 
iblateher,forhewasno (boner gone, but (he heard 
how he had beaten Phamaces in a fct Battelland had 
in a few hours time put an end to that warre, which 
many thought would have kept him employed fome 
years ; (he undcrftood afterwards how he had over- 
come Cato y Scipo y and the King Jub* m Si cilia, 
with admirable fortune and had {lain fifty thottfand 
of thsir men without the lofs of fiftie of his own, 
and that after all his fuccefs, he was gone to Rome^znd 
was received there three times in triumph this newes 
gave a little divertiicment to the languifhing (pints 
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x>f Cleopatra efpecially when SeTleaW he75?widi 
theWief,thatfuchaman as Qafar was, could ne- 
ver be capable of unfaithfulnefs ; but by this time (he 
was no longer able to conceal her great belly and 
therefore declared openly to her fubjedfc her mar- 
riage, which untiJl that time was kept fecrec • the 
people inftead of diflike, which (hee feared ' ex 
preffed a great deale of joy upon hearing the 
news, and were big with cxpeflation of the birth 
of a famous King, fuch a one as might bee 
expected from (o great perfoiiages as C*f*r and 
Ueopatra ; the Queen was delivered in Alexandria 
notIongafterCe/ rf /-c:imeto^«;-f, ofa fon worthy 
oftheFather and Mother, and all thofe hopes and 
expectations that every bodie conceived of him : 
there was never feen any thing more beautiful! , 
the Alirologers who enquired into the time of his 
birth,foundh»mtobe attended with all the advan- 
"^"m^bedefired- in the l,ke occaficn and 
this Chtld was in a(hort time the admiration and 
delight of all that beheld him but becaufe he could 
not (hew thofe eflfcts of his vertue in his in Fancy 
which he did after that he came to full years, I (hill 
for the prefent leave thatdifcourle, he was called 
C«/iri«f bythegenerall confcnt of all, and thon°h 
there was little difference between his and his Fa- 
thers name, yet every body thought there might be 
Idle between the quality and greatnefs of his adi- 
ons: the Queen was very cartfuJl to fee him well 
educated and therefore fent to get all forts of fa- 
mous Mafters in all Arts and Sciences (from all 
parts of the worId)in which he ought to be in/h-iided 
as loon as he was capable j and although I was al- 
^ 3 together 
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together unworthy of fb great an honour, and that 
without doubt (he might have have found amohgft 
the Sgypians a more fit and able man for his Go- 
vernor, yet it was her plea lure to make choice of 
mefattneinftanceofmy Father, who by reafon of 
his age defired to be excufed) for lb great an imploy- 
menc: during this time the Queens thoughts were fo 
much perplex'd for that (he fa w no good effect of the 
fair promifes of great Ccfar, that the joy to lee her fair 
Son was not fuffiaent tocureherofher penfivenefle 
and deep melancholy ; (he heard a while after, how 
that he had wholy debated the fbns of Tom^ey^tA 
had put an end to that Wat, and after all had ettab- 
lifhed his foveraignty at Rome, and thereby given a, 
Mate to that proud City, the Miftris of fo many 
Kings and Countries! It was at this time, that (he 
moS hoped that he would have been mindfull of 
his promiie, and indeed Cafar by his many letters 
toher,didconfirmehcr in that hope, and cloathed 
his delays with many fpecious pretexts and diigui- 
fes : the Queen remained (atisfied with this carriage, 
untill fhe faw a whole year paflfed over without any 
preparation to a performance, at which time (lie loft 
all patience, and began to complain of his infidelity : 
yet before die would openly procJame her paffion, 
ihercfolvedtodifpatch away to Rome, Apoll'doru* 
my Father, to Cxfar, for to awaken him, and truly 
flic inclined to fend him before any body elfe, not 
only becaufe he was moft faithfull to her intercft, 
but becaufe 'twas in his pretence that Ge/V had 
elpoufed her, fo thai he could with greater freedome 
reproach him for the violation of his promife: my 
Fathers voyage was altogether ineffectual!, Ofr 
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earefled lum, curteoufly received and entertained him, 
gave him rich prelents and fair language but yet 
prefled the fame reafons to him as he had ufuafly 
done, and made ufe of in his letters to the Queen 
wh}ch were, that his Empire ought to be more fixed* 
and fetled, before he could accomplifh his promife • 
butas yet m the condition as he then was, io the in- 
fancy of a Monarchic which was as it were trem- 
bling, he durft not attempt to doe any thing that 
might difpleafe the Senate or People, who at that 
time were fufhciently vexed by reafon of the new 
yoakthathehadimpofcdon them: Cleopatra flat- 
tered her fclf with many hopes for a Jong time groun- 
ded on thefe fpecious excufes, but when (he had in' 
vain expected the performance of his promi/cs, (he 
gave her felfthe liberty openly to ! reproach him for 
breach of his engagement, which poffibly m ioh c 
have concluded in iome tragicall revenue had (hee 
not foon after heard, that the Heavens had revcno e d 
her quarrell, by the murther of Ctfar in full Se- 
nate, who was there maflacred by four and twenty 
ofhismoft confident friends and acquaintance > fhe 
neverthelefle heard this news with abundance of for- 
row, which might have occafioncd defperate cffc&s 
had not the M ingratitude of Csfar mitigated her 
paflion : for ihe heard that he had not long before his 
death adopted the Otttvius his Nephew for h.; s 
(on, who at prefent bears the name of great V<W- 

J j u ^ and P o{]fe{rem his place and authority 
and chat he had made him his heir, without fo much 
as mentioning his fon C*/ario» t or p^tra; ih s 
lali knowledge which the Qjceh received of he 
contempt or her ungratcfull f po ufc, &d not onely 
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dry up her tears, but Co far enraged her againft him, 
thatftiefecmedmuchtorejoyce in his death, whofe 
loffe (he a little before Co much deplored • yet the re- 
{entmenc which fhe had againft the Father, was not 
extended to the fon, but (he endeavoured to educate 
him in the fame way, as fhe would have done in cafe 
his Father had been living, and continued faithfull to 
her ; and remembring that (he had him by one of the 
moft great and famous men that ever lived in the 
world, notwithstanding his perfidioufnefs to her. fhe 
Was much delghted to fee engraved on his counte- 
nance, the macks of fo great a birth 5 flie defigned for 
hmithe crown of- Egypt, and notwithftanding the 
many inrtanccs of the Egyptian, who perfwaded her 
to marrv,for that they faw the race of the ^Ptolomies to 
be extinct (he facished them fb well with her anfwers 
and good Government, that they were contented that 
{he (hoi) id remain a WidoWjbut alas how happy had 
theQueea been if (he had remained firm in that re- 
solution ? fhe had then avoided thofe famous misfor- 
tunes which have occafioned Co much difcourfe the 
whole world over (he had then prevented the piety & 
tears of thofe her moft cruell enemies, who lamen- 
ted her la ft miferies, together with the fad cataftro- 
phe of her life: you know very well my Lord, how 
that within a very few years after the death of Ju- 
lius C*fa r > CM. Antony, that unfbrrunacc *Antoiiy, 
I may well call him fo (having divided the Empire 
of the world with the young G*/*r, afterwards cal- 
led Aumftus, and having with him revenged the 
death oftheir moft noble Predeceffor, by the over- 
throw of his murtherers, and by that lamentable 
Tiiumvirate which produced fuch hideous effects at 
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Rome) going into Ocilte for to make War a°ainft 
the/Ww,fummonedthe Queen Cleopatra for to 
appear before him, now becaufe irie could by no 
means defend her felf againft fo great a power, by 
the advice of her friends, (he went to meet him in 
her famous Galley, the Poup whereof was of pure 
Gold, the fayls of Purple, and the oars of Silver a c 
companied with that proud equipage which gave 
occafion of difcourfe to all the world for iome 
time after ; you have heard fufhciently of the man- 
ner of their meeting, an d how that ****** 
wasnofoonet furprifed with the magnificence of the 
Queen, but within a ftiort time after, he became a 
llave to her beauty. \Antony was much inferior to 
t*J*r, and therefore the Queen feemed much to 
condefcend when (he gave her feJf to him : But if anv 
bodymight^retendtofucceed Gc/ir, there was no 
man more deferving than he, for that his olorv at 
that time, was not ecclipfed by Augufl m ffyc^ s 
caufeC/^^yeelded her felf up fo him and ^ 
fpeak truly, the love which Antony bore her was ex 
ceeding great, fo that for her fake, he flighted the" 
fncndfhip of young Ge/ir and his Sifter Ottavia 
who a while before he had married at Rome, and in 
™e leaving both publick and private intereft, mar- 
ried her in Alexandria. I am not ignorant how tha<- 
the Romans, who are conftant enemies of the me- 
mory of this Queen; have not onely difbwned this 
match, as well as the former, and have not ceafed 
to wound her in her reputation, after that by their 
cruelty (he left the world .-but I can bear witnefs of 
wftat I have feen, notwithftanding their inhumane 
carriage :for the marriage of M. Antony with the 

Queen 
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Queen Cleopatra waspublikely Celebrated, although 
it was accompanied with many bad augurcs, which 
their misfortunes afterwards largely confirmed s all 
which I believe are fb well known to you, that I 
need not to mention them jefpecially fince I have fa 
large a difcourfc yec to make. In the firftvear of their 
Marriage, the Queen was delivered ot two Chil- 
dren Twins, the Son was- named Alexander, and 
the Daughter Cleopatra, there was never feen any 
thing more beautifull thanthefe children, and I be- 
lieve their beauties occasioned the mine of their Fami- 
lie ? by drawing on Antony the choler and fury of 
the Cods for offending them, by giving theft children 
the names of jipollo and Diana at ieverall publick 
meetings, at which times he cau fed them to wear the 
fame habits m which thofeGods were ufually Pain- 
ted, and the fame honours to be given them, which 
were properly due to thole Deities. I have not feen 
them fince their eighth or ninth year, but I can aflure 
you that at that time they both drew the eyes and 
admiration of all that knew them, and every one 
thought that the beauty of the young Cleopatra, 
would not onely equall that of the Queen her Mo- 
ther, but if it were poflible, excel 1 not onely hers, but 
every beauty living befides. Here Ttridate interrupted 
Eteockle, and told him, that thoic that had conceived 
fo great hopes of the young Cleopatra, had not failed 
in their judgements, for, faid he, I have feen her fince 
at Rome, during my abode there with the Empcrour, 
and I was of opinion as well as all the Roman people 
befides, that (he was the moft fair piece of Natures 
worknanQiip that could poffihly be beheld; (he con- 
tinues now in the Emprefles Court, and is by her fo

he did cither for the love he bore to the Queen, or for 
the honour which he was willing to give to deceafed 
Cafar ; He gave to this young Prince the title of King 
of Kings and to his Mother that of Queen of Kings, 
and that fhe might not enjoy a bare title onely,he gave 
her the Kingdomesof Egypt -Cypres, Syria, and lower 
Syria; to young Alexander, he gave ^Armenia and 
tjlt?di<*, as alio the Countries of Parthes, as foonas 
he had conquered it ; he gave to young Cleopatra, 
LjbU and CHicia, and to young Ptofamte, Syria and 
Pte7«**;having made this large Gift, he lent his De- 
cree to Rome for to be confirmed, although it hapned 
that the then Confuls, Socius andlJomittHS, the fame 
which you made mention of in your difcourfe, did 
ibon fupprefs it : I doubt not but you are well ac- 
quainted with the warres which he carried on with 
great fuccefs againft feverall Nations and Princes, 
whilft they lived together, as alio with the manner of 
his leading captive to Alexandria, the King Arta- 
bafm with his Children, and how he caufed his head 
to be fhortly after chopped off by the commande- 
ment of Cleopatra, which ftory I have heard you re- 
cites you have alfo heard of his feverall voyages to 
Rome > where he alwayes oppoled the Senate when as 
they advifed him to cafhiere Cleopatra, and how that 
not long after he enraged Align fins againft him, by 
carting off his Sifter Ottavia, who, before he had 
married. To conclude, open War was declared be- 
tween thefe two Matters of the Univerfe, there was 
never greater forces that onpofed each other, and eve- 
ry body was much interfiled in the event of that war 
which would undoubtedly give one onely Maftcr to

the whole Empire ; you have heard I believe not one- 
ly the beginning, but the profecution of this famous 
Warre,andhowthatin feverall rancounters fortune 
feemed to favour both the one and the other party, 
tmtillthe battell of AtttHm, whereafter a hoc and 
doubtfull difpute, Angnflm remained Conquerour. 
Themiferable Amot.y was betrayed as well by for- 
tune as his love, for though the v^ueen had manife- 
sted an extraordinary courage upon all occafions, yet 
theterrourof thMore confliel where fhe aflifted ia 
perfon, made her to fly, being accompanied with tatty 
fayle of Ships; Amorous Antom ftayed not long 
behind her, but chofe rather to lofe both the battell 
and Empire than her dear company. You know what 
followed how that this defeat fo much encouraged 
their enemies, and d (heartened their friends that they 
wereforfaken by all, and in a very ftiort time after 
befieged by Angelas in ^Ab x a dna 5 you have alfo 
heard oi the lamentable erTe&s which a miftake one- 
ly oceafioned amongft them, as that when Cleopatra 
caufed a report to be fp read abroad of her death, that 
fo fhe might cure CM.Amow of an unjuft fufpicion 
which he had of her, that defpairing Prince put an 
end to his own dayes you have in like manner heard 
how that Augufttts Cafar, when he had reduced A- 
lexandria to his obedience, came to viftt and comfort 
the Queen, by putting her in hopes of civill u&ge, 
although that couragious Princefs fcorned liis fa- 
vours, and chofe racher to follow the fame fate with 
her dear Antony, by fuf&ring her felf to be ftung to 
death by an Afpikc, than to expofe her felf to thedan- 
gerand lhame of a Roman triumph; after which, 
affoonas Angufttts Cafir had quieted Egypt, and

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X&Qornelitts Cjallus Governourat Alexandria, he 
returned to f B^me i carrying with him die young Prin. 
ces Alexander and Ptolomie, and die young Princels 
Cleopatr^ tht children of Antony and GleobAtr*. 
Thusyouhavein few words the fad defttoy of this 
unfortunateWHiceandQueeii,but what became of 
the young Prince G«/^-aw, I am confident you haw 
not heard, but have believed with many others ac 
Rome, that AHguftmc*xxfc& him to be killed: It k 
truefaid Tiridkte, that I alwayes thought as you have 
faid, having oftentimes heard that C<e/ar when he 
took ^/bra^ri^advifed with his friends what was 
meet to be done with Qtjarion, and was told by a 
certain Philofopher, one Arrms (a fellow in great 
credit with him ) that many Ca/ars was not good nor 
fafe, alluding to a certain vcrfe in Homer; where- 
upon Augtiflm fearing left hee might one day difpute 
with him about his Fathers fucceflion and Empitf, 
thought it convenient to difpatch him out of the 
world, which as they report was done accordingly. 
So the report hath been, replied to Steoctye, and v* 
have perchance been very happy that it hath been fo 
much credited, for otherwife he might have been pur. 
fuedand perfecuted even in thote places where he 
hath found ftielter, but I (hall acquaint you with the 
truth of the bufinefle, notwithstanding any danger 
that pay happen, for I know very well, that I can 
doe my Prince no mifchief in difcovcring his condition 
to a Prince as vertuous as hirnfelf, and jmuft tdl 
you.thaclhavefpentfb much time in the Story of 
his Mother, the better to make way for his own.

•confide over-much in her favours, and fufcr then), 
fclves to be blinded with deceitfull profperities. The 
pomp and pride of Jfomp was fo great, that I 
think it drew on him the choler'of the Gods, for they 
who had (ken a while before fo many Kings proftrate 
at their feet, taking from fomc their Crowns, and 
froni others their heap's, as the unfortunate Antho. 
^ King of thtjwes, and the unhappy Artabafiu 
King of Armenia, f aw themfelves reduced to their 
Iaft Town, where they every hour expc&ed their defti- 
me, and where within a few dayes after they were 
conftraincd to be their own executioners, which Clec. 
patra for an increafe of her mifcries could hot obtain 
but by Artifice and fubt^tie. We went out otesf/tx- 
andrta at the fame time that Ottavim Cafar wa« en- 
camped on the other fide of the Town, within fight 
of the walls, and had we flayed but a very little lon- 
ger, we had: not foeafily cfcaped thence. The young 

Prince 
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Prince was necefficated to endure the hardfhip of that 
tedious journey on horfe-back, but he had pretty well 
learned that leflbn by reafbn of his morning cxercifes 
in the manage, and the great delight which he took 
in hunting, all which was of great advantage to us 
m our defign ; for certainly our toyl that night other- 
wife had been enough to difcouragc any man of a 
more nice or tender conftitution. Towards t{ie morn- 
ing we made fome ftay at a Village two or three 
leagues from Alexandria, where wee repofed the 
Prince, and fed our horfes, about three hours after 
we mounted on horfeback , for to continue on our 
journey, but we had not gone farre, before I percei- 
ved that the Princes horfe with divers others of our 
company, wen', very lame, but not dreaming of any 
trcacheriejatthefirft imputed the lamenefs to the 
extraordinary haft we made on them the night before- 
we thought to havp njade ufe ofthofe that were 
Jound, but being unwilling to lofe or leflen the num- 
ber of our attendants, we went on flowly that whole 
day, untill we came to a certain Village not farre 
diftant from the other where we refted the morning 
and by that time we got thither, our horfes were 
fcarceableto ftand on their leggs, fo that we were 
enforced to ftay there that whole night. We fait im- 
mcdiatly for Smiths,and having caufed them to view 
our horles, they fuddenly returned us anfwer, that they 
had been pricked in ftiooing, and as foon as the Nailes 
that had wounded them were drawn forth, they were 
much eafed, yet not fo well, but that they would re- 
quite the reft of that night to fit them for the next 
dayes journy. I began then to lufpe& that we were 
fofcrved on purpofe, that our voyage might bcrctar-

m* with grief, anger and aftomfhment, J could fcarce 
give credit to my own ears, and indeed, I was fo fur- 
prtfed,that I was not capable of reafon or judge- 
ment : in the firft place I detefted the treafon of fi. 
don^M then on my knees thanked the Gods for 
the miraculous difcovery of his cjehgn, and to craye 
the continuance of their affiftance oFniy intention to 
A6tfortfwfafetyof the young Prtaccj yet I muft 
confeflelknewnotwellon a fudden what to doe, 
andof all fides I faw fo many difficulties, that I 
had little hopes of good fucceft.

mine quite through his body, which made him fud- 
denly fall down upon the fands arid vomit up 
his fpirit with his blood. After this execution I haft- 
nedup after the Prince, as faft as I was able, but 
when I came to the top of ahtil, I looked back and 
elpiedafquadronof the %man Cavalrie, which I 
imagined to be the fame thai %odon had expected; 
this tight made me to fpur oti until 1 1 overtook my 
company. I acquainted Nctndet in his ear that %3- 
don wasdead, but withal! that the enemies were at 
hand, and therefore advifed him to take with him the 
Prince, and two of airmen; and make alt the hafl 
they could into the Forrcft of Agria, and gee into 
the moft thick part of it, and there txpe& to hear 
from me towards the Evening ; I doe not doubt but I 
(hall foamufe our enemies, that they (hall have no 
mind to follow after you, if the heavens wilt 
be pleafed to favour my intentions; if you dee not fee 
me towards the evening, goe en witlvyour journey in 
the night, and let the Gods take you into their pro- 
tection.

kept the fonof Radon all this while with us, althouoh 
he would willingly have followed the Prince : He was 
about the fame age and flature with the Prince, as I 
nave told you ; this young man was much terrified 
at thefightof^/his deaths Icame to him, and ta- 
king him by the arm, fliewedhim the Romans who 
were very neer us- We are all dead men, faid I, if wee 
doe not delude the %*mam by telling them that you 
are the Prince Ctfarion, this fubtilty may fave your 
*^ f ^J* you for the fon of C*/ar, they 
will be fatisficd in carrying you Prifoner to their Em- 
perour, therefore as you tender our lives and your 
own,favour this feigned pretention; This young youth 
who was much terrified with the thoughts ofdeath 
cafily d,fpofed himfdf to follow the Stall counfell 
whichlhadgtvenhim,butlhad fcarfc done fpeak- 
^wheiiastheT^^jcamc fo neer us, that they 
dividedtheir companie, that fo they might by en- 
compaffitig us prevent our flight : I was by this 
urnc fcnfible of the danger I was in, and indeed I had 
lorelcen it, but the Gods are my witnefs, that I could 
nave Hasardedmy Jife without any regret for the fafe- 
JLuoW^ and therefore' I had no other 
*W«**» few I might pro<ea him > at a fign 
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which I gave, we all diraiounted, and on our knee* 
environed the fon of ll^don, who oncly remained in 
his faddle, the %gm(tnt who were comming furiaifly 
towards us, /eeing u$ in this fuppliant pofture, were 
commanded to Forbear difcharging dt us, by their 
prmci pall Officer, but aflbon as I could be heard a- 
mongft them, I cried out, Whofoever you are, if wee 
have deferved your anger revenge your fclves on us, 
but fave I pray you the fon of great Cafar, facrificc us 
to your choler if we have offended you, but fpare us 
we befeech you the life of our Prince . This fubmif- 
five fpeech and pofture, made the Romans forbear to 
(hike us, but it proved fatall to the young foh of %o- 
Jmj for the Captain of the Ttywans riding up to him, 
faid, we will fpate your lives, but we muS take it from 
the fon of C<tfar y and its him onely that we fcek ; 
afloon as he had fo faid, he thruft our young Gentle- 
man with his (word through his body, juft as he was 
opening his mouth, it may be to tell him that he 
was not the young Captr. I cannot think on the de- 
flinie of the young man without fome remorce for my

About twd 
touts after our remits had left us, we arrived at 
the forreft of tAgria, where we were no foorie'r corite 
fcut wcmecwlth a marl whom Ncmdtr had placed 
togiveimelfigence to the Prince 6 f our cornniin^l 
«ndmcteed had they riot thought on this fobtttty 
we might have fought long enough ere we could have 
found the Prmce in that great and thick Forteft. 
Good ^ro* how much was I lejoyced when I faw 
agammjrdcarPrince, what words did I ipeak, and 
fcow many tears did I filed; when I came to imbrace 
him,whofefafccyafewhdurs before I fo juflly fuf- 
pcftedrwhatfatisfacllon think you I received after 
his afte£ionateembraririgs, when Weander acquain- 
ted nae how much he was troubled for my abfcntf 
and how^that as foon as he undcrfldod the true 
»oundof it from Neander (whom heprefled fohard 
that he durft not conceal it from him) he would have 
returned back afcer us to hinder us from endange- 
ring our lives for the fafetife of his; this noble at- 
tempt, which Meander by force prevented, confir- 
med mem thegreat opinion whichl had ofhismafr 
nammous f P ir ^ fo that after I had exprcfled my 
refentments of his goodheffc, whilft he continue^ 
thanking us with tears in hiseves, for the good ofl&c' 
vVe had done him, very- much deploring the difaftef 
ot^wfonjcaufedhimtomounton horfe back, 
and quit the Forrefl for to continue on our voyage. 
Ihope you will excufe me my Lord.if I forget fome 
particular paffages of fmall importance^ whilftl 
haflen to that which yet remains behind, and is of 
greateft contequence. Within few days after we weril 
&onebehifld-thc^^ Territories, arid tiicn pa& 
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fingovcr the deferts of Nubia y we came in ikfetv 
into Ethiopia , never flaying untill wc arrived at 
tMeroe, the capitall City of that Country and the 
place where that mighty King did ufuaily rcfide. Qu c 
young Prince endured the hardship of a long tedious 
and fatigious journy, with an admirable courage 
and refolution, arid was one of the tuft that would 
folJicite me to be going when wc made any flay co 
repofeourfelves in thofe Towns wc paffed by Wc 
called him by a flrange name, left the news of his 
efcapefhouidhave bin carried to his enemies who 
might for ought we knew have found more tray, 
tors in Ethiopia than in Egypt i we call him by the 
name oi Cleomrdef^ with an intention to have him 
paifc for no other amongft the Ethiopians excep. 
ting fome others who of neceffitie were to be ac- 
quainted with the truth. Why flhould I detain you 
any longer with unneceffary and impertinent diC 
courfes, we arrived at laft at Meroe, whether we had 
tent Neander a few daies before to acquaint the 
King of our comming, and to excufe 'the preffing ne* 
ccfltcy of our flight and cntring into his territories 
without his fpeciall licence. The King i of Ethiopia 
who in my opinion was one of rhe beft and moft 
jufl in the worlds hated the Tyraiiny of the Ro± 
mans, had in great veneration the, rikfne of Qtieen 
Cleopatra, exprcfled much joy to lihdcrftand the 
co 5 fi dence that fo great a Queen had of his worth, 
and therupon diipofed himfelf to entertain the Prince 
her Son, with the fame care and tendexnefs as if he 
had been his own* hee had received him in 
gwatftatcand magnificence, had not Nea»<Lr.&& 
fwaded him from i^for the caufes before expicffed, 
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whereupon he reived to receive w$ in his, Cabinet, 
where we had fpeciail audience, in the company of 
thofcperfonagesonelyinwhomthe King thought he 
might beft confide : the magnificence of his palace, 
and his glorious attendance,, might poflibly have 
aftouifttfd any other but thoie who came ftem i\\c 
Court of OttpAtrd, where was mote poc^p and 
fumptuoufncfstobcfcci^thinin any other place of 
the world, and yet I may tell you, that we faw (q 
much, that at the fitft we were much furpr;i(ed> for 
I believe that you know wettthat: Gold is very^plen* 
tiftiH in that Gountry, ia that men of lpw ranck 
doe oftentimes imploy: it to femte life* but J (hall 
fpend no more time on this fubjeft, buvonely tell 
you, that asthe Ma jedy of this great King drew ©uf

Sl^d.eefc, which the conization ofSI 
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bracing him with much tendcrncfs, I doc fee you and 
receive you with joy, laid he, O Son of great Cdfir 
and fleopatra, and the Memory of your Father and 
Mother is fo dear to me, that you may not onely ex- 
pect from me thofe offices which you might have had 
fromthem,bucbeaffurcdthatI will protect you ;o 
mylaftmanagainftall enemies whatfoever. In this 
fort was my Prince received by the King of Ethiopia, 
who at the. fame time appointed him an Apart- 
ment in his own Palace, and ordered him his atten- 
dance, by which wc perceived that he intended to en- 
tertain him as his own Son : the Kings com- 
mands were fo pun&ually obeyed, that in a Very 
(hort time we faw our felves in as good a condition at 
Meroe, as we were awhile before at Alexandria ; 
The Prince had a great number of Officers , and a gal- 
lant equipage, and for all things fo well accommoda- 
ted as if he were the Son of a great Prince in his own 
houie ; his true name wasonely known tothft King, 
and thofe of his fecret counfell, but amongft ail other 
company he parted by the name of Qeomidon, a 
Prince that was onely of kin to Chop itra, and an 
ally to the Kin* of Ethiopia. At this place Tir/date 
interrupted Stfockle, Although 1 have been ignorant, 
(aid he, of the deftinie of Ctfarion, yet fure I aril, 
that I have heard of Cleomidon, and although I have 
lived farre from him, yet not onely his name, but 
his famous actions have been reported to me; Its true 
replied Eteockle , that my Prince hath under that 
name donemany famous exploits, and I doubt not 
but the reputation of them hath been carried as farre 
as to you, but I (hall acquaint you with the whole 
matter in due time. You know that the people of £- 
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thiopiaatc generally black, but their Kings having 
been obliged to marry into their neighbouring Princes 
families, have for the moft part loft that black tin- 
cture which continues on all others of the fame Coui-u 
try; the late King was born of a fair woman, and was 
himfelf but very little fwarthy, and the Queen his 
Spouicwhohadbeenavery beautifull Princefle, and 
dyed about a year before wee came into the 
Country, had born him one onely Daughter, who 
was not onely fair, but for he* beauty was the wonder 
not onely of that Country, but of the greatcft pare 
of the world ; It was the fair PrincefTe Candace, the 
fame which you have faved from drowning, and is 
now at this prefent lodged in your houie. 

It is for to come to the narrative of her life with that 
of my Prince, that I have in my opinion necelTanly 
troubled you with this PrologomenaQt Introduction, 
and its on this fubje£t that I am now to enlarge my 
(elf, that fo you may know diftin&ly and ac large all 
that which hath hapned to thefe great perioiugcs. 
ThePrincefs Coxdacey/as about ten or eleven years 
old when we arived firll in Sthiopia t and we had not 
lived there above a year ere that my Prince gave up 
himfelf as one conquered with her beauty, and loft 
for her a precious liberty, which had been hard for 
him to defend againft the admirable perfections of 
that Princefle; this paflion whereivith his mind was 
wholly taken up, was in on; refpect very ncceffary, 
for that it banifbed a great grief which a while before 
he conceived upon hearing the newes of the deplo- 
rable end of Cleopatra, and the lamentabJe fail of

*o have kept him out of his grave, had not the powers 
of Caxdace operated more cfficacioufly on him than 
our perfwafions , I may cruly fay that it was a matter 
of great difficulty for a Prince that was born of V*- 
lim C&far and Clcopktra, and a Prince that was then 
entringintoan Age that made him capable of the 
fweet imprcffions of Jove , to refill ib powerfull a 
force, and although Cafanon in the beginning endea- 
voured to prcferve his freedome, yet thofe attempts 
were of no other ufc than to difcover to him his 
weaknefs and fo to make him to yield up himfelf 
with a greater fubmiflion to the power of a M tiler 
which created him by fo much the more rigidly by 
how much he endeavoured to refift his ftrength fc£ 
my own part, I could nor difapprove the beginning of 
this Pafhon: but oil the contrary, as foon as I was ac- 
quainted wjth it, I rather encouraged the Prince to 
proceed, than by contrary Arguments to diflwade him 
from it :I multconfc/s I had the honour to be re- 
fpec-tedbyhim for he looked on me n*t oncJy as one 
who had i been his Governor from his infancic but 
as one who had fa ved his Jife, with the great hazard of 
my own: he opened his whole heart to me as foon as 
he was fmitte,, by that powerfull God, and upon 
the whole defired my counfeil and affifancc ; and in- 
deed he found me willing and ready to give him all 
that he could defire from me. Father, iaid he, at the 
firft prickings of his love, Me thinks I am as it were 
iweetlv hck, and yet my torments are fufficicntiy cru- 
ell Ifeem to feel within me that fame fire which I 
have fo often heard my Mother and you difcourfe 

lllr « m d th ^ {t W i ,J make as § rcac an im- 
piehiononme,asitdidonthe unfortunate M.An. 
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*w*p. <G Qods> faid he, how beautifully and how 
lovely is the Princefs Candxce } and how difiicul c is it 
for one to lee her, and not be in love with her ? Hce 
accompanied thefe words with many fighes, which I 
neither would nor could condemn ; and in this fort he 
continued day after day, untillhe was as k were all 
in a Fire,and wholly given up to his Paffion.I will not 
trouble you with the relation of all the difcourfe I 
had With him feverall times on that fubjedt, the 
* length of it would be too tedious, neither wiJII fpend 
time in relating all the paffages that hapned during 
the infancie of the : Prince and Princefs, for that I in- 
tend to haften to that which palled during their riper 
age, and yet fbme things I cannot conceal, for that t 
conceive them worthy your hearing. The fair Prin- 
cefs of Ethiopia was born with all the advantages of 
Heaven and Nature -..the beauty of her body, which 1 
beteve you have well oblerved, is not to be compa* 
red to that of her mind. In her very infancie (he had 
fuch an extraordinary livcJinefs, accompanied with 
fuchawonderfull folidity, and a judgement fo farrc 
above her fex, and a grcatnefs of courage worthy to 
be taken notice of by the moft noble and generous 
perfbns. Shee hath given fo many teflimonies of what 
I have faid, that before I have ended my Difcourlr, 
you will be of the fame opinion > but before I come 
to the retitall of them, I mutt fpend fome time. on 
thofe accidents which preceded them. The divine 
qualities of this Princefs oecafioncd my Prince r.oc 
onely to love her, but tcfpe& her, fo that he continued 
his fighs a long time before he durft difcover his Paffc. 
©li j and although thegreatnefs of his Birth, and the 
merit of his Perfon, might juftly have emboldened 
. , M 4 him 
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him to attempt any thing; and although the tender a°e 
of the Princefs, who was about four or five ycafs 
younger than himfelf, might have in part difperfed his 
fears, yet he looked on her with fo refpedtfull an eye, 
that he durft not make life of any of thefe advantages' 
he faw her every day with greater freedom than any 
other Prince in the Court of EthhptA, and the King 
who entertained him farre different from ftranaers, 
gave him a more free and familiar accefs to the prin- 
cefs his Daughter: Shee alwayes defired his company 
when fhe was at play, and although my prince had a 
foltfitie farre exceeding his age, yet the complacencie 
for the Princefs made her iports to feem very impor- 
tant and ferious ; he would oftentimes wait upon her 
. when (lie was walking abroad, but carried himfelf fo 
refpcdfall towards her, that from all hefgoodnefs 
and freedom, he got no advantage, nor durft^difcovcr 
his thoughts other wife than by profound fighes, fied- 
faft looks, and paflionate actions. The Princefs was 
not fo innocenc, but that fhe began to difcem and 
diftinguifh acls of civilitiefrom thofe that are foun- 
ded on other mocives, and as (he had an apprehenfion 
moftad'nirableconfideringherage, fb fhe foori per- 
ceived in the Prince, that which his mouth durft not 
declare unto her. C&farion for his rare parts was by 
this time become the admiration, and delight of all 
the Ethiopian Court, and was fo well perfected in 
thofe Sciences and exercifes which he began to learn 
in Egypt, that every one looked on him as an extraor- 
dinary perfon, and yet I muft tell you he met with a 
Youth at CWeroe about his age, that was not inferi- 
ourto him excepting in hts birth. If I were not now 
relating the Hiftoryofmy Prince, this young Gentle- 

man 
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man would deferve a particular Narrative by its felf 
for to fpeak plainly, I cannot bereave him of that ho-' 
nour which his enemies themfelves doe fay that he 
deferred.. Aniongft a great number of fervants 
wherewith the Pnnceffes Court was filled, there were 
many that were wholly dedicated to her fervice who 
never flirred from her, but only when womens atten- 
dance was onely neceffary 5 they were alwayes in a 
retainers to receive her commands, and their o re «eft 
fludie was to divert her; they were for the moft part 
noble by birth, and the King made choice of diem a- 
mongftthemoflaccomplifhedin his Countrev a. 
mong whom the young Eritamams appeared with 
wonfofulladvantages for although he was the for* 
of a granger, who for fome years paft had lived in E. 
ttoeppbthit his Gentilitie was difficult to prove 
yet the rare qualities wherewith he was endowed 
rnade the King to waive all other confiderations' 
I may truly fay that I never faw a morecomplea 
Oentleman, either for outward or inward perfeclt- 
ons ,h.s flature was comly.his countenance fweet 
and amiable, and yet grave, his eyes were full of li ve . 
luiefs and vivacity, but in his air Port, mind and a- 
«ion, there appeared fomething, too high and nobic 
forfoobfeurea birth; his ipirit was as* lofty as ,he 
reft for although he would comply with, and fubmit 
to thofe who might lawfully chalienge fuperiority o- 
ver hun,yet he woulJ never yeeld to any who by rca- 
lon of their birch, or other advancement would 
pctendtocommand him, and in truth he lived with 
tjscompan.ons, as if hce hatTbeen their mafl« 
and although there were divers amongfl then 
that were of the nobkft of the £/%;,» Families, 
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yet he regarded none more than another, excepting 
thole who excelled in vercue. It was onciy before the 
Princefs that he oblerved his diftancc, and when any 
thing was to be done for her, he would feldome per- 
mit atiy to doe it but himfelf. This young Gentleman 
was much about the age of C*f*rh*> but yet hated 
him for that which in other* he fo much commended, 
Ibefieve a naturall Antipathy of Spirits contributed 
much ro this ayerdon; but he had bendes many other 
motives to incite him to hate the Prnce, which carried 
him on to thofe Adts which are Worthy the recitall, 
and which will oblige me to make a more particular 
relation of them, than the quality of the perfon doth 
require. My Prince went one day into the Garden by 
the Palace, for to meet with the Princefs, who at that 
time was gone thither, where walking through an al- 
ly he met with Britomarm, who held a Poley in his 
hand, which he had made , with an intent to give it 
tothePrincefsjaffoonasmyPrincefaw it, he had a 
mind to give her that Prefent himfelf,& therfbre iky* 
inohim t Britom*rHs, faid hey, give me that Nofegay, 
that I may prefent it to the Princefs; My Lord,replyed 
BritomareX have made it cxprefty for that purpofe,& 
if you pleale to permit me I wil carry it to her my (elf; 
you may make another for that purpofc, if you think 
good,rcplicd the Prince, but you (Kail fuffef me to de- 
liver chat to tier, alluring you that I wi! acquaint her 
that it comes from you..Brit<rmari duttt not tierufe that 
which the prince defired from him.knowing Well. how 
much he was in the Kings fi vour, but yet he yeelded 
to him with fuch an action as did fufficiently manifefc 
his repugnancy. C*p* r '*on in (tead of being angry a* his 
carriage, was much taken with his courage, aid for

my knees (aid he according to your commandement, 
but the Gods muli excufe me if I tell you that you 
are the chiefeft deity that I (hall adore fo long as I 
live -, having fo faid he looked down, the Princefs 
bluflied, perceiving well the drift or his diicourfe, and 
knowing well that his conftant carriage towards her 
had alwaies confirmed the truth of what he had faid : 
yetfhewould feem not to unefcrftand his meaning, 
but the blood in her face iiifficiently mariifetted her 
thoughts, and the confufion that (he was in hindrei 
her from replying : the Prince gaining courage from 
her filence was willing to proceed in his diicourfe : if 
yon reject my adorations and fcrvices , you will 
not imitate the example of thole Gods to whom you 
have commanded me to .direct my prayers, and I 
may lately affirme to you in their preience , that 
thofe relentments which I have for you doe not give 
way to the reverence which we owe to them- Give 
me leave Madam to make this declaration in their 
own Temple : I mult confefs my boldnefs is too great, 
and my pretentions too high, for to expect a pardon 
from a leffer goodnefs than yours, therefore have I 
covered them a whole year in filence, and never at- 
tempted to difcovcr them unto yen , but when it 
was impoflible for me toconccalethem . if you find 
any thing in them that may deferve your cenliire I 
finall not endeavour to excule it, and I will allege 
nothing for my juftification, but the violence you

faid (he, that you have interrupted my devotions for 
noother end than to entertain me with a difcourfe 
founpleafingtome, and you will much fatisfy me 
ifyou will hence-forwacd -feck (bme>ot her diicourfe:' 
If I have difplcaied you replyed the Prince, I yyill 
patiently fubmit to any punifhment that you ftall 
pleafe to inflict on me ; and if it hach biirmy misfor- 
tune to merit your anger, for difcovering to you my 
thoughts, which arc full of veneration and'reipedt, 
I (hall not think any thing unjuft or too rigorous for 
to expiate the crime that I have committed: Its not 
proper for me replyed the Princefs, to inflict punifh- 
ments on a Prince of your quality, I can onely com- 
plain to you of thedifcourtefy you doc me, in troub- 
ling me with fuch diicourfe as I neither underftand 
nor approve of.- (he uttered thefe words with fo cold 
an- action as immedjacly filcnced the Prince, and 
therefore receiving into his heart the difpleafure which 
the^anger of the Princefs had given him, he retired 
with (b fad and mournfull a countenance, as put 
him almofi out of knowledge. His grief might have 
mcreafed had I not (upon the hearing of the relation 
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of his adventure ) given him Tome comfort, By telling 
him, that he could not well cxpc& a more favourable 
anlwer from a Princefs, who never heard the like dif- 
courfe. the Prince was hereupon much. encouraged, 
andrefolvcdnotto iccoyl upon the firft dcnyalf of

doubt had ended the combat, with both their lives, 
which untill that time had been managed with e- 
quall advantage, if we had not fortunately found 
them, time enough to prevent fuch amifchief. Their 
fudain departure made us to fuipe& fomewhat, al- 
though the mad rafhnefs of Britomare was far from 
our thoughts, but I having alwaies my eyes upon the 
Prince, and care for him, could not be iatisfied with 
the ground of his departure, but took a hoife, and in 
the company of divers Gentlemen rode after him 5 
we arrived there as I told you in the nick of time, 
for to feparate the two young Combatants, and we 
found them in fuch a condition, as our comming 
was of abfolute neceflity. As foon as my Prince faw 
us,hefighedfor grief to be interrupted, and fearing 
left fome difpleafore might be given to Britomare, 
be put himfeif before him in a poffure to defend him. 
Aflbon as he perceived me in the head of the Compa- 
pany, My Father faid he, if you love my life, take care 
that Britomare be not injured ; Its I, that have af- 
faultedhim, and inforced him to defend himfeif, I 
am refolved to dye rather than fuffer him to reccieve 
any harm : I will defend my life as well as I am 
able my felf, faid the furious young man, without 
being obliged to you for it, after I have attempred 
what I could againft yours. Thefe Noble and ge- 
nerous fpeeches made us to admire them, and in the 
mean time, taking care for the preservation of Bri- 
toman according to the Princes dcfircjwe difinounted 
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from our horfes in hafte, and run to the two Com- 
batants, juft as they feJl down through weaknelson 
the&rafs. I caught up my Prince in my Arms, wet- 
ting his cheeks with my tears : but when I put him 
onhorfeback, and mounted my felf behind for to 
fupport him, he defired that they would doc the fame 
for Britomarc, and being not contented with that 
care of him, he made me unlight, and commanded 
Neandcr to fupply my place, to the end that I 
might goe to the King and beg pardon for the pre- 
emption of &•/>*»**?*, and acquaint him that un- 
Jefshe wouldgrantit,he would never look him a- 
gain in the face. I had with much importunity and 
intreaty procured his pardon from the Km«* (who 
vv as refolved to punifh him feverely) yet upon this 
condition, that he (hould depart the Country, affoon 
as heftiould be recovered of his wounds, and never 
prefume to return again. By this time my Prince was 
conducted into the Town, and put into his Bed 
where his wounds were foon fearched by the Chi-: 
rurgians, who found that they were no way dan,' 
gerous, and that the lofle of much blood had oc- 
cafipned his greateft indifpofition ; when they had 
applied their remedies, and bound up his wounds 
they ordered him reft and filence untill the day fol- 
lowing; in the mean time the report of his«enerc(i- 
ty was fpread over ail the Town andCouncry.and the 
report which Britomare himfelf made to his friends 
of the noble and free carriage of the Prince filled 
all the Court with admiration. I was very much re- 
joycedto hear him every where commended, and I 
was ibon freed of the fear and difcontent which his 
Wounds had occafioned in me, when I considered 
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the noblenefs of his carriage and the roapifeftapon of 
his great courage in this his firft encounter. I could

This firft (laughter gave opportunitie, to Qtfarim to 
put on a Cafque which Eteockje brought him, and 
he who bore the Lyons took up a fword in the place 
of the broken piece which he had in his hand : Thefe 
two famous warders were no (boner armed, but 
they joyned with the Prince of Manrttwie, and 
with their firft blows (lew and wounded divers of 
thcmtCafariorxhvc the head of one of them in pieces, 
and the other Champion who bore the Lyons, 
ran another of them through the body, TiridateohCet- 
ving this action caught up a Cafque and anEfcuchron, 
and then mounted the horfe of one whom the Prince 
of {JMmritanie had newly (lain, and came in to the 
fuccour of the above mentioned Princes, Eteockje 
and the Page of the Prince of Mauritanic did the 
like, fo that the Queen with her maid remained the 
onely Spectators of the Combat. It was a prodigi- 
ous thing to fee how gallantly men that were tired 
and wounded did behave themfelves, infomuch that 
their enemies (notwithstanding their great numbers) 
began already to defpair of the victory, Tiridate 
(although he was but half armed) layed two of them 
at his feet, znd y EteockJe beftirred himfelf notably for 
to aflift and fave his Princes but whilft thefe four 
Champions were thus engaged, the chief of their 
enemies 1'a!u> through fear kept (bmediftancc off 
from hisCompamcand contented himfelf with ani- 
mating 
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mating them with his voice) chanced to look on the 
fair Queen o£ Ethiopia, who with her cys and tears 
beheld the danger of her beft beloved: he no fooner 
faw her , bu t he knew her, and therefore cryed out in 
this fort, Good Gods, haw doe you reftore that m- 
gitnre creature whom I loft with fo much danger of 
my life -, and at the fame time, commanding one of 
his fervants that was attending on him to follow 
him, he ran to her, even as (he was thinking how to 
avoid him, and with the help of his Companion pla- 
ced her on hi* Saddle, and, notwithflanding all her 
ftruglinc; and driving, carried her away with great 
fwiftncfs .- his fervant might have bin much troubled 
to bring away £toia, had not her defire to follow 
the fortune of her miftreffc hindred her from making 
any refiftance; but alas / how was Cafarion perplexed 
when he be held his Princefs in the power of her 
raviflier, and crying unto him for help • all the power 
andftrength of his enemies, could not hinder him 
ftom following her, he having killed him that oppo- 
fed his defign, but for an increase of bad fortune, his 
horfe fell down dead under him being much woun- 
ded in the Combat, and incommoded: him (6 much 
with the fall, that it was a long time ere he could 
gee his leggs out of the (Vamps, and indeed he had bin 
Killed at the fame time by his enemies, had not that 
Champion who bore the Lyons, with whom he had 
before forely contested, defended him, who forget- 
ting the caufc which he had to hate him, killed tnVc 
who aflaulted hiru, and laid hold of the rains of the 
bridle of one of them, juft as Eteockje was unJi«iued 
to help his Prince, recover your (elf peomtdon f a id 
he, and receive this relief from thy moflcruell cuemv 
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enemy, yec fuch a one as will not come behind you 
for noblenefs. The fon of Cufar at another time 
would not have received fiiccors from one who de- 
clared himfelf his enemy, without declaring his 
thoughts, or fecking an opportunity of requital!; 
but at that time his thoughts wereib wholy employ- 
ed on the lofs of his Queen who had appeared and 
Was vanifhed out of his fight like lightning, that he 
could not throughly confider the noble carriage oif 
his enemy, onely he took the horfe that he offered 
him and mounted him with extraordinary ability 
considering the wounds he had then received. I 
know not,faid he, who thou art, who whilfi thou 
declareft thy felf my enemy, thou doefl performe the 
office of a dear friend, but I proteft unto thee how 
great an enemy fqever thou art, I will be alwaies rea- 
dy to adventure that life for thee which thou haft 
fogeneroufly defended j having fo faicl, and bein° 
fcated in his Saddle, and finding no enemies to op- 
pofahim he fet fpurs to his horfe, and haftened tp 
overtake that man who was run away with his 
Vfmccfs;Eteock/c minding nothing fo much as his 
Princes interett, «ot on horfe back, and made fo great 
hafte after him that he foon overtook him, by this 
time the Prince of Mmriume and Tiridtte had fo 
ill treated the remainder of their enemies, that they 
cjuite defpaired of the victory, and affoon as that 
valiant defender of C*I*™n had joyned his force 
With theirs, they beftirred themfeires fo well that 
they killed rhe whole Company of Rogues, excepting 
three who faved themfelves by flight, thofe valiant 
Champions would not voqeh/afe to put themfelves 
to the trouble of following them, and when they 
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were left alone together they admiredth7vafcu77.r 
each other.- The noble flranger going to the plf 
of U^4»«,you even now did me, faidhe VJ^ 
great difcurtefie, butyouhave f wce fo' noblv a ffiS 
me aganfl thofe enemies, who intended onelvmi ™?

laid he, continuing on his difcourfe; O Gods, what 
have I loft this fatall day ? and what is this lofTe that 
I can by no means recover. Having fo faid, he was like 
to have fallen from his horfe , by reafon of his weak- 
ncfle, had not Tirtdate, who fuddenly ran unto him, 
fupported him, as al(b the Prince oli-Mauritam who 
expreffed his fbrrow for the ill office he had done him, 
and how much he interested himfelf in his bad for- 
tune. During this difcourie, Tiridate who conceived 
that a longer fearch would be to no purpofe, condu- 
cted them towards his own houfe, keeping himfelf 
alwayes neer the brave (granger who had loft 1 o much 
blood, and received fo many wounds, that he had 
fcarce Grength, left him for to keep him in • the laddie. 
They loon arrived at the houfe of Tiridate, where 
the lervants took the fame care for thefe Grangers, as 
if they had been their own Matters, they were lodged 
in two feverall Chambers ( the houfe being fpacious 
enough to lodge them commodioufly) their wounds 
were immediady drefled, which were found not to be 
dangerous, efpecially thofe of the Prince of Mauri- 
tame, who had oncly a thruG in the brawn of his left 
arm, and a (light touch on his fide ; but thofe of the 
noble Granger were more in number and greater, but 
thcChirurgion who was Tiridate his fervant, and ve- 
ry expert dn his Art, allured them of a perfect cure 
of them* all: within a veryfhort time. The Gran- 
ger was not. much rejoyced at this promife, and hce 
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feemed to be fo deeply affliclcd, infomuch that thofe 
who attended on him, did more fear the ill confe- 
rence of his fadnefs than his wounds. He was no 
iooner Jayd in his bed, but he faw a young man come 
m *°™sf;h amber, whom he knew to be his Pao e 
Who had fought after him the greateG part of the day! 
andatthelaftfortunatelycameto enquire for newes 
or rum at the fame houfe. The Granger was fome- 
nt comforted wM ^^ and cal- 
ling him to his bed fide;hc defired all ot&r company 
to retire. Ttridate had received two flight wounds 
one in his right hand, and the other on his head, but 
they were fofmall, that he would not keep his beet 
but having applied remedies unto them, his chiefeft 
care was to ferve his guefts for whom he had a won- 
dertullefleemj towards the Evening he underflood 
that the Prince of CMauritanie was in a condition to 
re f CIVC . a vifit, and therfore he went into his Chamber 
where he was moft civilly received by that Prince, and 
then after many courteous expreffions, Tiridate feaced 
himfelf by his bed fide, but before they entred into 
any other difcourfe, the Prince ofMauritavie remem- 
bnng what the other had told him awhile before, you 
told me, faid he, that I was better knojwn to you 
than I imagined jlpray be plcafed to doe me the fa- 
vour to acquaint me what knowledge you have of me 
and how you came by it. I underflood it, replied TU 
"**'', from fomedifcourfe which fell from you be- 
fore the comming of that valiant Granger with whom 
you fought ,• I heard you fpeak much of the Princefs 
Cleqttta and Tiber itu, fo that by what I have heard 
at «jme concerning you, I preiently conceived that 
you were die Prince of Mauritania but although I 
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hadhadabareconjc&ureofitonciy, yctthe fight of 
your countenance, together with thole noble Actions 
which I have feen, hath ftrongly confirmed me in my 
opinion.

Its true, lam 
the unfortunat Prince of ^J^iauritanie^ whole diiafler 
I fuppofc you have heard, if you have lived any time 
at %ome > but finceyour countenance doth (hew you 
to be ibmewhat more than your equipage, I pray let 
me know to whom lam fo much indebted, and who 
it is that I have fo much trailed. If I valued my life, 
I have not leflecaufe to conceal my name than your 
felf, but my condition is fuch at this time, that al- 
though I had left confidence in you than I have, yet I 
fhould not flick to tell you that I am Tiridate, the 
ion of Orodtus, and brother ofPhraattss King of the 
*?xrt^/, pcrfecuted by fortune and my friends, and 
from my mfancie enforced to goe a begging from one 
Court to another for the prefer vation of my life. At 
this difcourfe the Prince of Mauritania rasing him- 
felf up in his bed, and faluting him with more refpedfc 
than formerly ; Your name/aid he,is not unknownfto 
me, and (incc your departure from %sp* 9 I have 
beard fo much concerning you, as doth very well a- 
gree with the knowledge that I have fince had of your 
perfon and vertue > I am hot at all lorry that I am fo 
much engaged to a Prince of your birth, and am very 

glad 
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Jad that I have fouhd fo much caufe orZS^L 
iria Prince thatlmuch honoured before I W^f

There is no neceflitic for, it replied the 
Prince of Mauritania although by what you have 
(aid our curiofity is augmented, we were to blame 
ifwefhoulddefireofhim,that which it may beat 
this time would trouble him to grant, when it (hall 
come from his own motion, we (hall joyfully em- 
brace it, and in the mean time we will content our 
felves with the knowledge we have of him, from 
thofe many marks of greatnefs which doe difcover 
themfelves in his per(bn,and by that which we have 
feenhimdoeinour Company.- having fo faid they 
difmifTed the Page, and a while after 7 iridatc bid: 
his gueft good night, and left him to his rcpofc, and 
went himfelf to his own bed, where he found the 
fame reft which he ordinarily had in it. 

The end of the fourth Book., 4ttd the firft part of 
Cleopatra. 
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:Ever had Love fo large a field for 
* to mew its ftrength, as at this 
time in Tyridate his houfe, whither 
he with his two illuftriotis guefts* 
were retired; and indeed through- 
out its whole Empire it could .not have found 
more noble vaflalls or fitter fubjefts to Tyran- 
nize over. The Princes oiMatiritame and P/ir- 
thia, together with the brave Granger, ftghed 
at the fame time for three different objects ; and 
as it may be there Were none in the world more 
deferring their fighes, fo would it be difficult 
to finde amongft all mortalls then living, three 
foules fo capable of the imprefllons of Love. 
How dark and bliride foever the night was , 
what rare fires did it fee kindled in that poor 
place of retreat > and had they but had the fa- 
culty of enlightning as well as inflaming they 
would have made it a bright day. The^ brave 
ftranger having fpent much of his fpirits by rea~ 
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fon of his many wounfis, feenied in part to allay 
that paflion which his Love and Greif irifpir'a 
into him ; Tyridate fcarce feeling his, had the li- 
berty to exercife his thoughts on the condition 
of his Love and Fortune; and though the Prince 
of Mauritania was fomewhat more wounded, 
yet he could not refrain from fad thouehts,nor 
think upon the recovering of the health of his 
body, whilft his minde was fo cruelly tormen- 
ted : All thofe things which might renew his 
difpleafures were reprefented fo frcftily to his 
memory, and after that he had fallen into a 
Dream, with the consideration of all that had 
hajpnedto him during the whole courfe of his 
life, he began to be much perplexed with grief 
and difpair , when he considered the ingrati- 
tude of Cleopatra Oh what lamentations did 
he utter that night with his mouth 9 and what 
fighes did he powre out of his breft I fo that the 
darkenefs fuited well with the condition of 
hisfpirityand theblackeft (haddowes were dea- 
rer to him than the moft pleafant and brighteft 
light, for he no longer loved the light of the 
day , when he had loft thofe fair lights of his 
hopes, which formerly had fo much enlightned 
his foul , he found fome eafe in an obfcurity 
conformable to that of his minde, which made 
him to bury himfelf wholly in the fadnefs 
of his thoughts : And indeed he gave up him- 
felf fo much to melancholy, that hee took 
little or no reft ; and the day appeared ere that 
by refting his body he could give one houres in- 
tervall to the troubles of his minde. Hee no 
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fooner perceived the light at his chamber win- 
dow, but faluthig it with fotne fighes , How 
importunate is this light cryed hee, and how 
durft thou redouble the difpleafures of a mifera- 
Weman which an eternal! night mould long 
iince have covered over ; all the objefts wKitf 
thou reprefenteft to my view doe make tiie tall 
to minde worfe thoughts than thofe of the moft 
cruell death 5 and I cannot breath in the air, 
fee the fun , or look on the Heavens which 
are common to me with Cleopatra, without 
thinking on her change. Oh how much better 
and glorious had it, been for me to have been de- 
prived of thy light for ever, aftiidft thofe occa- 
iions which thou haft taken to endlighren my 
glory in the performance of fome afts worthy 
the remembrance, than to preferve it fo fatally 
for to fee my felf fubmitted to the injuftice of 
my bad fortune, and for to fee it may be the un- 
gratefull C/eapatra between the Armes of the 
fobtill Tyberius. Between the Amies of Tjberi* 
ns fajd he prefent ly after •, Ah fonne of %L, 
baniih all thoughts of that kind out of thy 
minde, and confider a little thy courage which 
hath -never as yet forfaken thee 5 thou diddeft 
begin thy life with the loffe of % patents and 
Empire?,together with the glory of thy Family, 
all Which thou faWeft , as fo6n is thou waft 
■born, expofcd to the ignominie of a Roman 
Triumph; fince that thou haft been ettcompa£. 
fed with danger and torments,both of body and 
lwinde^ which had been enough to have deftroy* 
edaii ordinary patience, and thou (halt now 
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e nd thy dayes in defbair, but in fuch a defpair 
as will not blemim thy reputation, and by 
-which thou fhalt not be teen to degenerate nei- 
ther from thy Roman education nor from thy 
illuftrious birth; If thou muftdie, as without 
doubt thou muft if thy hopes are dead, thou 
(halt caufe thofetofaHwith thee who haveha- 
ftened thy death, pr at leaft thou (halt follow 
that example which the King thy father left 
thee, who fought ft)* that reft from the point of 
the fwonl, which he would not lookeforelfe- 
where,after the lofs of his honour,and the fell of 
hisenemie. Hee had without doubt continued 
on his difcourfe, had not nis fervant, who over- 
heard his fighes and paflionate ezpreffions, gon 
to him and asked him how he did : If it be the 
health ofmy bocly you enquire after, fay'd he, 
I am too well, and am much troubled that my 
body is not in a condition bad enough for to be 
conformable to the temper of my minde. His 
fervant was about to reply,when as he heard one 
of the fervants of Tyridate knocking at the 
chamber door, who was fent from his mafter to 
enquire after the Prince his helth, and to know 
if in giving him a vifite hee mould not incom- 
mode him. EmiliHiy by the command of his 
mafter, returned him a very civill anfwer,& pre- 
fently after he was gone, the Prince Tyridate 
came into the chamber where the, Prince of 
Mamitane was lodged , and going to his bed 
fide^ he bad him good morrow. The Maaritam 
Prince received Tyridate with great acknow* 
ledgements and affeftion, and after their firft 
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rations, having delired him to fit by his beds- 
fide, I mould bee extremely obliged unto you 
(aid he, for the care that you have taken for my 
life , if it was not in fuch a condition that all 
things are hatefull to me which tend to its pre- 
fervation, and yet neverthelefs I am fo much 
engaged to you tor your good intention , that 
I doe freely offer to ferve you with that for 
which you have exprefled fo much goodhefs 
fo farre as my love and greif will permit mee. 
Your life is too glorious, and of too high an 
efteem replied Tyridate for to negleft any thing 
that may conduce to its prefervation,and I have 
heard fo much of it, that I cannot but highly 
prize it, and am confident that there are few 
men living that are not of the fame opinion 
with me, although there are but few (as I con- 
ceive) that doe know all the particulars of your 
love to the Princefs Cleopatra. I have onely 
heard that which hath been noyfed abroad 
throughout the Roman Empire : but I know 
not enough to fatisfie the defire I have to bee 
particularly informed of your condition , I 
know not whether you may excufe my curiofi- 
ty.I can do it,faid he,interrupting him5 & lam 
very ready to give you compleat fatisfa&ion 
to all that you defire , being refolved to hide 
nothing from you, after the receipt of fo many 
favours and good offices, and the knowledge 
which I have of your vertue. Its true, you may 
have heard fomewhat of my life which hath 
been too well known , but its impoffible that 
you fhould know the naoft important paflages, 
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for thatitmiift be either from my fclf or £•« 
mttita who is acquainted with the whole car- 
riage of bufineflfes, that you can be informed of 
them. It (hall be then from Emilias , if you fo 
pleafe that I will receive that fatisfaftion faid 
Tyrtdate, as well becaufe I have underftoodby 
him tjiat you have flept little this night, and 
therefore it will bee neeeflary that you mould 
reft your felf fome part of this day, as alfo 
tor that he may give me a more large accompt, 
and it may bee a truer one , of thofe aftions 
which you your felf out of modefty may feek 
to abridge or difguife. I have done nothing re- 
ply d the Pnnce,but that which the greateft mo- 
defty, may permit men to relate ; but fince you 
will give greater credit to Emilia than my felf, 
Iihall be very willing that he mould content 
you,by giving you a true accompt of all the par- 
ticular accidents of my life,without any referve. 
After this leave, Tyridate having thanked the 
Prince, went out of the chamber, and took 
with him Emilitts, for that hee defired to leave 
his mailer at his reft that morning, for to make 
reparations for his watchines the night be- 
fore. ' . ° ° ■ 

But before he would fuffer him to enter up- 
on <his intended difcourfc, he went to vifit the 
brave ftranger, for whom he took as great care 
as tor the Prince ofMt*mame y having feen fo 
many markes of greatnefs in him, that hee 
cauld not look upon him but with refpeft and 
cfteetxi i but meeting at his chamber door his

The Htfiory of the Prince Coriolan and. 
the Prince fs Cleopatra. 

^JPHere was never any man that did begin his 
J^life with fogreat a caufe of forrow, as my 
Mafter,and it may be Fortune neve* (hewed her 
fclFTo varioufly during fofhort a time as hee 
hath now lived ; yet I may fafely fay that my 
Rafter hath gotten nothing by her propitiouA 
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nefs,but hath rather loft all by her averfenefs; 
for before he was born (he bereaved him of 
hisCrownes, Parents, and Liberty , and hath 
fince affiled him with greater difpleafures than 
thole lofles could occafion , and at what time 
foever fhe hath feemed to favour him , (he hath 
been alwaycs inforced thereunto by his vermes 
he was born without any Eftate , although 
he was the lawfull and undoubted Heir of two 
great Kingdomes,and he was born a Vaffall,al- 
thoughhe was Son to a free and mighty Prince 
in Africa; he no fooner beheld the light, but he 
faW his (hame, and he began his life in fuch a 
fort, which to prevent, Cleopatra killed her 
felf,and he had unqueftionably imitated her ex- 
ample, if he had been of an age that might have 
made him capable of the fcme underftand- 
ing. 

* ,J he S reat Kin S J"**9 whofe memory is 
fufficiently famous amongft all men , was 
the fcle Soveraign of the two Mauritania, 
and had kept himfelf in fuch a condition as 
made him terrible to all the neighbouring 
Territories, for that he was the greateft Mo- 
narch in Africa, had he not mined himfelf by 
joyning with an unfoitunate Party, and had 
not Fortune caft him down upon the approach i 
of him for whom the Empire of the World 
wasreferved; his Dominions were of a larfle 
circuit 5 his Court was ftately and magnifi- 
cent, and the authority which he had gained 
over his neighbours by reafon of his force and 
ftrength , made him the abfolute Soveraign 
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of that third part of the WorldnfTthij elol 
nous and peaceable condition he lived ami 
maintained himfelf, when as after the defeat of 
rie great and unfortunate Pompey, his fcattered 
Troops fled into Africa for fhelter, under the 
command of Scipio and Cato. The King 1uba s 
who either reverenced the memory ofthac 

C^M joyned himfelf with his enemies, and 
with his recruits made thofe fcattered Forces 
a very formidable Army : With thisftrength 
they all three oppofed the Conqueror of &e 
World and by that meanes they not onely 
flopped the courfe of his Viftories , but by 
11 -a TJ* 1 ^ f d yantages which they gained 
againft him in the beginning of this Wal they

'^^r^Z™?^ Univerfe/infomuch 
thatm defpignt of all the ftrength of Africa] 
they gave him the compleat Viftory. The 
lime Juba and his companions loft there for- 

fJlv,c°f an u n ,T no, . ,th f ? lace > a ndfawthem- 
felves fo wholly ruined* tliat they had no hopes 

ever to make head again. And indeed tlfey 
looked for no other deliverance by any other 
meanes than death , and although they might 

have 
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have expend a better deftiny from the del 
mencie of Ctfar , yet they chofe rather to die, 
than toexpoiethemfelxes to the mercy of the 
Conqueror, Sctpio killed himfelf with his 
own fword in the field* Catoy when he faw 
himfelf blocked up in Vum % killed himfelf in 
like manner; and although there were f©me 
who attempted to fave his life notwithffend* 
ing his wounds , yet he found out a Way to 
deceive them by tearing his bowels. The King 
of Mmrttmy retreated wjth his remaining 
Troops to one of his neereft Townes , where 
after fome endeavours to encourage Jib di£ 
heartned ,fouldiers, and perceiving that he was 
piirfued by the Vi&orious Army, he prepared 
himfelf for death. For this purpose, having 
made a ftately Feaft for one Pctrew a Roman 
Captain , who had been of his Party , and 
was then a companion in his misfortune , at 
the end of which , looking on Petreim with a 
countenance which manifefted his dellre to die, 
VctreittS) faid he, let us die whilft we are free 
men , for if we defer our death any longer, we 
(hall not be able to avoid that Oiame which 
our enemies are preparing for us ; for a, mark 
of thy affe&ion, Idefirc nothing but to dye 
by thy hand, and in the condition whereun- 
to I am now reduced, I cannot demand a 
greater or dearer affurance of it : Pierce this 
breaft, faid he, (hewing him his bare ftomack, 
and ftrike this heart which hath fo unfortu- 
nately preferred its felf againft the "Roman 
force, and let that King fall by thy fricadiy 
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hand, whofe courage all the ftr^th that The 
tommftcm make,carm 0t allay. He accompa- 
medthisdjfcourfe with fo many paffionate and 
prei&ig exprefllons, that /W«; could bvno 
meanesdeme him that which heedefired from 
& ? ut , r ? nhlm trough with his fword, the 
King looking earneftly upon him, without 
committing any aft beneath that greatnefs of he 
courage, gyp, having feen him g?v e „X 
Ghoft,turned the point of die fame fword to his 
own breaft and falling on it with the might of 
his body foon expired at his feet ; thus in the 
conelufion of the feaft was the bloud Royal! 
powred out, and this was the deftiny of that 
great Kmg, who was of fo noble a„/g ene ™ s

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that he was not fcnfiblc of the (hame which hee 
fuffered. His Mother did run long furvive the 
infamy which ftie underwent, yet he wanted not 
friends to take care for his breeding and educa- 
cation, for Cdfiv-hlmCelf being touched with 
compaflion for the deftiny of his Father and 
Mother, gave order that he (hould be bred up at 
Rome in the quality of the fonof a King, and 
took fo particular a care for him, that hee could 
have fcarfe expefted a better education if his 
friends had continued in their wonted greatnes 
and profperity : I may ad further, and that tru- 
ly, that the lofsofhis Dominions was in part 
^repaired with the good entertainement he met 
with ztRome : during his childhood Cdfar cau- 
fed him to be brought often times unto him,and 
obferving with his beauty fo much of Majefty, 
he had fo great an affe&ion for him, that he de- 
clared openly, that if the little lubx (for that 
name they gave him at his bith) did anfwer 
thofeJiopeswhichhehadofhinij he would re- 
ftore him his Fathers Crowns and pofleflions; he 
wasverycarefull to breed him up in the Roman 
inclinations, and indevored to wipe off-all that 
favagenefs which his African, blood might 
prompt him to, and the better to ftrengthen 
hisaffe&ions to the Republick , hecaufedhim 
to be called by a Roman name ; and becaufe 
he was brought up amongftthe Family of the 
Martins , which were illuftrious Patricti 9 from 
which that famous Coriolan> fo much renown- 
ed for his valour, formerly defcended, he or- 
dered that this Prince (hould be called by the 
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fame name , and by thjTm^^cSflhe 
name of J*&, wh, c h feemed fomewhat bar! 
barous, and favoured of difaffeftion to the 
Repubhck : And indeed the affeftion and 

rt t ° fdw ?f eat D ^ator had not been 
bounded here, if he had not loft that Prote- 
aor, or indeed, Father, before he attained to 
his fourth year, at which time he could onely 
fancie great hopes of him. But the greate& 
man that ever lived was murthered inlheSe- 
nate,even by thofe who had flared of hisboun- 
ty, and a 1 Ae Wor d became intereffedin "he 

with the edge of his fword, yet held it in a 
fweet and peaceable fubje&ion\ '

digious effeSs of that horrible TriumyfrM 
3*# ***** ftreets of ourCity toTn v ? h 
the bloud of i«Citi*en S , and thofe remarka- 
ble 
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ble difputes which happened betvyeeri M.-An- 
tony) and Ottavitt* Cafar , the young Prince 
grew up at Rome^ even to the admiration of 
every body. There vyaS never any young man 
that handled his Amies with fuch a grace as 
himfelf. There was never any one hcardoi, 
who attained fuch aperfe&ion in all forts of 
exerciies in fo (hort a time ; he had fo great 
an inclination to the Sciences* that there are 
few nten now to be found who hive greater 
knowledge* either of the motions of the Stars, 
or any other kinde of Philofbphyj even that fa-« 
mous Oratbur * who by the cruel command of 
M*Antonj loft his life in the heat of the Trium- 
virat* did (carce excell him in Eloquence. The 
endowments of his body equalled thofe of his 
minde, and thoffi ancient Patricians who found 
fomany patterns ofvertue in the Roman Di- 
fcipline, had heard nothing famous of the Fa~ 
bricii) Camilla or Scipfos, which to their great 
aftonifhment they did not fee appear in the ani- 
ons biCoriolan. Befideshis naturall propenii- 
on to great things* he always (hewed a horrour 
for oppreflion and irijuftice* and they could 
not dilcover in him more contempt of dangers, 
or more love to glory and honour, than com- 
pafllon for the misfortunes of any body , and 
readinefs to quit his own particular intereft 
for the eafe ef thofe who y vere m mifery. I 
have heard him many a time Calthough he Was 
not above 12. or 1^. years old) earrieftly dc* 
fire thole who had the tuition of him, to con- 
dud him into that famous war that rvas then 
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carriied on by thofe two Matters of the Em- 
pire, the unfortnnate Antony , and Ottaviw Cd~ 
jaryftnee called AHguftns : He would vex and 
grieve when he heard of any famous exploit, 
tor that he had not been personally prefentat 
it. Thofe reall marks of greatnefs gaihed him 
the heart of Angnftm as well as of eveVy body 
befides , fo that if his firft inclinations for him 
had not been traverfed "with other interefts, 
and fome other accidents which happened af- 
terwards , he coiild^ not have expe&ed lefs fa- 
vour or protection from him, than from the 
great Julius his Predecef&r. 

The intentions of the Emperor were favour- 
ed by all the Nobility of Rome, and the excel- 
lent inclinations of this young Prince , his 
ivveet, noble, and obliging difpefition* even to 
the hazard of his neereft interefts* his affable* 
converfation & behaviour* together with thofe 
other advantages -Which he had by his good 
mind and gracefull deportment mall his afti*- 
ons , made every ; vertuous man to love %nd 
refpeft him. In all their publfck meetings anct 
(hews * he fo demeaned himfelf* that even the 
Senate* as well as all the fpe&ators befides* ad- 
mired him • and when he was not above 14. 
years old he always won the prizes at all forts 
ofexercifes* He was about r£. years of age 
When Cafar came in Triumph to Rmt after the 
deplorable defeat given toM Antbny and C/<r- 
opatra. by means of -which he remained the 
fole Mafter of the Univerfe. It was upon that 
occalion that my Prince appeared in admirable 
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glory amongft others who went forth to meet 
the Emperour : All thofe who then (awhini 
in a fuit of cloaths > which with its richnefs 
did in fome meafure fet off the advantages t>f 
his haturall beauty 9 mounted On a /brood 
Horfe, which he managed with a wonaerfull 
grace and addrefs,and in the head of a Troop of 
yOungGentlenieh about his age, declared open- 
ly y that he was not only worthy to command 
them, but that he would one day merit a greater 
fortune than his Fathers Dominions 5 and* the 
JEmperour himfelf -j hotwithftahdkig the 'glow" 
rious condition that he then was in , as fboit 
as he faw him, made a flop for to imbrace h,hir, 
and (pake more in his commendation than the 
modefty of the Prince could fuffer nlrii-Vo 
hear. This was one of the moft magnificent 
Triumphs that ever Rome faWj and all^tfie 
pomp in the World feemedto be puttogetfter 
to cdmpleat the glory of one man? however! 
will hot trouble you with,, a particular defclfp* 
tiqjtf of it^ becaulel know you have heard OftP 
ciently of it elfevvhere^but flial only tel yotytHafc 
the greateft beauty of it appeared the third 4 da^r 
The i.firft days Ctfar triumphed fordiveri'V^ 
ft ones obtained over feveral barbarousNationk 
and for the battel of ^tf/w*, but the laft daylw^J 
for [Egypt and Cleopatra. I (hall (peak ridtfcinl 
of the incredible- riches > or the prodMloV 
number of Captiyes with which it was' 1 ! 
part made up, for, my eyes, as well 1 as ^oPV- 
very body bef^jfe yvere moft fixed bit a^ftate^ 
\% Chariot jVvhe^e. was placed the* Wage 
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ofCleopMtrM piftured to the life ; She vvas re- 
prcfented in the iaroe pofture as (he was in 
when me died, which was holding out her 
Arm to an AQv and dying with his mortal 
Hinging : The countenance of the C^een was 
foil oTMajefty » and that fad facade drew 
tears of companion from the eyes of all the 
company : But aithe light of that Image mo- 
ved every body to pity* fo the child*** of 
AthoBj and Ch$patH 9 which were living 3 
and fate at the feet of the Effigies of their Mo- 
theft did not produce left effects : The young 
Ak*toitr> and the Pfincefs Cleepxtra his Si- 
fter, who yvere about 10. years old, iate to- 
gether, and oneftep higher fatetheir Brother 
Ptotamj,*vhQYYM one year younger. There 
Was never ftcn any thing more beautifull than 
thole illuftrious Captives. All the people of 
Rome had their eys fixed on them> and they 
themftlve* were not fo young but they were 
fenfible of their condition * and ji»nifeffe4 it 
fuftciejitly by their Countenances. Alexin 
and Clipmtd were attired in the fame habit? 
of Apulia ztidDitM, vvhich Antony out of a* 
fboltth vanity hadcaufed them to • wear; and 
if the condition they were then in had not de- 
stroyed the belief, e\ery body had taken diem 
in that drefs for thofe Deities vvhich they re- 
prefentedi thofe Rays wherewith the h«*4of 
ihe little tlhprtra was invirofted, (eemed ra- 
ther to come from her eysi tbattaiiy other otn~ 
ward adornment \ and it fhamc arid modefty 
bad not made her to look for the moft part on 
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the ground, (he vvbuld hate caft out morefeir 
lightnings than thofe of that Goddefs whofe 
ihape/ftie had taken. M, Anwy was a beau* 
tifuil Prince , and . therefore if, could not he 
othci^viftexpecied but that the children yyhich % 
he had on tU fair Cleopatra^ muft be exceed- 
ingly well formed. The Princefs. refembled 
them both , but for furfafled either, of thcni>; 
She had a mouth and countenance much Ukc 
her Mother^ but a more fair and xlelicate^oni* 
plexion ; her eys were blue, yet full jo£fty<pejt-. 
hefsand Majeftyj her hair was much w^rtc* 
than her Mothers, and yet -'blacker than her 
Fathers. , It was then difficult to judge of her 
neck or ftature ; but fince, we have teen both,

fa&ory to a manfo judicious as Marce tins. At the 
laft he was enforced to open his mind unto him, 
and one night as they lay in bed together (which 
oftentimes hapnid ) Marcellus having preffed 
him earoeftly ■ on that fuhjecV and protcfted un- 
to feim that he could not be capable of any foth- 
fa~Sion fo long a* he faw him io melancholy, & 
was ignorant :of the caufe of it,the Prince after a 
deep figh told him; Brother faid he (for fo they 
ufqally called each other)the Gods are my vvk- 
neffes, that it's the amity which is between us 
v, vhich inakfi&me to declarcthat to you, which 
l]had refqlyed fco hide from you as long as I 
five, and it's that which you might have ealily 
cprijeftured without conftraining me to make 
you fo unpteifing a difcourfe. Gould you be* 
^eve that I can fee my. felf traverfed in apafsi- 
gnrwhereon my whole Yite depends,, by a 
Friend who is as dear unto me as my own felf, 
without a mortal I difpleafure* andyoulihight 
well judge that I cbuld hot diftuibyojur con- 
tentment withouta very fenfible grief,or neglefi 
the care of lay *>wn repojfe without a cruell 
violence. I had loft my felf for ,the love of 
Cleopatra ,: ere that you did caft your ey«;s to- 
wards her % andif I nad been prevented in the 
deggn TBhich I havetpferve her by my dear 
<■- '• < Mtecellm 
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Marcell*s> I would fooner have died than inva- 
ded his pretentions, or made him to fuffer thofe 
torments which I have undergone by his means. 
But as foonas I perceived that you were my 
Rival!,! was fo far engaged, that I could by 
no means difcharge that duty which I owed 

to our friendship, as indeed you on your part 
have, in my opinion, failed in the difcharge 
thereof. I would to God that this concurren- 
ce of ours had been for Crowns, or Empire?, 
or fomewhat more precious , you fhouldfooii 
lee meforfake them for you s but for Cleopa- 
tra y dear Brother, I have not been able to pre- 
vail fo far on my fubje&ed fpirits ; my bad 
fortune hath caft them into fuch an Abyfm, 
that it's impoffible for me to draw them out a- 
gain 5 I jfay my bad fortune, for how much 
glory foever I find in the fervice <&Cleopatra 6 
and whatfoever happy fuccefs of my pafiionl 
may hope for, yet it cannot be good I am 
lure, when it is built on the ruin of your re- 
pofe.. Ccriolan ufed many other prefling ex- 
preffions to the fame purpofe, and Marcelltts 
was fo much touched therewith, that he was 
difabledfor a long time to return any an- 
fwer, at the laft he ftruglcd hard with hhn- 
felf, and imbracing him moftV affectionately, 
Dear Brother, fatdhe, I call the Heavens to 
witnefs, that when I firft pitched my thoughts 
on Cleopatra, I did believe that our tender years 
would not have been capable of any formed 
defign to ferve her , and I rnuft confefs, that I 
have fuffered my felf to be drawn along by that 

C c 2 com- 
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commanding power whfch me hath orer mens 
fpirits, which 1 believe no body caneahlyop* 
pofe: And I muft alio confefs , that I have 
trefpaffed againft our f riendftiip , and I mould 
make my felf unworthy oftheaffe&ion which 
we profefs, if I mould not endeavour to make 
you due reparation : I know well the reality^of 
my intentions, it's my power that I only doubt, 
but for to try it, I defire onely this night, and 
before we part to morrow morning, I (hall let 
you know the value that I put on our mutaul 
amity. C ortolan would willingly have replied, 
but Marcellus oppofed it', andpreffedhimfo 
much, that he was inforced to give him that 
nights refpit without any further interrupti- 
on : They paffed it over both of them with- 
out much fleep , and my Mafter heard Marcel- 
Im often fighing, but in fucha fort, as if he 
indeavoured that my Mafter mould not take 
any notice of it. A little before their ufual hour 
of rifmg, Marcellus turned himfelf nimbly to- 
wards the Prince , and in a very pleafant and 
refolved tone , told him ; Brother, faidhe, I 
have long concerted, but at the laft I have pre- 
vailed for your advantage , or rather my own, 
becaufe by this viftory I may poflibly in part 
repair the injury that I had offered you: I 
do quit you Chapatra, and do earneftly defire 
your pardon, for that I have To long unjuftly 
difputed with you for her; our friendfhip , and 
reafon joyned.whh it, hath bani(hed all former 
thoughts, and whatfocver yet remains on my 
fpirits, will with a little time and abfence, 

(which 
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(which I conceive necefTary for my com pleat 
cure) vanifh. I am now grown up to an age 
which will call me to the exercife of my An- 
ceftors, and it muft be by my fvvord that I 
muft acquire fome reputation : I am refolved 
to procure the Emperours leave to accompa- 
ny the ConM Tmicius , who is ftiortly to go 
with a povverfull Army into Germany, thisde- 
ugn I look on as my beft remedy $ my abfence, 
together with thevarions imployments which 
I (hall have , and the firm refolution that I 
have taken up, to conlider the honour which 
I have received from the Emperour , and to 
oznd all my thoughts towards the Pri need J#- 
//<*, who already honoureth me with more 
affc&ion than Idodeferve, will afliiredly ac- 
complifli my defires- I will aflTure you, that 
at my return you (hall find me wholly chan- 
ged , and am refolved to preferve no other 
thought for Cleopatra, than to honour her as a 
Princefs worthy of my Friends affeftion, and 
to confirm and ferve her in anydefign which 
Ihe (hall have in your favour, againft all per- 
fons whatfocver who (hall have any other pre- 
tentions. 

■ Marcellus having fo faid , left my Prince 
fo ravimed with his freenefs and gensrofity, 
that for a long time he was difabled to ex<- 
prefs the fence which he had of it . At the 
laft he opened his mouth , but it was to con- 
tend with the intention of Marcellw, and not 
to thank him for it 5 he would not feem lefs 
noble than himfelf, in endeavouring to offer 
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violence to his own inclinations x , that fo he 
might favour his Friend j whereupon grewio 
wonderfull a conteft and difpute, which lalted 
a great part of the day * and indeed it was fo 
long, that I (hall not fpend time in relating the 
particulars of it: But at the laft, Marcellus^ 
whofe paflion in truth was not fo great as my 
Princes 5 but was one who entertained the de- 
fign to ferve Cleopatra, long after him, remain* 
ei Conquerour, and my Prince was content 
that he fhould turn his thoughts wholly to 
Julia , according tothe defire of the Emperor, 
and all the people of Rome: But he could not 
refolveto fuffer him to undertake the German 
expedition without his company* andbefides 
the confideration of their friendfhip, his defire 
of glory did much encourage him to that en- 
terprife , he rcfolved therefore to take up Arms 
with him under Vinicim , and prepared him- 
felf for that abfence , with fome hopes which 
did in part fweetenthe dHpleafures which he 
had to leave the company of Cleopatra. 

There were fome Provinces in Germany th^t 

had revolted at that time , and cut in pieces 

the Roman Souldiers that were then inGarri- 

fon D and had raifed two mighty Armies neer 

the River Danube, which much terrified the 

n-ifihbouring Provinces*, and being flefhed with 

fome good fuccefs, they began to threaten the 

power of the Empire. Cafar iefolvedtofen4 

Vmieius , who was a grave and experienced 

Soiildicr, with fome ofthe beft of his Legions, 

and he was ready to undertake that Expedition 

wfcrn 
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when the two young Princes refolved to ask 
the Lmperour leave to go and gain their firft 
reputation in this important fervice. 

You know well that it hath been the cn- 
itome ainongft the Romans, and all thofe Fa- 
mous Captains of whom there hath been fo 
much talk, to go and ferve under fome expe- 
rienced Commander, during their youth, to be 
inftrufted in Warlike Difcipline, without any 
command.; The two young Princes (Undine 
hrmm their refolutions, did caft themfelves 
at the Lmperours feet, and reprcfented to him 
that they had attained to die feventeenth year 
of their Ages, and that they had iWth and 
courage fufhaentto fupport the inconvenien- 
ces ofthe .War ; and that it was now hWh 
time that they mould begin to make themfelves 
worthy of his Affcftion , and the Glory of 
their Anceftors, and fuddenly obtained of the 
tmperour (whofe generous Spirit could not 
disapprove of their refolution) all that they 
deiircd from him: Whereupon they prefentl\r 
went to fet all things in order for their jour-:- 
ney ; but my Matters greateft work was ta 
prepare himfelf to leave Ck^ ; hispaffioii 
was Vy this time augmented to a very great 
height , and the Princefs continued her refpeft 
to himy although (he kept herfelf at a greater 
Pittance, and debarred him of much ofthe free- 
dome which (he fufibred during her youth ; 
which the Prince forefeeing, prepared himfelf 
to ittpport it with patience, and in all his afti- 
ons (hewed fo great refpeft and fubniiffion to 
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her, that he could not lofe any impreffion 
■which he had made on her fpirits : He could 
not quit Jier company without much difcon<- 
tent, and had he not been encouraged by that 
earneft defire of glory which carried him over 
the grief which he had to depart from that 
which he beft loved, he could not have hindred 
thedtfeovcry of his difpleafurc on his counte- 
nance , but when the day for their departure 
came , he made ufe of all his conftancy to bid 
adieu tohisPrincefs; but he was not a little 
fatisfied when he perceived by many markes 
that the Princefs was much troubled at his de- 
parture, and feared left he mould precipitate 
himfelf into fome danger: I have tcq much to 
tell you for to infift upon all the. difcourfe 
whicn paflfed between them at this reparation , 
and therefore it mall fuffice that I tell you, that 
my Prince after near, protections of his eter- 
nal! faithfullnefs, received promifesfrom her 
fair month, that (he would preferve him in her 
memory, and a (Til ranees that his abfence mould 
not make tier alter her intention to prefer him 
before all men whatfoever. 

But Mdrccllus his difcourfe was v ery re- 
markable, for after that he had protefted at the 
Feet oiCltopAtra^ that in favour of his Friend 
he had difpoyled himfelf of all thofe pretemV 
ons which his love and fervices might give 
him; he ( pake fomuch in my Princes commen- 
dation , yet notwithftanding it was nothing 
■fcur N truth that he fpake , yet fuch expreffioris 
could n.Qt fall from any one but arealland 
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cordiall Friend; but the iweeteft comfbir r»uiX 
my Prince received at his departuT * « £

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greater content, than thofe of Marcellus : It's 
very true neverthelefsj that my Matter had the 
good fortune to doe thofe things which made 
a greater found than thofe which were afted 
by MarcellttS) and in many conflicts which they 
bad with the Enemy, before they came to a 
pitch'd Battel^ he made himfelf known to our 
Troops by fuch effefts of his valour , as gave 
the Romans occafion to report that they never 
law or heard of the like. He with a fmall hand- 
full of men j regained the Roman Eagles that 
were taken and poffefTed by a great number of 
the Enemies , and brought it all befprinkled 
wi th their blood untQ Vinicins j who commen- 
ded him fo much for that a&ion, as did not 
ftend with his modefty to hear j at the taking 
of divers Townes,that had revoked,by afiault , 
he was the firft that attempted to enter the 
breaches, and by the report of the Romans^ the 
caufe of th ir gaining thofe Towns was the cou- 
rage which he gave to thofe who were near 
him, to follow his good example: His onely 
vertue was not fecn in his valour , bu t upon all 
occafions and chances of the war he difcovered 
an unparelled moderation; He treated thcfe E- 
nemics which fell into his hands with the fame 
civility as was due to Friends, and many 
times when Towns were taken by ftorm, he got 
protection for divers Troops whofe obftinacy 
as well asgaliantry had incenfed Vinicitts a- 
gainfttbem:by meanes of his Noble carriage 
towards the Officers and Souldiers of the Ar- 
my, he was fo beloved of them, that they gene* 
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rally defired^,*, to give him fornl^I 
derable command amongft them , although I

and^onftantinhisrefolution , and in regard 
of his youth and perpetuall divertifement in 
the Warres in a yearcs time > he almoft gained 
that which he deiired, and driving to introduce 
jftlidyby the remembrance of her beauty, which 
truely was one of the moft exquifite in the 
World , as alfo the coniideration of her good- 
nefs towards him, and the pleafure of the Em- 
peror, on whom his whole fortune depended , 
made him make a great progrefs in it: during 
thb time my Prince did write oftentimes to the 
Princefs Cleopatra. Its impoffible for me to think 
on all h« letters, yet I remember the effe& and 
wordesoffomeofthem, and I think the firft 
which he wrote was to this purpofe.

I Twill not be much, tf I tell you, my divine Prin- 
cefs, that I have you alwates in my remembrance,

This high 
deftgn will with'oMt doubt make me att greater 
thing* than mr fortune could promt fe me, and my 
defiiny is too happy, for to fear that I (hall be con- 
quered by any, after that I have bin vauquijhed by 
the Divine Cleopatra. Not

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mire them 4 and I myfelfam particularly re\oyced 
to hear of them. I pray the Gods to continue the 
fame fortune unto yon , and grant that you be not 
earned on fofar by your courage, but that you may 
thinkjn the preservation of that life which cannot 
be indifferent to thofe whoni jou account xtor thy of 
jour remembrance. 

My Prince received this Letter very joyful- 
ly," and 'tiffed a thoufand times thofe preci- 
ous marks of her affe&ion. Wfien; he ander- 
ftoodhow much (he Was interreffed m his glo- 
ry, he wai encouraged to undertake greater 
Deiigns; and came off with fo much reputati- 
on, that the effefts of his valour was the whole 
difcouiife of the Army. The Enemies them- 
felves talked much of it 5 and having received 
fo great dammage thereby , he was as well 
known amongft them asamongft his Friends. 
At the laft , after many SkirmiQies > the two 
Armies came to a pitcht Battel, neer the River 
Danube? and it wa^fixbloudy, that the water 
was dyed red. The young Cmolan, *nd his 
Friend MarceMm , in the head of the Cavalry, 
performed fuchfervice, asuntillthat time the 
Romans had never been acquainted with, and 
save fuch teftimonies of their prudence and 
}bod conduct, as wa$ not to be expeaed from 
perfons of their age and experience : Thejr 
rallied their Troops two or three times that 
had been Mattered with the fury of their E* 
nemies 9 and led them on with fuch an un- 
daunted refolucion , that they forced their pal- 
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compeneedhlsfervice otherwife: However he 
had a magnificent Entry into Rome \ but the 
greateft part of the people were moft taken 
with the two Princes , who rode on each hand 
of the Conful, and were covered with mining 
Armour, garnifhed with gold and precious 
ftone: Their moulders were fhadowed With 
white plumes, and they Were mounted on two 
brave white horfes, whofe pride and [beauty 
did imkh^dd to the good Grace of their Ma* 
ffers All thofe who beheld them paflmg by 
in this poftur* , andhad heard of their famous 
aftions inthe War, filled the Air with their 
joyfull acclamations , and ufed many c*pre£ 
fions in their praife and commendation. The 
Emperour received thenv with abu ndarice of 
affeftion, and Myelins his relations at that 
time gave him no advantage over my Mailer* 
They were likewife courteoiiQy (aiuted and 
welcWd by the Emprefs^nd the Princefs Ofa 
<vi*s but when they came into the prefence of 
Clep**tra,mj Matter regarded no ottierobje»* 
he found her wonderfully altered during his 
,?ye"rsabfence: Her ft^ (although (he was 
not above fifteen years old) exceeded that ot 
ordinary women v and her beauty began to ap* 
pear in that condition in which you faw her, 
but with this good change, her countenance ha-> 
ying Royal Majefty imprinted on it. She was 
armed with more feveritv than formerly , and 
mv Prince could not look on her without being 
accompanied withfuch a feai as was not ufiH 
alldurins her niDii tender years , J**J£J 
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ceived him with much civility 5 and he no 
fooner came neer her , but without any regard 
of thofe who were fpe&ators of his action} he 
kneeled on his knee., and kiffed her hand be- 
fore (he coufct make him to rife up, and by 
this fubmiflioji he publickly declared part of 
his thoughts to thofe who tmtill'thdt time were 
ignorant of them 5 before fo many witne/Tes, 
who defired to falute him one after another 
he had not the opportunity to difcourfe with 
her > 9 but his eyes performed the part of his 
tongue, and by his paflionate looks he in part 
exprefled that which he would have done with 
his mottth. The whole Court at that time 
cryed him up for a brave Prince, and the Em- 
perour made fuch Eulogies on him, as* were e- 
noilgh to have contented the greateft ambiti- 
on; Every body approved of the Honours 
which he received, and h e was envied by none 
hiitTyberittS} who having a mortal jealoufie of 
him, was grieved at his heart to hear himfo 
much commended. 

Marcel/us fhared of the glory which he had 
jnftly merited , and the affe&iori which the 
Romani had naturally for Kim was much in- 
creafed with the knowledge of his vermes. 

As foon as my Matter came horns to his 
Lodging, he was vifited by a multitude of his 
Friends 5 and the firft newes which he heard, 
was the love of Tyberins to the Princefs Cleo- 
wura. My Prince fufpefted it before he went^ 
>ut during his abfence Tyb&':w had made ib 
'reat a difcovery of it , that every body took 
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notice thereof. CorioUn was much troubled at 
the newes , yet before his Friends he differa- 
nled his difpleafure as much as he could i but 
when they were gone , and that he had the 
liberty to fpeak with me in private , he ex- 
preffed his fear of fo powerful a Rival. He 
feared neither his valour, nor merit of his per- 
fon , but it was the power of the Emprefs Li- 
via that terrified him : He knew well, that 
by means of her power with theEmperour, 
(lie might be able to crofs his defigns, in cafe 
fhe mould approve of the paffion of Tyberint - f 
however he refolved to profecute them y not- 
withftanding any obftacles, and to difpute with 
him openly , even to the hazard of his life, 
for that which he conceived was due to no 
man more than himfelf. He longed much to 
fpeak with the Princefs on that Subjeft , that 
fo he might underiknd what thoughts (he had 
concerning him 5 and the next day he had his 
defire , for having obtained leave to vifit her, 
he was with her alone for a long time> with- 
out any interruption from any other compa- 
ny. One may better imagine their difcourfes, 
than repeat it; and you may be allured y that 
my Matters work was to tell her how much 
mifchief he had fuffcred by reafon of his ab- 
fence from her ; and Cleopatra* s was to accjaint 
him how much (he was delighted to fee him 
returned with honour and fafety 5 yet (hetalk- 
ed with him with fuch moderation, as made 
him to fear the lofs of thofe hopes which he 
had conceived during her more tender years. 

Thisl 
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This obfervation gave him -an opportunity 
which he defired, and therefore, fpeaking to 
her with fuch refpeel: as this new (everity re- 

r"ii r t d * If . itmav be lawful for me, Madam, 
faidhe,todifcover to you my thoughts with- 
out offending you, I (hall take the boldnefs 
to tell you that I look on this ftrangenefs of 
yours as a bad Augur 5 for if it were the know* 
ledge of your merit that made you to ufe it, I 
could not in reafon find fault with it, but 
think With other perfons dif-interreffed,that it 
fuited well with the Majefty of fo great a Prin- 
cefs": But if it mould arife from any other 
confideration, I could not look on it without 
feeing my condemnation and utter ruine. I 
cannot perceive any difference , replyed the 
Princefs, between the manner of my conven- 
tion with you at this time, and heretofore; and 
although I being now older., am likewifefom- 
whatmore referved , I cannot underftand how 
this change can be any way prejudicial either 
to your hopes or contentment. I was always 
of opinion, anfwered * he Prince , that my for- 
tune was too favourable in the beginning for 
to laft long, and I cannot juftly complain, al- 
though you mould debar me From thole fa- 
vours which I never as yet merited 5 but fince 
every body elfe is as unworthy of them in my 
opinion as my felf , I (hall be of opinion, if 
you will give me leave, that Tyberhts can- 
not more juftly lay claim to them than my 
felf. 

CUopatraJjy thU difcourfe,eafily perceived the 
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beginning of my Matter's jealoufic, and did not 
doubt but that he had been informed of the car- 
riage of TyberittS) during his ablence * but (he 
being reiolvcd not to diffemble with him > I 
thought faid fhefmilingly, that you would hear 
of ail that hath paffed during your abfence, and 
that you would know that Tyber'ms hath pro- 
fefTed a great affeftion for me, 1 will not endea- 
vour to hide thebufinefs from you , and will 
not flick to tell you that Tyberim hath the fame 
thoughts concerning me as you have$ as I y faid 
rhe Prince interrupting her haftily: Ah Madam, 
doe not to aftiift him who cannot hear fuch a 
companion and not be mortally offended 5 I 
{hall eaiily believe that Tyberim doth love you; 
audi cannot be fo foon perl waded- to believe 
anything but that his palliun mould be equall 
to mine; this is fuch a belief as all my obedience 
and ftibmillion can never bring me too: Tyberi- 
us hath excellent qualities > and it may be his 
perfon is more ccnfiderable than mine? but our 
mindes are very different > <iud altogether un- 
capablepf the fame fentiments % if I were to 
make proteftations of fidelity on my knees, or 
to aggravate my -pafsicn with many artificiall 
difcourfesjlknow that IQiouldget no advan- 
tage againft Tyberms , but yet if 1 were to for- 
fake and contemn all thofe things on which the 
moil ambitious fpirits doe eftablifh their great- 
ell felicity ', and if I were to dye at your Feet, 
and dye a thoufand times if it might oe done to 
doe you fervice 3 1 believe that then you would 
trad fome, difference between the affettion of

very cheerfully, I am too proud faid he of the 
Honor which you have done mc,i„ faking this 
free declaration of your inclinations, and (mce 
theybendnpt towards my Rivall; but if! ay 
difputt with him by my fervices, I doe not 
doubt but that by the favour of the Gods , and 
and your goodnefs , I (hall defend my f e l| well 
enough againft him. I nuift Ii kewife tell you 
neely,th a t I feared his perfon leaft of any thine, 
and I did more redoubt the credit of the Em- 
preft, than the fervices or good qualities of TV- 
terms. Its true, replied Cleopatra, that the 
Emprefs, awhilelmce, did fpiak to me in hi, 
behalf but ot late ftehath been filentinthac 
btiimefs, for (he having morethouehts of ad- 
vancing her Sonne , than indulgence for his 
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love,laboureth more to gain him efteem with 
the Emperor than my felf. I hope the God?, an- 
swered CorioUn, will favour her in that defign > 
c or they are my witneffes , how that I doe not 
nvy him eitner the favour of the Emperor, or 
lie poifeffion of the Empire, for that he hath no 
hare in the affe&ions of my Princefs. Cleopatra 
•fras about to reply, but was hindred by the 
coming in of the Princefs Julia and M^rcell^s , 
who with a great train of attendance were en- 
tring into the Chamber,but the day following, 
they had an opportunity to continue on their 
difcourfe , fo that both by the difcourfes and 
behaviour of the Princefs he mighteafily per- 
ceive , not onely that he was dearer in her 
efteem than Tyberius , but that he was as he 
could wifh, confidering the perfon of Clcopatra> 
who by this time was grown fo high, that all 
human confiderations whatfoever could not 
make him entertain a thought below the great* 
nefs of her Family ; firing this time the two 
Princes he i brothers wVe educated at O&avitu 
houfe, With as great care as their birth, and 
hopes which they gave, did defe rve; Alexander 
was as old as his Sifter, and Ptolomy was about 
a year younger, but both of them exceeding 
beantitull, and (hewed fo much noblenefs in all 
their actions, fo much grace and addrefle in all 
exercifes which they learned , and fiich great- 
n:fs of couragerin all rancounters , that every 
body in Rome looked on them with admiration; 
the Emperor made exceeding much of them , 
and the whole Court looked on them as chil- 
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dren worthy of their Fathers greatnefs, and de- 
ferving a better deftiny^ when they were but 
fifteenyeares old they keptrompany with great 
perfons, they bufied not themfetves with diofe 
imployments which were ufedby perfons of 
their age; my Prince, who looked on them as 
the Brothers of Clerpotra> and perfons worthy 
of his efteem, had a great affefition for them, 
and was as tender of their intereftsas his own; 
he obferved fo much greatnefs and noblenefs in 
the countenance of Alexander , that he could 
not but love him, and the young Alexander as 
young as he was, was fo well acquainted with 
the admirable qualities of my Mafter P that he 
came not far (hort ofMarcelltts in his affeftion 
towards him. 

Mareettus was by this time much changed, 
for having a defign to forget Cleopatra 3 and to 
look on the rare beauty of Jnlia> he found it fo 
charming that he could not behold it with an 
indifferent eye: And truely this Princefs Julia, 
for her beauty may be ranked with the chiefeft 
in die World, and fhe hath fuch a facultie in 
fetting it off, as few women have ; (he hath a 
boldfpirit, yet pliable, and difpofed to any 
hing, but very volatile and dangerous for per- 
sons that love her; fo that if Mareettus had been 
well acquainted with her dipofition ., he would 
not fo eafily have engaged himfelf in thofe 
d ifpleafures which the unconftant and ar tifici- 
all humor of that Princefs made him endure. 
Although you have heard fomwhat of this 
affair, yet I believe yon are ignorant ofthepar- 
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ticularpaffages, which I (hall acquaint you 
with in the narrative of my Matters life; and 
indeed their adventures are lb complext * that 
I cannot well feparate them : when Marcelius 
firft addi&ed himfelf to the fervice of Julia, , he 
found her welldifpofed and willing to receive 
him, which he could not have expe&edinfo 
ihorttime, notwithftanding his merit, had (he 
not a very great inclination for him*>but (he be- 
ing fubtilJ, diflcnibled it according as (he per- 
c e 1 ved the paflion of Marcellus to encreafe , and 
the would feem to make him purchafe that 
with f bme difficulties , which in effeft (he had 
freely given him long before he attempted to 
ask it. Neither was Marcellns the onely fervant 
which the Lady Julta had , there were many of 
thechiefeft of the Romans, and other Prin- 
ces, who were brought up in Rome^ that iighed 
for her. 

During this time, my Mafter & Tybcrins met 
each other every day in Cleopatra's Chamber , 
ivhomthey openly profefTed to ferve , and 
indeed they had not endured this concurrency , 
if they haa not been retrained with very ftrong 
eonfiderations. Tybcrins was well acquainted 
with the courage of my Mafter, and my Mafter 
eonfidered the authority o$Livia> and- the cre- 
dit which (he. had with the Emperor $ they 
chanced to be there one evening, which was be- 
fore a day which the Emperor had dedicated 
to publique fports andpaftimes, for on that 
day befides the fighting with the wild beafts 
and the Gladiator?, the nobleft of the Remans 
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were to fliew their addrefs on horfeback ~,d 
to run feverall courfes.

My Mafter 
who had heard him difcourfe with feme pain, 
had the opportunity to entertain the Princefs 
with more freedom when he was gone, he ex- 
preffed his ardent defire to appear in thofe pub- 
lique fhewes adorned with one of her favours , 
but found her not difpofed to grant it , and as 
(he was very circumfpeft inallrher aftions, fo 
fhe contented her felf with letting him know 
by her difcourfe, and behaviour, how much (he 
efteemed him above all others that profeffed 
themfelves her fervants, without giving hint 
tjhofe advantages which He thought would be- 
lie the high vertue which (he proiefled.

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The day following all things were prepa- 
red at the Ampitheater for the folemnity of 
that day; but for that I knowgthat you defire 
onely to be informed of that which concerns 
my Mafter, I (hall not tronble you with the 
particulars, I (hall onely tell you that all thinss 
were in a readinefs for the celebration of tffc 
paftimes. The people ranked after the ufual 
manner. The Emperour was placed on the 
one «de .

When as my Mafter came into the Circle, ar- 
med and mounted moft advantagioufly , hi s 
Armour mined with gold and precious ftones, 
which yvere fo Artificially fet, that the eyes of 
the fpeftators had been long fixed on them, 
had not the gallantry of him that wore them 
Jiiftly drawn off their fight. His Cafque was 
ihadowed with white Plumes: His Vifiere beinz 
turned up,he difcovered fuch a noble fiercenef^ 
asmadeallthefpeftators to admire him. He 
heeded not much the acclamations of the peo- 
ple, but contemning all other obje^helookr 
ed after the Princefs, whom hefavv placed at 
the feet of the Emprefs, by the fide of the Prin- 
cefs Ottavia, there he favv her mining like un- 
to a bright Star which difperfed all other 
lights, and drawing the eyes of all Rome to- 
wards her, and every bodies thoughts imploy- 
ed m admiring her Beauty. The truth is^hat 
when Ifaw her in that pofture, my own eyes 
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•were dazled as well as the reft , and I could not 
then admire at the ft range effecV which her 
wonderful beauty had occafioned in my Ma* 
iter. When he had a. while conlidered her in 
the poftureof a man in a rapture , he was ob- 
liged to go on the other fide unto the Front 
of his Troop, accordingly as Tybcrius, Marcel- 
IhS) Agripptt) and the young Alexander had done 
before him. Nothing could be more glori- 
ous to behold than Marc ell its ^ for his good 
mind, and graceful! deportment, was fet off 
wjth all the advantages and curiofity that &»»<? 
could add to it ; but Tyberius was altogether 
as richly accoutred, and he was beautified with 
an infinite number of jewels, Co that his Ar- 
mour did caft out raye?, enough for to da2le 
tjie eyes of all that beheld him ; but for his 
moft precious and remarkable ornament , he 
wore on his (houlder the Princefs her moft 
curious Scarf, which my Mafter had feen on 
Cleopatra the night before, and had been the 
occafion of the difcourfe which I even now re- 
lated unto you. 

My Mafter no fooner faw it, but he knew it; 
and he no fooner knew it , but he found his 
heart overwhelmed with a mortal grief; a cold- 
nefslike ice feized on all the parts of his bo- 
dy, and in a moment he loft a great part of 
his courage and underftandlng. He beheld for 
fome time this object, which feemed to him 
to be full of cruelty and bitternefs , and re- 
mained a while in fuch a pofture as if he had

much interrefled in this bufinefs, obferved his 
action and departure , and thinking himfelf in 
a capacity to brave him, he called unto him; 
what will you be gone, faid he> and leave the 
Lifts? My Matter could fcarce refrain from fal- 
ling on him, for that he was fo ittfolent by rea- 
fonof his advantages; but the underftanding 
that he had then left him, made him to fufpend 
the execution of his refentments •■> however, he 
turned about , and looking very furioufly on 
him, told him, that it was not for his fake that 
he had left the Lifts, but for thofe marks of thy 
Fortune, faid he, which thou unworthily wear- 
ett, all which thou fhalt refignuntome it may 
be with thy life. I believe that Tyberius did 
not hear what my Matter faid , for that he was 
going away ; yet he was heard by many , who 
I think reported it unto him , which was the 
reafonofmy Matters fpeaking. Itmaybe,faid 
Tyridate, interrupting him , that thofe who o- 
verheard him had fo much difcretion as to con- 
ceal it, left they (hould thereby make a differ- 
ence between thofe Princes who were fo much 
in die EmperourVetteem. I (hall not difpute 
the bufinefsjreplyed £milius 9 but (hall defire you 
to give me leave to inlarge my (elf on fome 
paffagesof my Matters life, which though they 
are not of fo great concernment as others , yet 
1 think they are fuch as you will think worthy 
the relating.

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N this fort my Mafterlefcthe Am- 
phitheater, pretending an indif- 
pofation to thofe who enquired 
after the reafon of his departure. 
For my own part, I was as ieno- 

reft- h,» a , r rantofthereall , ca "feof itasthe 
reit , but as foon as we came home, I began t© 
help him to take off his Armour , and then di(- 
covered fuck a palenefs and change on his coun- 
tenance, that I could not forbear from askine 
hm, i what was the reall cauf« of it. He conti- 
nued a wh.lefilent, without returning me „v 
anfwer ; arid indeed he was overwhelmed wiA 
luch fadnefs, as made him to lofe the ufe of his 
fpeech. But when I had prefled him fevcra

fweet promifes which .(he made meathoufand 
times to prefer me before him, and (he hath 
much forgotten her felfin difcovering fo much 
of her lightnefs to the whole Empire. 

This fame Cleopatra , whofe fpirit I thought 
had been uricapable of any of tho(e weakneffes 
and failings which doe ufually attend on her 
fex, hath noWdifcovered her felf for" niy mine, 
and (he doth not fcruple to give up a Prince to 
defpalr who accounted* himfelf more worthy 
of her affe&ion than hirii who (he hath moft un- 
gratefully and unjuftly preferred. After this he 
iuffered himfelf to be carried away with a 
torrent of reproaches , but he fbon retraced 
them , and repenting for his error, he defired 
pardon from his :Princefs fov that difcourfe 
which his fury made him utter. At laft he con- 
verted his choler on Tyberius ^ and in a furioHs 
manner fpake of him as followedi, Doe not 
think, faid he, doe not think > thou infolent 
Rivall, to prevail againft me by meanes of thofe 
advantages which blind fortune hath given" 
thee , it's from her onely that thou holdeil all 
that thou enjoyeft above me $ for if by reafori of

IT'S not proper for the moft unfortunate Corid- 
foUnto complain of Cho patra, be is engaged to 
»tffor Mtbmgs , andbatb merited notLrfrom 
^nynfitmerettwfullforhimtoufefo great 
l*m h b, muld «y»UH* her that although he was 
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unwoothyofher favour s y yet Tybcrius did not bet" 
ter deferve them. This publique advantage hath 
publikly violated the promt fe which you made , ne- 
ver to prefer the Sonne oj Livia before the Prince 
0/ Mauritariy, but ftnce it is not I aw full forme to 
ask^ my Soveraign why (he hath failed in the per- 
formance of her promt fes, I Jhall dejire from death 
that comfort which I cannot have elfewhere. 

He had no fooner ended his writing 3 but he 
commanded me to carry it unro the rrincefs. 
I thought his way of proceeding to be very 
hafty, but being alwaies blindly obedient, 1 ne- 
ver difputed his commandes, but went imme- 
diately to the Piincefs her lodging and deli- 
vered her the letter: (he was newly retnrued 
from the Amplitheater as I came thither, and. 
was retired all alone into her clofet in great 
Anger ; but when (he heard that I waited to 
fpeak with her, (he gave command that I mould 
goe in to her. I perceived by her countenance 
that fhe was in no very good humour, yet (he 
diffembled it as well as (he could, aud asked me 
what newes from my Matter , before I had the 
time to deliver my nieflage. Hee is in a 
very bad condition Madam (aid I , and this 
letter which he hath commanded me to deliver 
unto you will inform you further. The Prin- 
cefs reeeived and read the letter from my Mailer 
without replying, but fo foon as (he had ended 
Teafily perceived her diflike of the contents by 
the rednefs of her countenance. H er high fjtirit 
could not endure to hear her felf reproached

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forrowful and much perplexed for the bad fuc- 
ccfs of my meffige 5 and I was no fooner come 
in my Matters light, but he fufpected the truth 
of the bufmefs . I thought ttr have fweetened 
it as much as I could , but he gave me not 
fo much time ,. and commanded me fo fc- 
verely to difcover unto him the whole 
truth, that I dtirft not conceal any thing. I 
made him a perfect recital both of the carri- 
age and words of Cleopatra ; by which means 
he was foon caft into the worft condition that 
poflibly might be : 1 did think that the dif- 
pleafure which he might have by reafon or' 
the pretended change of Cleopatra, would have 
defended him againft any tear of her angers 
yet both thofe paflions found their places 
in his fpirits •, and if he was affli&ed when 
he conceived that Cleopatra was changed, 
I am fure he trembled when he considered that 
he had angred her ; and indeed the knowledge 
of her fudden anger, and knowing her to be of 
a moderate temper , confirmed hinin his be- 
lief of her change; and he imagined that for 
fo (light an offence fhe could not be fo indiffe- 
rent in matters which concerned his life,vvith- 
oiit the lofs of that which heretofore made her 
more tender of it , and without the reception 
of a new impreflion which had quite defaced 
the former. Hereupon he uttered fuch exprefli- 
ons, and behaved himfelf in fuch a manner, as 
was no way correfpondent to his ufual mo- 
deration. All his thoughts carried him on 
to contrive the death ofTybcriHs ; but within a 
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while after he found himfelf in a condition 
notable to execute his purpofes ordefigns, 
but either by reafon of his jealoufie of the 
good fuccefs of his Rival , or by reafon of his 
difpieafure which he took for offending Cleo- 
patra , he fell that fame night into a moft vi- 
olent and dangerous Feaver. He was no foo- 
ner in his bed, but Marcellm (who was much 
troubled concerning him, in regard of his un- 
expected retreat from the Circle) came into 
his chamber. I was i nuch refrefhed at the fight 
of him, for that I thought him, by reafon of 
the great power he had over him, moftcapa- 
5 V° 1? him g°od. Before he went to my 
Matters Bed, and before he knew of his com-, 
ming, he enquired of me how he did; and^ 
for that I knew my Matter did not ufe to hide 
any thing from him, I informed him of the 
whole matter, judging it moft proper to fave 
a lick man the labour of reciting a ftory which 
he could not enter upon without being trans- 
ported. Marcellm was much amazed at the 
relation of the difference concerning Cleopa- 
tra! s Scarf , and was much troubled to hear 
of Cleopatra's anger; for he being a true friend 
of my Matters, did really intereft himfelf in his 
difpleafures ; but being of a couragious difpo- 
fition, heconfidered how he might fervehim, 
as wellas grieve for him ; to that end, he went 
to his bed-fide, andfpake unto him in this 
fort : How Coriolan are you fo fuddenly de;e&- 
ed , and have you fo foon loft that valour and 
courage, which you have fo often difcovcred 
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upon occafions far more dangerous? Ah my 
dear friend Marcelltts (replyed the Prince (Igh- 
iivg) in the condition! now am in , my cou- 
rage will no way avail me $ and much eafier 
is it for me to look death in the face in the 
midft of an Army, than to endure this altera- 
tion or anger of Cleopatra, The anger of C/c- 
opatra (replyed Marcellus) will be of no lojng 
continuances and for the change which you 
mentioned* have very weak furmifes onely 
of it. Dq you call thofe weak furmifes which 
my own eyes t ave ken * anc * was lt pebble , 
think you, {QxTybe-ms to gain a greater advan- 
tage againft me than that which he hath va- 
poured with in fight of all the people .of Rome* 
^Smittm hath told me the whole bufinefs, faid 
Marcellptss and I muft needs confefs that you 
ruive fome t ,ciuife of difcontent, but why you 
mould be thus deje&ed, \ cannot fee caufe, for 
that I can perceive no fiich evident grounds 
of your misfortune. Ah M4rcellHSi cryed my 
Mafter, it's an,eafie matter for thofe who are 
in good condition to blame thofe attions for 
failings in others, when as they would be guil- 
ty of the like, mould their good fortune forfake 
them in tlie : like manner. Doe you believe , 
{aid he, rajfing hipifejf up> and leaning onhii 
arm , that after fo many 'apparent marks of 
Tybmus his vportune, and; my difgrace, I can 
observe any moderation hv my. grief ? and 
could you, put any value on that courage, which 
you. mind me o£ • if it could defend its felf a* 
gainftthe japprchenfio** which I ought to have 

for 
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for theiofs of all my hopes > Ahno, my dear 
Marceilms for fincemy life is onely founded 
on the affeftions of Cteopatra, I mu ft of ne _ 
ceffity ceafetohve iH can no longer enjoy 
her affeftion ; and I do defire onely Irom the 
Gods fo much time as I may work my revenge 
on Tybcrms. I faw that infolent man adorned 
with that precious favour which I durft not 
hope for 5 and I do well remember, that when 
in my prefencc he had proudly demanded it, he 
discovered athis g6ing away, as well by his 
difcourfe, as his behaviour, the aflurance wliicb' 
he had to obtain it ; This Princefs , who I 
thought could not have been guilty of fo black 
a diflimulatio^didthenroaitificially mask her 
ddigruo favour him: But fince (he hath made 
no drfticulty at all to cut off my hopes, and 
Jet all. the World fee the advantages which (he* 
hath bellowed on that infolent man. After this 
cruel difgrace, afmall complaint, and that full 
of refpect (and f llc h a onc a!f t he Gods never 
denied us amids the leaft affliction) hath drawn 
on me the indignation of that fpirit , from 
which;, if, it had not been whollyi changed J f 
had foon had a pardon for fo juft a refent- 
nicntjand fhe would not have facrificed to 
defpair a life that was wholly at her devotion, 
by ufjrig fiich cruel! and fcornfull- laAgaugc : 
But iinceife*s her ^pfea&re that it fheulct be fo, 
let it be (by and let her behold the deplorable 
end of my life, which I will now no long- 
er feek-to preferve ^fince It's difpfeafin?, 
or at leaft indifferent to her. By reafon of 
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this misfortune, my noble Friend , you have 
loft the fruits of your generofity , and thofe 
endeavours which you ufed by the help of your 
great vertue to favour me , are now become 
unprofitable unto me , fince I can neither en- 
joy that good which you reiigned unto me 3 
nor am in a capacity to reftore it unto you. 
The Prince had fuffered himfelf to be carri- 
ed on with paflion , had not Marcelltts (who 
thought that fo vehement and tedious difcourfe 
would retard his_ recovery ) interrupted him. 
I fhall not difapprpve of your affliction, 
faid lie 3 and I am fo well acquainted with 
whatiuch acaufe may produce , that I cannot 
wonder at the effect j but yet I would defirc 
that you woqld be a little better fatisfied of 
the reality of the misfortune, before you pre^ 
cipitate your felf into fuch extremities. 1 (hall 
quickly be able to inform you of the truth > 
and when you need not to doubt your good 
or had Fortune, we will advife ot the courfe 
you are to take. It will be too late to fee the 
Princefs Cleopatra this night, but I (hall not 
fail to give her a vific to morrow , and let 
her ufe the beft art fte can, I do afliire you (he 
(hall not be able to conceal her thoughts from 
me; in the mean time take your reft for the 
love of me, and hope for a favour rablc fuc- 
cefs in the defign which I fhall undertake to 
free you from thofe feares you are now in. 
My.Mafter was fo much overwhelmed with

Whilftthat Qcopttr a thus fpake, and Mar- 
ccllHS) who was raulhed with joy for the in- 
tereft of his Friend , liftned to her with a won- 
derful attention , Tyberms came into the cham- 
ber and (as the Gods would have it for the 
concluiion of this adventure) he wore then on 
his arm the fame Scarf which had occafioned 
fo much diforder and diftratVion, he being re- 
folved to wear it as long as he could. 

ThePrincefs had no fooner efpied him, but 
her choler returned , and Marcellus quickly 
difcovered it by the rcdnefs of her face ; he 
could not hold from changing his countenance 
alfo , and could not but with great impatience 
look onthofe Trophees in his pofleffion which 
had coft his dear Friend fo great a forrow. 

Tyberitts was fcarce feated, but he began to 
difcourfe with the Princefs , when as the im- 
•patient Princefs, who could not longer diffem- 
ible her refentments, looked on him with fiich 
an eye as did fufficiently exprefs her thoughts. 
7)6*7* j, faid (he, interrupting him as he was 
fpeaking, I take it very ill that you mould 
gain that by Artifice, and the authority of one 
ttho hath a command over me,which you could 
not have gotten with your own credit ; and

Tyberiusy&B much furprifed with this dif 
courfe, and was the more troubled becaufeit 
was heard by Marcellus , who he knew to be 
cxtremel) intended in my Matter his fortune 
but as he was naturally very bold , fo upon this 
cccafion he foon recovered himfelf, and in! 
deavouwng to conceal his difcentent for to 
carry himfelf nefpcMilly to the Princefs ; I 
did not believe,, faid he, that we were to be 
blamed for feeking our glory and renown by 
thofe wayes which have procured me that 
which you fo much envy me ; I mould not 
have defired it , had I thought that I could not 
have obtained it without difpleafihg you; and 
face this misfortune is befallen mei! am rea- 
dy to make you all the reparation that you can

All that I defire from you. replyed CW 
^,is, that you reftore me prefentlytke Scarf, 
that foybumaynotfuffer me to continue any

?hom you, would not, it may be, retake iti„

theEmpcefethatheldit, I hopeyou will not 

commandme toreftoreit to any body but her 

WbirEgaYe it,to the Emprefs, faid Cleopa- 
tra. 
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tra> I thought that it had been for her felf and 
not for you that (he defired it , and when (he 
(hall at any time defire it for herownufc, I 
mall return it unto her 'vith thatrefpeft which 
I ow her. I hope faid Tjberius^ you will think 
it fit that I mould be very care hill and choice 
in keeping that which came from to good a 
hand, and that you will not think it ft range- 
that I mould rather lofe mj life than thai which 
is more dear unto me , it being that which in 
juftice you cannot take from me, becaufe I had 
it not of you. You had not received it from the 
Emprefs replied Cleopatra, i f (he had known the 
inconvenience that I have tutfer'd therebyjfor (he 
hath moVe goodnefs' than to comply fo far for 
yourfat^faftion , to the prejudice of a Prin- 
cefs that doth honor her according to her du- 
ty j but fince you have deceived her as well as 
my felf, you (hall reftorc it untome, if you 
pleafe,or otherwife I (hall defire you to forbear 
putting your felf to the trouble of feeing me any 

more. 

Tjberius f eemed to be much amazed at thcfd 
laft words of the Princefs, but diflfembling his 
admiration the beft he could, You treat me ex- 
ceeding courtly, faid he, and you have redueed 
me to the choice of two evills, the^ leaft whereof 
is more cruell to me than death it felfj but if 
you will force me tofuchanEle&ion, I will 
rather choofe to make you a prefent of that 
which the Emprefs hath given me, than be de- 
barred from ever feeing you: You will much fa- 
tUfic me replied the Prinecfs, & whether I doe 

receive 
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receive " m the nature pt a prefent, by way o. 
reftitution; I doe affure you that you wU 
thereby much quiet and content me: It may btf 

^"•■p.^^/omc b ody elfe , replycr 
boldly TjberiH* , that you are induced to offe 
me % his violence againft your own inclination^ 
however I doe obey ( faid he unloofing tliT 
fcarf and cafting it on the Table ) becaVe t 
know no law that can warrant a remfall, bu 
yet I Kope yoii will remember that I my felf am 
not the perfon folely intereffed in this bad 
ufage, and that I have good reafon to complain 
to the Emprefs of the.wrong that you have done 
me. Having fo faid > he went out of the Cham- 
ber fo far tranfported with c^^^ that he had 
fcarce undemanding enough left him to guide 
him in his way 

Marcel/us was never prefehtat a clifcourfc 
Pleated him fo well as this, he onely defired that 
forthecompleat fatisfaftion of his Friend, he 
had been in fome corner where he might have 
obferved theconfufion of Tyforias, and have 
been revenged on him for the difpleafure which 
he had received by his meanes ; he could not 
conceale his joy from the Princefs > but aflbon 
as TybersHs was gone , he was about to cxprefs 
"j when as (he turning her felf to wards him < 
prevented him as he was about to fpeak : doe 
not you think faid (he, now that 1 have re- 
traced my fcarf from Tykenns for the fatisfa&i- 
on otCtriolwi I owed that duty to my .felf , and 
your Friend hath top much abnfed the power 
which he thought he had over me , for to ex:*

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pcft that I fhould comply fo far for his con* 
tentment and repqfe: Ah Madam, replyedmy 
Mafter's reall Friend > how different are your 
wordes from your thoughts., if I may fay fo, and 
you are too well acquainted with the innocence 
of poor CorioUn for to (land in need of any re* 
prefenrations of mine, he hath committed fuch 
a fault as few men would have avoyded^ and he 
hath received fuch a punifhment for it as hath 
brought him to death's door. Iliave left him in 
fuchaconditionas will fooii overcome all the 
refentnients which you canhavVagainft him,and 
in fuch a condition as I fear leaft I may come to 
late with thofe remedies which I hope you will 
be inclined to afford him for his recovery. C It- 
opatra^ really loving; my Matter wasfenfibly 
troubled with this difcourfe, which although 
Marcellus could not blitdifcern^yetihe labou- 
red to diflemble k as well as (he could : your 
Friend faid (he, with a forced fmile , is not fo 
fick asyou feem to make him* But he is reply* 
ed very mournfully Marecllnsy and I am in 
doubt of his life, and! know that nothing can 
doe him good but thofe remedies which you 
may make ufeof for his recovery 5 and I am 
doubtfull whether they can come timely enough 
for to free him out of the danger in which 1 
left him. He uttered thefe wordes with fo 
much ferioufnefs , that thd Princefs Was fatis* 
f ied with the truth of what he had fpoken , and 
calling to her mind to what extremities my 
Mallei's paflion had reduced him upon other or 
caii^ns^ftw difarmed her ftlf of her choler upon

During this time it hapned that \AMwrJw 
had difcourfed truer of the ind>fpofition of 
my Mafter than he imagined > J©r'with tormen- 
ting himfelf that night j his fever was fo in- 
creafed, that the next morning he was in great 
danger of loftnghis life •> he perfeveredinhis 
defign to ufe no remedies,- notwithftanding the 
inftant intreaties of his Friends ; and the opini- 
on which he had of the change of Cteopatra 9 \ad 
'wrought fuch an impreflion on his ftflrit?, that 
he defired nothing more than death it felf, and 
he had certainly dyed had not MarcclllH 
brought him a very feafonable remedie. He 
coming to his bed fide, and feeing no compa- 
ny p relent , rife C01 -tolan faid he, you ought no 
longer to grieve and torment your felfwhen 
you have heard the good newes which I bring 
you: At thefe words of Marccllus, ConcA** tur- 
ning himfelfabouty\nd looking' on him with a 
very languishing eye. Ah Marcellus faid he, 
what pleafure can youtake in fporting with a 
miferable and difconlblate rtian 1 If I doe jeft 
replyed Marccllns^ cafting himfelf on the bed* 
I doe believe that you will be well pleafed 
with this kind bfjeftingi, and before we part 
,1 hops to receive better entertainment froiri 
: y ou ; doe bu t rife and ask pardon oiQUopMxx 
for the offence which you have committed, and 
rather thank her goddnefs for pardoning fo 
eafily an injurie which, might have defer- 

ved 
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ved a hardier penance. My Mafter was by this 
means between hope and fear 5 but Marcellm 
being unwilling to keep him any longer in 
fufpence , after that he had prepared his atten- 
tion, he told him all that had paffed during his 
being m Cleopdtra s company>and related toliini 
word by word all the difeourfe he had with her. 
My Mafter was tranfported with joy when he 
underftoodthat it was not from Cleopatra that 
fyforinhzd received thofe favoursj but when 
hcunderftood the whole ftory of die treatment 
which he had received at Cleopatra? s lodging 
he was ravifhed beyond all expreflion. But at 
the latt he imagined that Marccttm had talked 
after this fort onely to amufe him, and make 
him think of his recovery, whereupon he de- 
fired him earneftly not to abufe him 5 and put 
him into fuch a condition as from which a re- 
Japfc would prove more dangerous unto him 
than his hrft difteniper. What confirmation 
would you defire of the truth that I have told 
you, faid Marceltus^ I would willingly fee a 
few lines written with Cleopatra's own hand : 
You will then be fully fatisfied, replyed Mar~'« 
celhti; and then being unwilling to defer his 
fatisfaftion any longer, he gave him Cleopa- 
tra's Letter, which as foon as my Mafter had 
fceni and obferved the hand-writing by reafon 
of his extraordinary joy he couhTfcarce keep 
hisunderftanding; He remained for fome time 
filent, and without motion, upon the know- 
ledge of his happihefs\ As foon as he came 
to himfelf, he expreffedshis firft refentments 
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by his tender imbracing of Marctltus ; and 
when he began to fpeak , he confirmed them 
with fuch paifionate exprefllons, as drew tears 
from Marcellm his eyes. I mould tire yon , 
if I fhould repeat all their difcourfe ; there- 
fore I will onely tell you , that by nlcans of 
this fweet remedy, my Mafter his mind was 
freed from all difcontents. Battle condition 
of his body waxed worfe , and the Phyliciaris, 
who were prefently after admitted to come 
to him, were of opinion that this excefs of joy 
had redoubled the force of his Fevers yet wo. 
had good hopes of his recovery, fince he was 
Contented to make iifeofthofe remedies which 
were prefcribed for him ; for the Prince ha* 
ving now nothing on his fpirits which might 
make him to hate, his life , ufed the bcft 
means for his recovery , that fo he Might 
be in a difpofitiontb fee Cleopatra again; but 
he found his body difob:dient to his will* for 
that by reafon of his immoderate grief all his 
i>loud was fo corrupted, thdt the Phyficiau I fea- 
red more than they hoped for the fuccefs. All 
the noble Gallants of Rome were interreffed in 
the ficknefs of my Prince : The Emperour hirii- 
felf came to fee him many times ; and amongfi 
all the chief of the Court, onely Tybertm (who 
had the refentment of his difpleafufe ifrefh ifl 
his memory) refrained from, vifiting him* 
Marcellm ftirred not from his bed*fide during 
his ficknefs, but performed the office ofajdear 
Brother-, and was much affli&ed for. the con? 
tmuanr.e of his indifpofition* The Princes 
: C/f- 
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Cleopatra could not conceal her difpleafure* 
but exprdfed it in a Letter 'which me wrote 
unto him about twodayes after the former; 
which when my Mafter had received, he opened 
it with a trembling and weak hand, and read 
in it with much pain thefe words. 
> The Prnicefs Cleopatra. 

J r^j K rV XpeE ! fi linI / oM "™fi*»7**i and 
MI didfiiffcently exprefs my deflre of y 0Hr reco- 
very for to oblige you tafeekjt : Endeavour there- 
fore to eff eft tt> if you mem to content me- it will 
betbeftrongefl ajfnrance that IJhail dtfre of your 
AJfeEtiott, and the mofi pleafmg news that lean hear 
for my ownfatisfafrion. 

Thefe words had been fufficient to have cu^ 
red my Mafter, if the contentment of his mind 
could have fo much advanced the cure of his 
body; and when he had kifleda thoufaiid times 
that delightful command, for to obey her he 
ufed all the means that we offered him ; but 
bis iieknefs had taken fo deep a root, that it 
would have its courfe,notwithftanding all our 
endeavours to ftop it. The poor Prince cover- 
ed nothing more than the light of Cleopatra; 
and the Priricefs in this extremity did not ftick 
to difcoverto Marcellus* anil my felf, the affe- 
ction which me had f6r him, and the defire 
which (he had to vifithini, and wa : ted only 
for an opportunity to do it hanchome.ly : : She 
was loath to goe alone, and was willing to 
wait on theEmprefs to hini; but me retain- 
ing her anger againft him for her Sons fake, 
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did not come at him 5 onely fhe Tent fometimes 
to enquire of his welfare. At h(k 9 Marcelkts told 
her that (he might accompany Ottavia thither, 
who had teen there once before, and would 
be very ready to exprefs her love to the Prin- 
cefs. The children of M. Antony did look on 
Ottavit as their Mother ; and indeed tie ever 
behaved her felf fo towards them ; and al- 
though Cleopatra did keep in the Empreffes 
Lodgings by the fpecial command of the Em- 
prefs her felf , yet ftie was every 4 a y *P. vifit 
OftavU. Ottavia was very well acquainted 
with my M?fter hispaflion, and did not dif- 
like it 5 and her Son Ma. cellus had nofooner 
defired that favour from her for his Friend, 
but (he granted it with much willingnefs, and 
the very next time that (he faw Cleopatra , (he 
defired her to accompany her to C ortolan. Thq 
Princefs, who knew that (he might attend on 
his Mother without fear of blame, gave ready 
obedience to her deiire. Marcellus acquainted 
;ny Mafter with this defign, and difpofed him 
for it before > left it might occafion an immo- 
derate joy^ which might retard his recovery: 
But my Mafter was fcarce able to contain him- 
felf 9 notwithftanding all his endeavours j and 
he no fqonerfaw the Princefs come into his 
chamber , but, he loft all knowledge. Otto*- 
via went to his bed-fide , where after feme 
ciVill expreflions, (he allured him that the con- 
tinuance of his weaknefs did much trouble her, 
and then taking her Sonafide to the window, 
$;e$ending to talk with him 3 (he left the 

Prin- 
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Princefs alone by his bed-hde, for the maids" 
which attended on them kept at a dhW Z 
he other end of the chamber. CkJ^S- 
though prepared for this interview, could not 
refrain from blufhing , and fhe had much to do 
for to overcome that fhame which (he «,„ce£ 
ved for dons anaft which fhe thought in fome 
fort blamabTe: However fhe fate 5own in the 
chair which OBmU had left . andwhilft he 

n«"rL' ^ b ° WaS n ' Uqh troub kdin mind, had 
not theafTurance to open his mouth , bending 

L C Ld C h d rr ard ^V m ' thatfl,e mi #* ^t bf 
heard by thofe which were in the chamber, Co- 

r»/^fa,d fhe, I have caufe to complain of you, 
and if you did truly love me, you would more" 
regard the mtcreft which I have in yonr ™co! 
very: I have already affured you the fame by 
my Letters, and I have overcome many f clu - 
ples, which Ifhould not have done upon flight 
connderations,for to come and declare the fame 
unto you. 

The Prince , notwithftanding the diftrafti- 
on of his thoughts , took hearth the hearing 
of thofe words, and after an anticipation of 
«*at he had to fay by his paffionate looks ; You 
havecaufe Madam, faid he, to condemn the 
condtion inwhKhyoufeeme, forinfteadof 
finding bw m this pofture , which is no way 
conformable to, he refpeft which I owe you, I 
ftould have been moftrate at your feet, for to 
have bsgg'd, pardon for the offence which I 
have co m m, tt ed : This tfifobedient body of 
mine doth fufferfoh.ewhat, and I think my" 

fpi- 
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fpirits have not fared better 5 but neither one 
nor the other can be fufficient to fatisfieyou, 
unlefs your goodnefs doe fupply the defeas of 

°Speak no more, faid the Princefs,who would 
not have frinvto fall into a long difcoarfe/peak 
no more of that which I have already pardoned. 
you were fomewhat jtoo eafie of belief , and 
guilty of a little precipitation ; but you have 
fuffered more for itthanl diddefireTOU thould} 
and if I am yet angry with you, it's becaufe you 
fixive no more to recover your healthy which is 
fo dear to me , the care of which I fo earneiU 
ly recommended unto you: For my fake ther* 
forebanitti out of your thoughts all that may 
trouble and difquiet you , and be allured that 
Ifhali not be wellfatisfieduntill I fee you per- 
fectly recovered. , • 
I am fo contented Madam , replyed my Ma- 
tter, for thofe favours which you have done w 
letting me receive fo many confirmations of 
your goodnefs, in a place fo unfitting to re- 
ceive you , and in a place where I could not; 
hope for the favour which you have done me, 
that I do not bewail the lofs of that life which 
is now about to leave me, unlefs it be tor tear 
I mould dye before. ■ c 
Hold, faid the Princefs , doe not think ot 
death, whilft I prize your life as dear as my 
own; I will have you to overcome your ^di-, 
tempers for the love of me s I fay I will have 
it fo by all the authority which I have over 
you, and by that intimation which I give you, 
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that you cannot neglecl: the prefervation of 
your life, without attempting to deftroy my 
own. 7 

The Princefs held one of her hands before 
her face to hide her blufhiong which thofe laft 
words of hers had occafined; and yet to con- 
firm them to CorioUn by fuch teftimonies which 
(he never untill that time gave him, (he let her 
other hand fall on his cheek; which the Prince 
taking in his feeble hands, preifed and kiffed 
with incredible contentment. 

The Princefs perceiving him to be all in 
flame , and fearing that a longer converfe with 
him might much prejudice him , refolvedto 
leave him , and therefore withdrawing her 
hand gently , I will be gone, faid (he, left I 
(hould hinder that which I deiire you mould 
doe; but be you fure to obey me, if you have 
a deiire that I (hould love you. At thefe laft 
words fhe . being more confounded than before, 
(he had not the confidence to look on him; 
going to OEtavia and Marcelks , told them 
that fhe had quitted Ccrriolan fo foon , left 
that her longer ftay with him might endamage 
his health. 

I doe not know whether this vifit reftored 
my Matter to his health, or whether his dif- 
eafe had ;run its courfe; but however it was, 
the next any the violence of his Fevcir abar 
ted, arid within few day^s after it wholly left 
him 5 fo that-k was not long ere he found him- 
felffo well that he might quit his chamber, 
and go vifit Cleopatra > for to return her thanks 

for 
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for thofe favours which he had received from 
her. I doubt I have held you too long on this 
beftfubjeft, and it may be , having grcat- 
ter matters to irelate , I fhould but (lightly 
hint at thofe paffages which are of lefs impor- 
tance : but 1 have the rather done it becaufe 
from thefe paffages you may gain a more clear 
knowledge of the humor of Cleopatra than from 
any other , fo/ by thofe light touches whicla I 
have given you, you may well imagine that 
iheis a Lady of a high and imperious fpirit , 
btit hath a nature truely good and generous. 
During this time the Emprefs by reafon of her 
Sonnes complaints* in which (he her felf feemed 
to be concerned, expreffed much of her refent- 
ment to Cleopatra: I believe (he 'would not have 
fuffered her to> live with her any longer , had 
not Marcellu s 9 who was great in the Emperor 
hisefteem, beftirred himfelf notably for her. 
The Emperor who was willing to oblige 
his nephew , and favour the Princefs who was 
much refpefted by him 5 would have the pre-* 
indent aftent pafsfor a matter of merriment > 
fo that the Princefs had onely a fleight re- 
proach and a few bad looks for fome dayes 
from the Emprefs , but Although the Emprefs 
was well verfed in the art of diffembling and 
complying with theEmperors humor > >ct fhe 
retained al waies a pigne againft my Matter, and 
this caufe of difference between my Mafter and 
fy&crim was the foundation of that hatred be- 
tween them which frath fincc "ioccafioned very 
great and fadeffc&s.
